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Assessors Settle Out Of Court, 


Resident Gets $3,700 Rebate

Since 1970, John and Mary Riley 
have collected almost $28,000 in tax 
breaks from the town. 

Year alter year, John Riley, an 
assessor for Boston, has asked for a 
tax abatement, claiming Winchester 
officials overestimated the value of 
his South Border rd. property. Every 
year, with one exception, the town has 
granted his request. 

Most recently, on Keb. 14, Win¬ 
chester Assessors agreed to give 
Riley a tax refund of more than $3,700. 
The decision was settled out ol court, 
just before the case was to be heard 
by the state's Appellate Tax Board. 

In the compromise decision, local 
Assessors set the value of Riley's pro¬ 
perty at $136,500 for 1985. roughly 
$38,000 below the town’s original 
assessment, according to records. 
They also lowered his assessed valua¬ 
tion for 1982. 1983 and 1984. 

That lower valuation means lower 
taxes for Riley. Property taxes are 


calculated from the assessed value of 
the property as well as the town’s rax 
rate. 

Assessor Francis X. Mahoney said 
he refused to sign Riley’s latest tax 
abatements He said he felt the town 
could have presented a solid case in 
court at a lower cost to Winchester. 

Assessor Chairman Sherman 
Josephson disagreed lie voted in 
favor of the $3,700 abatement. Had the 
case gone to court, he said. “Basically 
our (the town’s) costs would have 
been at least $1,500.'' 

That money would have been 
needed to hire a new appraiser for the 
controversial Riley property, follow¬ 
ing the resignation ol Steve Gasperoni 
of Burlington. When Gasperoni opted 
not to testify, said Josephson, "We 
were left with a weak footing to go to 
court on." 

The town reportedly had difficul¬ 
ty finding an appraiser willing to take 
the job. 


Eleven days later, at their Feb. 25 
meeting the Assessors seemed to 
change their minds about the true 
value of Riley's property. In an ap¬ 
parent reversal, the board more than 
doubled Riley's valuation for fiscal 
1986, raising it to $331,400. 

Assessor Mahoney moved to raise 
the valuation of the Riley property. "I 
think anyone in real estate in town 
realizes the value is now right where 
it should be." he said. 

The Riley’s home was built in 1969. 
They bought it in 1970 for $42,000. 
Asessor’s Office data describe the 
house as a one-and-a-half story Cape 
Cod-style home, with "extensive" 
landscaping in an “enhancing" 
setting. 

It has 10 rooms, with four 
bedrooms and three full bathrooms of 
"superior" quality. The kitchen was 
also rated "superior" by Assessors 

The home stands on about three- 
fourths of an acre of land. 


In 1970, the home and its land were 
assessed by the town at a value of 
$67,300, where the official assessment 
remained for 10 years. 

But in 1977, the state Appellate Tax 
Board ruled that the value of the pro¬ 
perly should have been $4(i,ooo in 1970. 
They ruled that the property then 
dropped in value in subsequent years, 
falling to $30,000 in 1976. 

Thus, according to Assessor's 
records, from the years 1970 through 
1976, Riley received more than $13,190 

The tax reductions continued. 
From 1977 through 1980, Riley paid 
$11,000 less in taxes, based on reduc¬ 
ed property values, than the town’s 
original property assessment would 
have yielded. 

The past four years’ abatements 
bring the grand total to just below 
$28,000 

Riley was unavailable for com¬ 
ment, despite several attempts made 
by The Star this week.

Each tenant must sign 
an agreement which says that he or 
she will keep no cats or dogs or other 
such animals in the apartment. 

Marion Hatch signed that agree¬ 
ment, expecting that she would find 
a new home for Maggie before she 
moved into her 11 Westley st. 
apartment. 

But try as she did, she said, 
nobody wanted a 15-year-old cat. She

Students 
Try Out 
Colonial 
Day Ways

Serious 7-year-olds, wearing sun- 
bonnets and suspenders, long dresses 
and knickers, fill Town Hall. 

It looks as if Winchester has been 
swept back in time — or, at least, its 
second-graders have been swept up 
by their lessons. 

All morning, they have been to 
“dame school" — standing to recite 
their lessons, working sums on slates, 
asking permission to go to the 
“privy." 

After lunch-pail dinners of bread- 
and-butter and milk, they come to the 
Town Hall auditorium to try their 
hands at colonial crafts and sample 
some of the foods.. 

Thursday was the second annual 
Colonial Day — and more than 200 se¬ 
cond graders got a chance to live 
what they'd learned, with their 
teachers, parents, and volunteer 
craftspeople. 

“There is nothing like having the 
kids undergo the experiences to have 
it really set in their minds," says 
teacher Leslie Eggeling, smiling as 
students dash up to show her their 
candles and stencils. She and the 
other teachers are in costume, too. 

For the past few months, the se¬ 
cond graders all over town have been 
studying colonial life, in a curriculum 
originally designed by teachers Susan 
Bokil and Joanne Martignetli. 

Early in the fall, the classes took 
a field trip to Plimoth Plantation, the 
historic re-creation of the New 
England colonists' first home. 

“It was good preparation for the 
kids,” says Eggeling. "They had 
some notion of how to act out their 
roles today." 

The second graders had a very 
good notion of their roles, judging by

made pleas to her friends, but Hatch 
could find no takers. 

Hatch, a lifetime Winchester resi¬ 
dent who worked for the town's school 
system for 28 years, now is being forc¬ 
ed to either get rid of Maggie or move 
out. 

On Monday night, the Housing 
Authority will take up the case of 
Maggie the cat at its regular board 
meeting. Earlier, the board gave 
Hatch 90 days to find a home for 
Maggie. 

“March 11 is D-day,” said Hatch 
last week during an interview in her 
home. “I don’t know what they're go¬ 
ing to say. but I’m hoping the petitions 
will sway the board. 1 just can’t have 
Maggie put to sleep," she added 
sadly. 

Through the help of friends, 1 latch 
has circulated petitions seeking 


residents' support for her plight. So 
far, about 500 Winchester residents 
have backed Hatch by signing peti¬ 
tions urging the authority to grant a 
waiver of the pet law. 

"I've had a share of people scold 
me. saying that I knew the rules 
before I moved in," said Hatch. "But 
then most of them will say they still 
hope I get to keep Maggie." 

The youngest of eight children, 
Hatch, who never married, has no 
family left to share her joys and sor¬ 
rows. Her closest brother died about 
two years ago, which is why Maggie 
represents the only “family” Hatch 
has now. 

"Being old is no fun," she said, 
"but being alone is even worse. I can 
see where the board is in a bind, but 
Maggie is all I have. She’s helped me 
through some rough times and I just 


can't see putting her to sleep." 

Housing Authority Chairman John 
Regan, meanwhile, said his board is 
only trying to do its job — enforce the 
rules for which they are responsible. 

“She did sign the lease and she 
knew that cats were prohibited," said 
Regan on Monday. "We aren't con¬ 
cerned with setting a precedent with 
this case; the position is clear and we 
have to enforce it " 

Regan said tenants at the Westley 
st complex have voiced their op- 
positon to pets in the projects, claim¬ 
ing they fear accidents caused by pets 
roaming the hallways. 

"It would be unfair togivc a break 
to one individual at the expense of the 
other tenants,” said Regan When in-

College-Bound Students 
Can Cash In With Loans

A bachelor's degree on the install¬ 
ment plan? That's not a new idea to 
many families. 

In the last 20 years, with costs 
skyrocketing, loans have become a 
major factor in financing a college 
education, say financial aid experts 
Loans I ill the gap between scholar 
ships and the cash a family can come 
up with, and the cost of a college 
education. 

They have to lie repaid but loans 
can spread the cost ol college over 12 
to 15 years, making monthly 
payments out of what might other¬ 
wise be an overwhelming yearly lui 
lion bill 

Banks, high school counselors and 
college financial aid experts know the 
widespread appeal oi college loans 
"We make about $1 million in stu- 
dent loans a year," says Doug 
Gherlone, senior loan officer at Win 



Chester Savings Bank. "We’ve 
already processed about 450loans this 
year, for students from Winchester 
and towns that border it " 

The in college financial aid ex¬ 
perts The Star talked to all say that 
virtually every student who receives 
scholarship and grant aid also takes 


out one or more student loans. 

In fact, more than 120.000 students 
in Massachusetts took out more than 
$320 million in loans under just one 
loan program in 1984 alone, accord¬ 
ing to the Mass. Higher Education 
Assistance Corp., which processes the 
loans 

But recent proposals made by 
President Ronald Reagan to cut back 
on the numbers of people eligible for 
some federally backed loans have 
families and financial aid experts 
alike concerned. 

"We estimate approximately one- 
third of all students who received 
loans in 1984 would not receive them 
it the President's proposed cuts go in¬ 
to effect," says Theresa Galvin, of 
Mass Higher Education Assistance 
Gorp.

First, he said, the agency plans to 
get the three town-owned houses 
occupied by low to moderate-income 
lamilies. 

That requires inspection of the 
three houses located in Precinct I. by 
a sub committee ol two Selectmen 
and two members of the Housing 
Authority, according to Regan

Selectmen Close 
Spring Town 
Meeting Warrant 

On Monday night, selectmen add¬ 
ed an article to the Spring Town 
Meeting warrant that would en¬ 
courage the town to keep its water 
revenue account separate from other 
accounts. 

They also deleted one article in¬ 
tended by the Town Manager as a 
“catch-all" in case unforeseen fun¬ 
ding was needed. 

Then they closed the warrant. 

Among the issues on the agenda, 
the local Board of Health plans to seek 
funds to hire a licensed hazardous 
waste disposal firm "to conduct a one¬ 
time residential hazardous waste col¬ 
lection.” 

Selectmen are sponsoring a re¬ 
quest for funds to clean out the Upper 
Mystic Lake, now overgrown with 
aquatic plants. 

Selectmen arc also submitting a 
proposal to take the duplex at 41-43 
Water st. by eminent domain, govern¬ 
ment's right to take private property 
for public use. The gutted house would 
he converted to subsidized housing if 
the article were approved. 

Town Hall would get money for 
renovations, if Acting Town Manager 
John Ciarcia's proposed article 
passes. 

The town may also vote upon its 
compliance with Proposition 2'•.

It any money re¬ 
mains unspent at the end of the year 
the bylaw states, it must be recycled 
into the water account. 

Selectman Wade Welch pointed 
out that Hie town’s water-use fees

Having survived six previous elec¬ 
tions in Winchester, I have learned 
not to make electoral promises. For¬ 
tunately, our form of government 
does not permit the equivalency of an 
absolute ruler in which one person 
can fulfill promises by fiat. Rather, 
we rely upon a consensus form of 
government in which a member of a 
multi-person board or committee 
must convince the other members by 
persuasion to approve or reject a par¬ 
ticular proposal. 

What we need on our town boards 
and committees are persons who can 
articulate their views with logic, 
reason and vigor. This is what I have 
tried to accomplish in my 16 years in 
elected office in Winchester. 

Throughout my professional 
career and public life, I have first and 
foremost been people oriented. The 
two elements genuinely essential to 
the educational process are a teacher 
and a student. If we had no school 
buildings, no equipment and no books, 
but only had a teacher tutoring a child 
in a shade of a tree; we would have 
education. We must never lose sight 
of the fact that in education teachers 
are our greatest resource and 
students are our most sacred charges. 
We have obligations toward each. 

My fondest wish is that the teacher 
and the student both find their time 
spent in school an enjoyable and 
rewarding experience. Of course, our 
teachers want to be adequately com¬ 
pensated for their work, but 1 believe 
that even more so they want and need 
to have their efforts acknowledged. A 
word of praise or recognition still goes 
a long way in most job situations. 

Our youngsters may not always be 


as well motivated as we would like 
them to be, but we must never relax 
the effort to develop each student to 
maximum potential. We may never 
reach perfection, but we should never 
set our sights lower. 

There are a few improvements I 
would like to see in the school system, 
one being the elimination of split 
classes. There may be some roman¬ 
tic nostalgia attached to the concept 
of the one-room schoolhouse, but I 
have not heard any expert educator 
argue for its return. 

Likewise, I do have some concern 
about the pupil/teacher ratios at 
some grade levels and in some secon¬ 
dary school classes. After all, our 
teachers arc dealing with minds and 
not widgets and we must recognize 
that beyond a certain ratio the learn¬ 
ing process suffers. 

Finally, I advocate that the en¬ 
vironment in our classrooms be as 
conducive to learning as we can make 
it and that administrators, teachers, 
parents and students all accept their 
responsibilities for seeing that this is 
so. Who would have it any other way? 

I mention these ideas with some 
trepidation, for I am sure that all of 
the present and recent members of 
the School Committee have grappled 
long and hard to resolve these issues. 
It is often easy to explain how better 
to do another person’s job than it is 
to accomplish it once the task 
becomes yours, I do believe, however, 
that you should know my personal 
views and hopes. 

After nine years on the Board of 
Selectmen, I am fully aware of the 
town’s fiscal problems and the 
limitatons they impose on elected of¬ 
ficials. As difficult as the times may 
be, however we still must hold to 
quality standards in this complex in¬ 
dustry we call education. 

In conclusion. I make no promises 
other than to expect Ed O’Connell to 
work as hard as ever in your behalf 
in this most important area. This is 
my pledge to you.

I suppose it's the quiet in a 
library to a great extent, that 
soothes the troubled spirit. 
You walk into one and a bub¬ 
ble of calm envelops you You 
see folks circling the boo 
and checking them out. They 
confer, if at all. in whispers 
that are courteous, reverent. 


even nunlike. The air is filled 
with light, and dust motes, 
and the civilized scent of 
printer's ink 

Libraries call up all sorts 
of comforting associations for 
most of us. 

They evoke subjunctive 
verbs for me. and afternoons 
spent experimenting with 
fifth-declension Latin nouns. 
They whisper of term papers 
coming up in history class, 
but not especially soon, thank 
goodness. They smell like ar¬ 
ticles on the ancient Greek 
city-states and diagrams 
showing how the catapult 
works. 

Libraries mean large 
Ming vases squatting gran¬ 
diosely in musty corners of 
the reading room: portraits of 
the town fathers, darkened by 
years and aging varnish: 
busts of various square¬ 
headed Roman generals: and 
wiggle-paned windows look¬ 
ing out on nothing in par¬ 
ticular except a sky which 
changes slowly from autumn 


to winter to spring and back to 
autumn. 

Libraries are meant for 
meeting someone after school 
in. quite by accident, of 
course, or was it really 0 
They 're designed for 15-year- 
olds to find themselves sitting 
together and trying to concen¬ 
trate on homework in. with 
their hands resting only in¬ 
ches from each other across 
the broad oak table. 

Libraries are for catching 
up on the 20 latest magazines 
in. or for pausing in. on the 
black stone steps in the 
stacks, to read through some 
book titles, your arms 
already brimming with 
volumes. 

■'They're for falling asleep 
in. and nodding off amidst the 
literary criticism. For waking 
up in too. And what better 
place is there, do you think, 
for waking the spirit in and 
shaking the mind from its 
usual somnolence? 

Some folks merely read in 
a librarv. while others fan 


through piles of material, 
licking fingers every few 
seconds to keep pace with the 
furious page-turns. Some take 
notes and some wander 
among the shelves with their 
hands in their pockets. I look 
out the window a lot. and see 
the world from a freshened 
perspective. 

Not long ago. a major 
event occurred in a library I 
was visiting; it registered 
about a 4.5 on the Richter 
scale of library disturbances 

Two teenagers scuffled 
and stage-whispered up in the 
mezzanine overlooking the 
reference room. Suppressed 
guffaws and the scrape of size 
12 gym shoes floated down 
from there into the monastic 
hush below. 

Faces looked up and look¬ 
ed away again, preserving the 
air of calm and purposeful 
study. Then — a crash: Tiny 
old ladies quivered like 
aspens. One of the boys had 
vaulted the mezzanine's 
guard rail and. on a dare no 


doubt, jumped 20 feet to the 
reference room floor below. 
His face wore the jubi.ant 
glow of the triumphant felon. 
He bolted for the door, to at¬ 
tempt his getaway. 

AJas he was foiled — stop¬ 
ped in his tracks by a person 
of astoundingly good reflexes, 
a teacher from his very school 
workiBg there on his free 
period 

Not only had the boy per¬ 
formed an act of startling bad 
taste, he was cutting classes 
to boot, it turned out. In two 
minuteii he'd been collared, 
read his rights and booked for 
his mischief. 

The teacher led hirn away 
in disgrace; civilization 
prevailed against the wild; we 
all settled ourselves once 
again into the calm, 
upholstered and nurturing 
silence. 

And drant in the tranquili¬ 
ty available without prescrip¬ 
tion, over tha counter, and 
free of charge.

Is there a specific relation to the 
amount of money we accept and the 
number ot low income housing we 
must provide How many units will 
we be required to prov ide over the 
next five years" Winchester has eight 
precincts in w hich to place the scat¬ 
tered units So far three have been 
slated lor one precinct in the form of 
three already town-owned homes in 
another precinct. Should three to four 
also be slated for precinct 8” What 
happens to the other six precincts' 

On November 15 the town of Win¬ 
chester requested state funds either 
to purchase the three condominiums 
at Parkview on Swanton st or two 
duplexes four units ina proposed 
development off Cross st 1 for one am 
concerned about the lllusiveness of 
where and what is planned for the 
Cross st area 

I believe that many residents an¬ 
ticipate the construction area adja¬ 
cent to Winchester Gardens to be the 
obvious site for the duplexes How¬ 
ever, constant reference is made to a 
projected development off Cross st. 
Could the site actually be involving

History Buff 
Tells Tale 
Of Native

In your Feb 21 edition of the Win¬ 
chester Star a feature article on 
federal sly le houses in Winchester in¬ 
cluded this one at 78 Ridge st 

The w riter also mentioned that the 
original owner of the farm. Philemon 
W right was born and lived here for 
:9 years before departing for Canada 
in the year 1809 The large bronze 
plaque at the front of the property. a 
gift from the National Capital Com¬ 
mission of the Gov ernment of Canada 
describes the outstanding accom¬ 
plishments of this eminent North 
American pioneer 

His lifestyle and character ex¬ 
emplify those admirable traits to 
which aii Amencaa 1 - aspire—courage, 
leadership, kindness perseverance 
and initiative 

The article w as also very timely, 
for it was 185 years ago this month 
that Philemon Wright, with a group 
of 37 people, including 21 children, all 
relatives, friends and neighbors from 
Winchester, then Woburn, set out by 
sleigh from this farm and traveled to 
the wilderness of Canada where he 


established the first settlement in that 
country s National Capital Region 
For many years. W right had avail¬ 
able to him only those implements 
and supplies which were packed in 
the sleighs, but in 14 short years he 
was able to clear 800 acres of land 
For a more graphic description of his 
trials disappointments and ultimate 
success, one can read his own fasci¬ 
nating Account of the First Settle¬ 
ment of the Township of Hull, on the 
Ottawa River' on file at the Win¬ 
chester Public Library, a speech 
which Wright delivered before the 
Committee of the Canadian House of 
Assembly on Dec 16, 1820. 

Perhaps the people of Winchester 
could show their appreciation for and 
interest in Philemon W right’s heroic 
goals and ideals by erecting an heroic 
statue of him in this town, to more 
visually convey the refreshingly good 
qualities of humankind which Wright 
so vividly personified 

May I suggest that an ideal place 
for the statue could be on the hill 
across the street from the farm, 
where it would face both properties 
which were originally part of his 
farm 

Philemon Wright native, veteran 
of the American Revolutionary War. 
pioneer, leader and achiever. He was 
one of the most colorful and creative 
personalities to every have resided in 
the town of Winchester 

In any future reference to the farm 
in vour publication, please note that 
it is listed on the National Register of 
Historic Places as the Philemon 
W’right-Asa Locke Farm

BEACON HILL ROLL CALL 


With legislative hearings 
still under way and hundreds 
of bills yet to be printed, the 
House and Senate both held 
informal sessions during the 
week of February 25-March 1 
and there were no roll calls. 

This week's report 
previews several major bills 
which have been filed, or are 


about to be filed, by Governor 
Dukakis for consideration by 
the 1985 legislature. 

TAX CUT — The Gover¬ 
nor's budget includes a one 
time $65 million tax cut in the 
form of a $200 increase in 
each personal income tax ex¬ 
emption claimed by a tax¬ 
payer. Administration 


officials say the cut. which 
will realize a savings of $44 for 
a family of four or an elderly 
couple, will be paid for out of 
an expected $137 million 
surplus this year. Some 
Republicans say the surplus is 
closer to $400 million and in¬ 
dicate they will propose a 
three year phase out of the 7.5 


percent surtax. 

EDUCATION — About a 
month ago. Dukakis unveiled 
his new four year. $219 million 
proposal to reform the state's 
public school system. Under 
the proposal, the state would 
earmark $65 million each of 
the first three years and $20 
million in the fourth year for 


education. Controversial pro¬ 
visions include a call for an 
$18,000 minimum teacher 
salary if locally approved: 
mandatory basic skills testing 
of all students; annual evalua¬ 
tions of teachers and ad 
ministrators; and Equal 
Education Opportunity 
Grants for school systems

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Whipple Hill Brush Fire 
Threatens Some Local Homes 


BY ANNK MAN IK KKIDY 

The smell of smoke hun^i over 
Johnson rd., and floated toward the 
Center Friday afternoon, as more 
than (Hi firefighters battled a 100-acre 
brush fire on Whipple llill 

Flames, whipped by high winds, 
swept the 125-acre conservation area, 
at the juncture of Winchester. Arl 
ington and Lexington, for more than 
three hours. 

Firefighters and equipment from 
more than a dozen communities 
struggled to control the fire, which 
threatened homes in Winchester and 
Lexington, and left wide swaths of 
blackened, smoldering trees and 
bushes. 

"It came to within four or five feet 
of some of the homes on Whipple llill 
rd. I in Lexington I." said John 
McDonough, Lexington's Assistant 
Fire Chief. 

On Winchester’s side of the hill, it 
was just as dramatic. 

"The flames went right up to the 
back of where they're building those 
new houses on Pepper llill rd.," said 
Fire Chief Paul McElhinney. "We 


had to drag hoses nearly 2,000 feel, 
from High st. extension." 

"When we got here, the flames 
were coming up over the hill from 
Lexington." said Burlington Lt. Paul 
Thibault. “They must have been 2(1 
feet high, they were directing the 
firefighting from a State Police 
helicopter.” 

Three Lexington firefighters found 
themselves boxed in by flames when 
the wind send the blaze circling 
behind them. 

••They dove through the flames," 
said McDonough “They won't soon 
forget that." 

Despite the high winds and un¬ 
predictable pattern of the fire, no one 
was injured and no homes were 
damaged. 

But firefighters did not give the 
"all out” signal until 5:30 that even¬ 
ing — and three times Friday night, 
Lexington crews returned to douse 
burning tree trunks. A Lexington 
engine was on detail at the site all day 
Saturday.

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fire a tactical nightmare for the fire 
crews, according to the men who 
fought it: the untouched state of the 
conservation land — which made ac¬ 
cess difficult, and provided lots of fuel 
for a brush fire — and high winds. 

"There aren't many roads that go 
into this area," commented Lex¬ 
ington Fire Chief John Bergeron. "It 
look us about two hours to get the fire 
completed surrounded because of the 
inaccessibility." 

Winchester’s access was a bit 
easier, because there are some foot¬ 
paths partway into the site — as far 
as Snider's Pond — from this side of 
the hill, McElhinney said. He felt 
winds were more of a factor. 

Firelighters from Arlington, Bel¬ 
mont, Lincoln. Weston, Wilmington, 
Bedford, Cambridge, Hanscom Field, 
and Waltham also responded to the 
call for mutual aid, along with two 
engines from the state forestry divi¬ 
sion in llopkinton. 

A State Police helicopter also 
responded, landing at Lexington High 
School and picking up a Lexington 
firefighter to help 

Firefighters worked the hill for 
more than five hours, chasing flames 
— and being chased by them. 

"At one point, the fire was coming 
toward us, and a few times we had to 
retreat when the wind picked up." 
said McElhinney. “The wind would 
throw embers in or 15 feet ahead of 
it, and start a whole new fire." 

Others were nearly caught by the 
blaze, too. 

“We were maybe two-fifths ol a 
mile down I from the crest of the hill I 
at one point, the fire got in so deep," 
said Lexington firefighter Arthur 
Kaithcl. “The wind blew’ the fire 
behind us, and we lost some hose." 

"It was spectacular; I have never 
seen anything burn so fast," said 
McElhinney. "It started on the Lex¬ 
ington side, hut the winds were from 
the northwest — about 35 miles an 


hour — and blew it right over to 
Winchester. It was really going — the 
flames must have been six or eight 
feet high the whole time." 

Although most of the blaze 
involved the area of Whipple Hill 
owned by Lexington, and the overall 
firefighting effort was headed up by 
Lexington’s chief, Winchester had the 
first call on the fire. 

"You could smell the smoke 
downtown around noontime, and we 
got a report of smoke around 12:05," 
said McElhinney. "We sent an engine 
up, and they hiked all through the 
area. 

“But it was a small fire, a half 
mile into Lexington, so we called 
them," he said. "Twenty minutes 
later, the wind carried it over to us." 

A Lexington dispatcher said the 
call from the Winchester engine came 
in about 12:20. A Lexington crew was 
dispatched — and, almost immediate¬ 
ly, three companies were called in. 

“We were the third piece to get 
here." said Lexington Lt. Ed Costello, 
still dousing smoking branches and 
leaves at 3:30. "The poor captain 
needed to trucks immediately.” 

The call went out for their chief - 
and mutual aid — very quickly 

By the time firefighters had 
squelched most of the blaze, around 
3:30, the conservation land had a war- 
zone look. 

Embers still burned on tree 
trunks, as high as eight feet off the 
ground; small bursts of flames, reviv¬ 
ed by breezes, were methodically hos¬ 
ed down. 

"A lot of people walk through those 
woods,” said Lexington’s 
McDonough. "They could have drop¬ 
ped a cigarette or a match; 
everything was very dry. Or it could 
have been mischief. There’s no way 
to tell the exact cause.” 

No cause has been determined for 
the fire.

Runner Shot 
Running In 
Marathon

Dennis Rainear of Midland, MI hit 
more than “The Wall” a few years 
ago while competing in the Grand 
Valley Marathon in Allendale, MI. 
Midway through the race, the 20-year- 
old was shot in the head with a .22 
caliber bullet. Not realizing he had 
been shot, Rainear continued the 26.2 
mile run in an astounding time of 3:0!). 

More annoying than the injury 
« itself was the fact that it kept him 
from achieving the 2:50 minute quali¬ 
fying time for the Boston Marathon. 

The story had a happy ending, 
though. Former Marathon Director 
Will Cloney, after hearing of this 
bizarre but heroic event, waived the 
qualifying time. Through a telephone 
interview, Rainear describes his 
ordeal: 

Norton: “How is it that you didn't 
realize you had been shot?” 

Rainear: "Well, the impact of the 
blow was great enough that I ex¬ 
pected a large object...like a brick or 
piece of metal. A .22 caliber bullet 
with that type of kick was the last 
thing I would have thought of. It 
slammed into my skull. There was so 
much tissue swelling that the bullet 
was acting like a plug. There was no 
bleeding. I had a very large goose egg 
on my head and bell ringing in my 
ears.” 

Norton: "Was there any discom¬ 
fort...pain??" 

Rainear: "There was pain, but in 
the middle of the marathon there is 
so much pain in your body that I 
didn't make anything of it. 1 sort of 
put it aside with all the other aches 
and pains. I still believed that I had 
been hit by a brick and I was angry

Joseph Vacanti sils comfortably in 
his modern, pastel-toned living room, 
surrounded by his adoring brood of 
youngsters. 

The children are obviously 
delighted to be close to him and he 
clearly relishes the time they share. 

Vacanti, a top surgeon at Boston's 
Children's Hospital, doesn't get much 
time at home. In fact, since he works 
an average of 80 hours per week, he 
seldom gets to be at home at all. 

Vacanti and his wife. Susan, both 
Omaha natives, have been Win¬ 
chester residents for about seven 
years. They moved to the Boston area 
so that Vacanti could train at Boston 
hospitals. 

Now, Vacanti is making headlines 
as one of the top surgeons involved in 
liver transplants. Most recently, he 
served on the medical team that sav¬ 
ed the life of a Canadian toddler who 
was suffering from biliary artresia, 
a rare liver disease. 

"It's an exciting time in 
medicine," says Vacanti en¬ 
thusiastically. "There are a number 
of fascinating techniques and 
developments - life-saving elements 
that make being a doctor so reward¬ 
ing.” 

Vacanti, sporting a neat crop of 
dark brown hair and a broad, 
amicable grin, speaks with ease about 
the job that means miracles to many. 

“Any time a child is sick a parent 
naturally worries,” says Vacanti, as 
his 3-year-old daughter Caitlin cud¬ 
dles up next to him. 

"Asa parent, I knowhow frighten¬ 
ing it can be to hear that your 
youngster is ill As a doctor. I know 
it's my responsibility to tell the 
parents - not to keep anything from 
them. In the long run, they appreciate 
it more. too. ' says Vacanti. 

Still, says Vacanti, a tiny 
child needs risky surgery, emotions 
run high, as both parents and doctors 
are caught up in a battle for life. 

One of his more famous patient ac¬ 
quaintances is little Jamie Fiske, the 
Massachusetts youngster who several 
year ago charmed the nation as she 
awaited a liver transplant. 

Vacanti was part of the lead 
surgeon’s laboratory research team. 

The nation’s first infant liver 
transplant made national headlines 
for weeks, as people around the coun¬ 
try waited in hope for the success that 
finally brought new life for the dying 
girl. 

"We became aware of the need for 
liver transplants through the Jamie 
Fiske incident.” says Vacanti 

"It became obvious that the 
transplants were badly needed, and 
we knew we had to perfect the 
surgery to make it available to more 
patients." 

Besides the transplants, Vacanti 
pioneered a technique that now saves 
the lives of newborns suffering from 
a condition known as diaphragmatic 
hernia. 

The clinical breakthrough, which 
combines the use ol surgery, 
anesthesia and artifical lungs, has 
saved the lives of numerous 
newborns. 

According to Vacanti. the 
breakthrough gives new hope to 
babies who might otherwise die short¬ 
ly after birth. 

Diaphragmatic hernia, he says, 
occurs once in every 5 ,(mki births and 
is a conditon In which the baby’s ab¬ 
dominal organs form before birth 
high within the chest cavity, instead 
of in the abdomen, where they belong. 

The condition is surgically cor¬ 
rected soon after the baby's birth, but 
until now the infants often died even 
after surgery because their lungs 
would stop functioning. 

"It was Iruslaling.” says Vacan¬ 
ti. "All these babies were dying hours 
after successful surgery, and we 
couldn’t figure out why. We knew 
there had to be something that we 
could do — after all. the surgery went

fine, it was just after surgery that the 
babies died." 

Vacanti and fellow doctor Robert 
Crone tackled the problem, determin¬ 
ed to find the answer to the life¬ 
robbing syndrome. He explains his 
findings simply, enthusiastically and 
with a hunger that smacks of a truly 
dedicated professional. 

After long hours testing and 
retesting theories, the pair found that 
with a combination of extra 
anesthesia and the help of a breathing 
machine, they could keep the babies 
alive long enough for the infants' own 
lungs to grow enough so that the in¬ 
fants could breathe on their own. 

Children's lungs, he says, grow 
from the youngsters' birth until they 
reach about 8 years old. Thus, he 
says, “We found that the answer was 
to help out the babies' own lungs un¬ 
til they were healthy enough to take 
over." 

Use of an extracorporeal mem 
brane oxygenator, or Kt'MO as it's 
called, was the breakthrough Hud the 
team found brought results 

The machine saved the life of 
Woburn infant Joy Calandrella. who 
was born with the diaphragmatic her¬ 
nia condition, and was not expected 
to live. 

Vacanti and his team tried out 
their theory on the infant, with 
prayers and hopes high that their 
research would pay off Thankfully, 
says Vacanti, it worked. 


"We kept heron the respirator and 
under anesthesia for eight days and 
we were aching for results It was 
nerve-wracking to wail and hope that 
it would work 

Suddenly, she began to breathe on 
her own It was like the world's big 
gest burden being lifted from our 
shoulders," says Vacanti. 

He spoke lirmh but sensitively, 
as he touched on the moral and other 
conflicting aspects of transplants and 
major life-saving surgery. 

"There are some people who talk 
of the ethics ot transplants and say 
that God had not intended us to do 
these things. I feel that it someone's 
life can tie saved, in the wake of a 
tragedy, then it is most certainly the 
rigid tiling to do 

"It is our responsibility, our 
obligation to prov ide health care. To 
ignore a means ol care that could 
save lives is to ignore a very great 
responsibly 

Meanwhile, he admits, the respon¬ 
sibility of home and family are con 
staidly there While he works 80 or 
more hours weekly. Ins wife Susan 
must be "like a one parent family lor 
the kids' 

It’s a concern that weighs heavy 
on his mind, he says, but ins family 
understands 

Because someone, somewhere, is

granted based on a family's need, 
says Grant Curtis, dean of financial 
aid at Tufls University, and a Win 
Chester resident 

But under Reagan s proposals, in¬ 
stead of looking at each family's 
situation — the number ol 
dependents, the number of college 
students, and the cost of the school 
there would he an absolute income 
ceiling on all federal programs 
For federal grant programs 
money which does not have to be 
repaid, like the Fell Grant, the Sup 
plemental educational Opportunity 
Grant (SEOGl the family adjusted 
gross income ceiling would l>e $25,000 
The same limitation would apply 
to the National Direct Student Loan 
i.NDSLi program, and the College 
Work-Study Program 

The Guaranteed Student Loan 
1 GSL 1 program known in this state 
as HELP loans would have a fami 
ly income cut-off of $32,500 

And there would he a cap of $4,000 
on aid from all federally funded pro 
gams to any one student 

College financial aid officers are 
concerned, citing the impact on cur¬ 
rent and future students. 

"The cuts | in loan eligibility! 
would hit the middle class Suffolk's 
students particularly hard," says 
Chris Perry, financial aid director of 
Suffolk University. "Those cuts would 
have eliminated l .(too of our students 
this year. We're a commuter school, 
and most of our students take out 
loans." 

“About 60 percent of our student 
body gets aid front some federal 
source or another, loans or grants.' 
says Jim Miller, financial aid direc¬ 
tor at Harvard "The students arc- 
pretty upset." 

Instead, he says, they should con 
sider home-equity loans, which are 
based on the value ol their home 
but instead of borrow ing the whole 


amount at once, the family borrows 
it as needed. 

"That makes much more sense in 
terms of college hills, and gives the 
family much more control over bor¬ 
rowing costs," Gibson says. 

Pacesetter specializes in helping 
families plan to handle the financial 
burdens of college education for all 
their children, using family 
resources, and borrowing options. 

"It can take up to 15-20 years for 
each child; the main idea is to reduce 
the cost to a monthly budget." he 
says. "It's so much easier to face if 
you can say, 'It'll cost $157 a month.' 
than if you just look at $1:1,000 a year. " 

Gibson. Curtis and other experts 
also recommend checking with col¬ 
leges and the parents’ employers and 
unions to see if there are loan funds 
or payment plans available. 

"I Reagan's I proposals to limit 
federal aid by family income rather 
than need would affect 70 percent of 
Tufts’ current aid recipients," says 
Curtis. About 47 percent of Tufts’ stu¬ 
dent get some federal assistance. 

"1 just came back from a con¬ 
ference, and it 's all doom-and-gloom 
(about the cuts, I" says Anthony 
Dilliase. head of Winchester High 
School's guidance department. 

One thing the experts agree upon, 
however, is that the cuts are simply 
proposals right now and should not 
stop families from applying for col¬ 
lege loans this year. 

"There is a tremendous concern 
that parents and kids will hear of 
these things, assume they will pass as 
proposed, and assume a college 
education is out of their reach," says 
Beth Forbes, ol the Assn, of Indepen¬ 
dent Colleges and Universities of 
Massachusetts (AICUM) “We don’t 
want anyone scared away from col 
lege." 

Still, the proposed cuts add confu¬ 
sion to an already somewhat 


bewildering area: what loans are 
available, and who qualifies to get 
them? 

Loans To Students 
Two basic types ol loans are made 
to the college students: National 
Direct Student Loans (NDSL) and 
Guaranteed Student Loans (GSL or 
HELP) loans. 

Interest rates are subsidized and 
the loans are guaranteed against 
default by the federal government. 

Students pay only guarantee fees 
while they are in college, usually 
deducted from the gross amount of 
the loan — so a $2,5(K» student loan 
would net about $2,300 toward college 
costs. 

However, principal and interest is 
not repaid until several months after 
graduation, and borrowers have up to 
to years to complete repayment. 

Repayment can be delayed 
because of graduate studies or Peace 
Corps or military service, or suspend¬ 
ed temporarily - by agreement in 
cases of severe hardship 

But, because the federal govern¬ 
ment pays for loans when students 
don't, borrowers who default are be¬ 
ing actively tracked down by federal 
collection agents. 

Student deadbeats may have 
prompted some of the cut-hack pro¬ 
posals — but they are the exception, 
the experts say 

"When interest rates were high 
12 to it; percent the GSL loan pro¬ 
gram was costing the government 
close to $:i billion a year in default 
payments, interest |subsidies 1 and in¬ 
centives to the banks." says Tufts' 
Curtis. “That caught David 
Stockman's eye back in 11)81.*’ 
Interest rates on HELP loans arc 
much lower now it percent this 
year. (All HELP loans to one student 
are issued at whatever rate the first 
loan was set Recently, rates have 
ranged from 7 to 9 percent, i 


Right now, HELP loans arc 
available to undergraduate students 
(up to $2,500 a year, to a maximum 
of $12,500) and graduate students (up 
to $5,000 a year, to a maximum of 
$25.(KM), including any undergraduate- 
loans. ) 

If the family's adjusted gross in¬ 
come — Dad's. Mom's and the stu¬ 
dent’s — is $30,000 or less, the student 
is automatically eligible. 

When family income is above 
$30,000, students must show need: 
about 29 percent of all GSL borrowers 
across the country fit this category, 
according to the Chronicle of Higher 
Education. 

Those families till out a "needs 
test," including income, the number 
of people in the family, the number of 
college students, and other pertinent 
information, according to Carol 
Schueler, a loan officer at Winchester 
Savings Bank. 

"We forward that to the student's 
college, and they determine if a stu¬ 
dent is eligible." she says. The banks 
just process the HELP loans. 

Rut that leeway allowing fot dif¬ 
ferent family circumstances may he 
eliminated il Reagan's proposals 
are adopted. 

The $32,5(H) ceiling would af fect at 
least 41.0(H) Massachusetts students 
who received HELP loans this year, 
according to the Mass. Higher Educa¬ 
tion Assistance Corp. 

"It's the old story of the middle 
class carrying everyone on their 
backs." says Ghcrlone of Winchester 
Savings Bank. "I think the proposed 
guidelines are unrealistic 

"And I don’t think they’ve looked 
at the value received." Gherlone 
says. “You can see a nuclear missile 

hut how do you value an education, 
or tell what a student’s contribution 
to society will be in 2(1 years?" 

The other type of loan made 
directly to students, NDSL loans, are 


not available as readily as HELP 
loans. The funds for these loans are 
limited. 

They are based on a combination 
of 90 percent federal funds and to per¬ 
cent university funds, built up in an¬ 
nual appropriations since 1959. Curtis 
explains. 

"Tufts, for example, has $280,00 
from the federal government this 
year, and is adding It) percent — hut 
we'll be able to give out $1.3 million 
in NDSL loans because graduates 
who had them in earlier years are 
repaying about $1 million a year," 
says Curtis. "Tufts' default rate is on¬ 
ly 4.9 percent.” 

Students generally receive up to 
$1,500 a year, for a maximum of 
$6,000. 

Right now, eligibility for the loans 
is based on standard financial need 
formulas. 

Rut under the President's pro¬ 
posals. no one whose family income 
is more than $25,000 would be eligible 
for the loans. In addition, Reagan pro¬ 
poses no new funds be added to the 
NDSL loan iwols. 

Loans To Parents 

If the student still doesn’t have 
enough money with the student-loan 
programs — or if the family's income 
is too high to qualify there are 
several options for parents. 

One type is the PLUS loan, 
available to parents, independent 
undergraduate students, and 
graduate students, in varying forms. 

Parents may borrow up to $3,000 
a year, up to $15,000 total, for each 
student. Parents can borrow for more 
than one student at a time, but banks 
do check credit ratings for ability to 
repay. 

Independent undergraduates may 
borrow only $2,500 in HELP and 
PLUS loans combined; graduate 
students may borrow $3,000 in PLUS 
lumls in addition to HELP funds 


“The last step we advise kids to 
take are the PLUS loans," says WHS 
counselor Di Biase. "The kids don't 
have to pay back the HELP loans til 
they graduate; PLUS loans are due 
almost immediately." 

Not every bank carries the loans, 
which are guaranteed by the federal 
government, but do not have an in¬ 
terest subsidy. 

"The PLUS loans are very 
popular,” says Janet Rich of The 
Cooperative Bank in Arlington. "The

rate is about 12 percent; and, unlike 
the HELP loans. PLUS loans go into 
repayment in about 45 days. 

Some parents also consider a se¬ 
cond mortgage to fund college costs, 
but that may not be the best ap¬ 
proach, says Jcrrold Gihson, a 
college-planning consultant whose 
firm. Pacesetter, is based in Belmont. 

“Families can get themselves in 
tosecond mortgages where the repay¬ 
ment schedule is too short." and the 
monthly installments too high, he 
says.

the performances at Muraco School 
that morning. 

A classroom full of students sits, 
hands clasped on their desks, feet 
planted on the floor — not a whisperer 
or squirmer among them — as one of 
their teachers, Bokil, offers each of 
them a dried apple ring. 

"Thank you. Dame Bokil," each 
one says, tugging a leathery circle off 
the string Bokil holds. Some decline 

— just as politely. 

“Any second thoughts'.’” Bokil 
asks the group She breaks character 
fora moment. “If you like Fruit Boll- 
Ups, you'll like these." One or two 
more students summon up their 
courage and take an apple ring. 

They all wait for permission to try 
the apples — a colonial-era treat — 
and several of them smile at the taste. 

Boys are seated on the left-hand 
side, girls on the right, separated as 
they were in colonial days. Bokil calls 
upon the boys to recite their alphabet. 
memory-work was common in dame 
schools, where books were scarce. 

The boys begin chanting. “A, B, 
C, . . ." from their seats. But Bokil 
chides, “Oh. boys!" 

In an instant, they are on their feet 

— as any good colonial child would be 
to recite a lesson. 

The girls gel a challenge: reciting 
the alphabet backwards. Bokil tells 
them they may look at their "horn¬ 
books" — gingerbread reproductions 
of the wooden boards with painted let¬ 
ters and numbers that colonial 
children used. 

The girls make it through to "A" 
without a hitch, a few proudly refus¬ 
ing to look at the letters. 

“You may have a piece of 
knowledge now," Bokil says, and they 
all break off a piece of the ginger¬ 
bread hornbook (A few eager 
scholars had nibbled some already.) 

"Daniel Amerigo, I see you look¬ 
ing out the window, instead of where 
you are supposed to be looking," Bokil 
says sternly. 

He is sent to sit on the dunce stool, 
in the corner — but still in teacher’s 
line-of-sight. He's given a pointed cap 
and a sign to wear, in case the seat 
is not enough to teach him to pay at¬ 
tention. 

The children take out their slates 
(black construction paper) and slate 
pencils (chalk). One girl tells Bokil 
she's lost hers. She’s given another 
and an "Idle Girl" sign to wear 
around her neck. 

"Justin Michael chopped three 
logs last night, and he chopped each 
log into five pieces,” Bokil says. 
"How many pieces of wood did 
Justin's mother have to cook with last 
night?" 

After three or four more ciphers, 
a loud clanging is heard in the hull 
Town Crier Justin McGee rings his 
handbell once more as he steps in the 
classroom door, and calls them all to 
the colonial gathering that afternoon. 

With a few more rings, he’s gone 
Dame Bokil reminds the class they 
will go to the Town Hall in "horseless 
carriages." Several, really getting in 
to character, ooh and aah. 

John Patrick yawns — and 
receives an "Idle Boy” sign But he 
is allowed to turn it in when the class 
heads for gym. 

"Mistress Guildersleeve" teaches 
them a running game, explaining that 
in colonial times, "winners" and 
"losers" were less emphasized. 

"Marlow, Marlow. Marlow 
Wright, how many miles to 
Babylon?" the kids chant from the 
sidelines 

"Three score-and-ten." answers 
Francis Jeffrey, who is "it." and 
stands in the center of the gym. 

"Can 1 get there by candlelight?" 
the sideliners called back Some need 
a little prompting; others are busy 
gearing up for the dash. 

"Yes. if your legs are as long as 
light,” Francis Jeffrey calls "But 
take care of the old gray witch by the 
roadside " 

They dash madly across the room. 


trying to avoid being tagged. Those 
who are also become “it.” The game 
continues, raucously, until all but a 
few are tagged. 

“Girls, are you having an easy 
time moving in those outfits?” 
Guildersleeve asks. 

"No!" they all shout back. Bon¬ 
nets are slipping off their heads; a 
few hitch up their skirts, the better to 
run. Most of those in the center are 
girls. 

They file back to the classroom for 
a reading lesson before lunch: "This 
is the house that Jack built." The kids 
enjoy the sing-song rhymes and 
repetition. 

They sing a few songs — a capella 

with Master Paul Davis: “The 
Riflemen At Bennington" and 
"Johnny Has Gone For A Soldier.” 

Then it's time for lunch, packed in 
cookie tins, neckerchiefs — anything 
but out of-era plastic, toil or waxed 
paper, although a few stretch the 
rules. They eat quietly. Soon enough, 
they're on their way to Town Hall. 

The students meet Al Wile and Bill 
Twombley, chopping and splitting 
wood at the door to the auditorium. 

Inside. Jennifer Mirak and 
Melissa Grigorieff, high school 
students, play colonial marching 
tunes on their piccolos. 

The second graders are divided in¬ 
to groups — a lesson learned by the 
adults from last year's effort — and 
steered toward bread-making, 
stenciling, pottery, spinning, weav¬ 
ing, woodworking and candlemaking 
booths. 

Allison Diamond Wright, from 
Muraco, explains candle-making. 

“You dunk this in hot wax,” she 
says, holding up a six-inch length of 
cotton wick. “You dunk it a lot of 
limes. And then you can have light in 
your house.” 

Candle-dipping is one of the most 
popular stations, says chandler 
Uiurie Maloof. "Last year, I had lines 
wrapped all around the hall." 

The students, from every school in 
town, move smoothly from exhibit to 
exhibit. 


“The kids have been beautifully 
mannered, and they’re certainly en¬ 
thusiastic," observes Mistress Sarah 
Bloomer, a Lincoln teacher. 

"We used Mother Goose rhymes 
as a primer, and had opening exer¬ 
cises with the 2:ird Psalm, a salute to 
the British flag, and singing. 'My 
Country "Pis Of Thee,’ ending with 
'God Save The King!' " she says. 

But a Lincoln student, Julie Mur¬ 
phy, holds up a pineapple-decorated 
noteeard, saying: "I like stenciling 
best.” 

Her classmate. Mejrav Derash, 
disagrees: "I like bread-making bel¬ 
ter.” (Because there are no baking 
facilities in Town Hall, the secon- 
dgraders only got to knead the dough, 
and taste pre-baked loaves). 

Caitlin Maher, also from Lincoln, 
likes the afternoon gathering, but still 
prefers the games they'd played that 
morning London Bridge and Drop- 
The-I lanky. 

Even though some booths are 
more popular than others, no adult 
volunteer lacks an audience. 

Marion Wilson shows the children 
how to do tatting, a form of fancy- 
work. Across the table, Marcia Wood 
demonstrates bobbin lace-making. 
Boys and girls cluster around both, 
fascinated. 

"Take the right bobbin, put it over 
the left." Wood tells Andrew, who 
spends 20 minutes plaiting the 
threads "They had lace schools in 
England in the 17th century; all the 
children in the village, boys and girls, 
made lace all day. They had to wear 
low collars and short sleeves, so they 
could be 'snapped' if they were slow." 

Across the hall, Jennifer Hauseo, 
from Lynch, is calmly pumping the 
treadle of a spinning wheel, under 
Jane Bradlee's coaching. 

"I like this work," Hauseo says. 
"It’s comfortable.” But she wouldn't 
like to do it every day, she admits. 

“They had to; they needed to get 
thread to make clothes," says Sarah 
Stevens, an Ambrose student 
awaiting her turn. 

Charles Zerwekh demonstrates 


different types of shuttles al a table 
loom nearby. He hands a shuttle to 
Mark Gallagher to try. After a few 
rows are woven, Gallagher steps back 
for another student to try weaving. 

"It was fun — it’s pretty amazing 
they made clothes that way," the Am¬ 
brose student observes. 

Jean Kilker and Susan Setnick 
have set up a display of fresh and 
dried herbs, the colonists' version of 
over-the-counter drugs. 

Andrew Fuller, an Ambrose stu¬ 
dent. sniffs the crushed fresh basil 
leaf Kilker offers him. "It smells like 
summer." he observes. 

Setnick offers Chrissy Doughty 
and Meghan Murphy a taste of Peter 
Babbit Tea, made from mint, 
chamomile, and honey. Doughty likes 
it; Murphy hesitates before saying 
faintly, "It’s good." 

"Colonial and Indian mothers used 
to make this kind oi teg for their 
children when they were restless or 
they had tummy aches,” Setnick tells 
the two girls. 

Both boys and girls have a fine 
time using Paul Dunn's antique 
chisels and planes and files. 

“The kids do pretty well,” Dunn 
says with a smile, over the din of 
mallets thumping. "They mostly like 
to make chips." But they also get a 
good idea of how much work was in¬ 
volved in making a chair, for exam¬ 
ple. "This is hard work," puffs the 
young man roughing out a chair leg. 

Colonial foods like pease porridge 
— a kind of thick pea soup — are 
tasted only by the bravest, says Kris 
Dodson. "But the smoked meats went 
right away, and they liked the corn- 
bread and brown bread.” 

A chart lists colonial table man¬ 
ners: children must stand at the 
table, and must not talk , they must 
eat everything served, and share 
their serving bowl with the person 
next to them; and. above all. "no 
throwing bones on the floor."

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Today’s Smaller Engines Work Harder 


Downsizing the automobile has 
helped change cars from gas guzzlers into 
gtis sippers. The elTect of this redesign is 
that most small cars manufactured in the 
U.S. and Canada are 40 to 60 percent 
lighter than they were 10 years ago. 

Even though the cars are smaller, the 
way we drive nas not changed. 

These can,arc still subjected to: 

• Prolonged high-speed driving. 

• Frequent starts and stops. 

• Occasional heavy overloading. 

• Regular use on badly maintained 
streets and highways. 

• Cold weather use without engine 
warm-up. 

• Exposure to weather extremes and 
corrosive substances. 

• Inadequate or improper routine 
maintenance. 

The end result is that today's smaller 
4-cylinder engines must work a lot 
harder than the large V-8 engines that 
were our standard. This extra strain can 
cause engine parts to wear out sooner 
and calls for more preventive main¬ 
tenance. 


I liRhcr engine speeds 

Smaller engines operate at a higher 
rpm than did the large engines of yester¬ 
day'scars. Under similar conditions, to¬ 
day’s 4-cylindcr car engine must run 
approximately 25 percent faster than a 
1970 V-8 engine. 

Because of the higher engine speed, 
the V-belts which drive the engine ac¬ 
cessories also operate at higher speeds. 

It's 

very important that engine V-belts be 
checked often and properly adjusted. 

Due to smaller engine compart¬ 
ments, engine belts, hoses and compo¬ 
nents are subjected to high under-hood 
temperatures. Over the past five years, 
belts and hoses have been improved to 
operate in conditions as high as 300*F. 

Yet. higher under-hood temperatures 
can still contribute to premature hose 
and belt failure. Hoses may become 
cracked or brittle due to excessive heat. 

This is relatively easy to spot when any 
under-hood maintenance is performed. 
Detecting wear on the belts which drive 
the accessories is more difficult. 


Because of the construction of today’s 
V-belts, it is difficult—even for the 
trained mechanic—to determine the 
severity of wear on belts. Therefore, 
Gates suggests belts should be replaced 
every four years, whether or not they ap¬ 
pear'd) need it. Replacement should be 
even sooner for cars which are driven 
under heavy or extreme conditions. 

I ligher coolant temperatures 
Until the 1960s. common engine 
coolant temperatures ranged from 160* 
to I70°F. By contrast, coolant tempera¬ 
tures in today's engines may exceed 
235"Fin some hot spots. While the cool- 
i ng systems are designed to handle these 
higher temperatures, a delicate balance 
must be maintained. 

In smaller cars, radiators arc smaller, 
water pumps operate at higher speeds, 
and hoses and belts run closer to the 
manifold and other heat sources. There¬ 
fore, maintaining an effective cooling 
system is very important. 

Four-cylindercarenginesalsotcnd to 
vibrate more than large engines. Thiscan 
lead to earlier loosening of fittings and 
reduce life of under-hood components.

Keeping Your Car Cool 
In The Hot Summer 


Save With 


Everyone knows that auto air-con¬ 
ditioners hurt fuel economy-—right? 
Not always. 

Studies have shown that, for most 
cars operating at highway speeds, it's 
more fuel-efficient to drive with the 
windows closed and the air-condi¬ 
tioner on than with the windows open 
and the air-conditioner olT. The rea¬ 
son is wind resistance—one of the 
forces vour car has to fight against to 
move forward. 

At somewhere over 40 mph. de¬ 
pending on the car. wind resistance 
becomes the single most important 
factor robbing your car of fuel 
economy. 

The federal Department of Energy 
reports that, at 55 mph, motorists can 
get 22 mpg by keeping the windows 
closed and using the air-conditioner, 
as compared to 18 mpg with the win¬ 
dows open and the air-conditioner off. 

Here arc some other fuel efficient 
driving tips: 

Vehicle operation 

1. Whenever possible, drive in the 
fuel-efficient speed range of 35-45 
mph. 

2. Observe the speed limit. 

3. Maintain a steady speed. 

4. Extend your vision 10 to 12 
seconds down the road. You may be 
able to anticipate and avoid getting 


boxed in and having to brake 
suddenly. 

5. Keep the windows closed 
tightly at highway speeds, using inter¬ 
nal venting or air-conditioner. 

6. Alter starting your engine, 
don't sit there idling. Move out within 
30 seconds and warm your vehicle by 
driving slowly for the first few miles. 

7. Avoid jackrabbit starts. 

8. If you think you'll be wailing 
for more ihan one minute, shut down 
your engine. Don't idle away your fuel. 

9. Shut off all power-consuming 
accessories before shutting off the ig¬ 
nition so you can minimize engine 
load the next time you start up. 

10. Revving the engine just before 
shutting off the ignition costs extra 
fuel and may cause engine damage. 

11. Avoid unnecessary use of the 
brakes. Anticipate stops and deceler¬ 
ate instead ofbraking. 

12. Avoid unnecessary steering 
wheel movement since each sideward 
movement of the lire causes fuel-con¬ 
suming drag. 

Trip planning 

1. Consolidate several short trips 
into one. 

2. Rideshare whenever possible. 

3. Use the most efficient and eco¬ 
nomical means of transportation 


available. 

4. Plan your routes. 

Vehicle maintenance 

1. Change oil at regular intervals. 

2. Use a multiviscosity motor oil. 

3. Have the points and plugs 
checked regularly. 

4. Check the engine oil at every fill 
and the coolant level, transmission 
fluid and'battery levels weekly. 

5. Keep the wheels aligned 
properly. 

6. Make sure that your engine 
thermostat is operating properly. If in 
doubt, refer to owner's manual or an 
automotive specialist. 

7. Maintain tires at their maxi¬ 
mum pressure; check pressure when 
they are cold. 

8. Check the engine V-belts. Im¬ 
properly adjusted belts waste energy. 
Gates suggests that belts over four 
years old be replaced. 

9. Replace your air and fuel fil¬ 
ters regularly. 

10. Check and replace the PCV 
(positive crankcase ventilation) valve 
regularly. 

11. Check for fuel leaks at the car¬ 
buretor, fuel pump, gas line and gas 
tank. 

12. Have the axle and wheel bear¬ 
ing lubrication checked regularly. 


The hot days of summer are com¬ 
ing on fast. II you want to keep cool 
in your car. now is the time to check 
your air conditioner. 

You can start by turning on your air 
conditioner for five minutes each 
week, even in winter. This is very im¬ 
portant.

Helping Your Car Beat The Heat 



Be ready to spring into warm weather 
driving. Take the time now to check, 
change and chart components, fluids and 
mileage for better and more economic 
driving. Rev up for summer by using this 
easy-to-follow check list: 

• Tune-Up: Winter weather hampers an 
engine's performance. A spring tune-up 
makes the engine run smoother and in¬ 
creases fuel and overall operating effi¬ 
ciency. 

• Radiator; Check radiator and radiator 
hoses for leaks and cracks, replacing them 
when needed. These are early warning 
signals for leaks. 

• Engine Oil: Truly the lifeblood of 
your engine Regularly cheek oil lor 
proper level by reading oil dipstick found 
near oil fill cap. 

Keeping oil level full helps your car run 
more efficiently. 


• Oil Change: Changing oil regularly at 
3,500 mile intervals helps engines run bet¬ 
ter since 90 percent of today's driving is 
stop-and-go. To adequately lubricate and 
protect the engine, it is necessary to 
change oil at manufacturer recommended 
intervals. 

• Filters: Vital to protecting your car's 
components from dirt, debris and other 
foreign matter, replace oil filter at every 
oil change, fuel and transmission filters at 
least once a year, and an air filter when 
light cannot be seen through it. 

• Coolant: If it is rusty, clean the system 
and replace with a 50/50 mixture of water 
and ethylene glycol anti-freeze. Check 
coolant level weekly and fill when neces¬ 
sary. 


• Belts: Should be inspected monthly 
and fit snugly. Replace worn and frayed 
fan. alternator and accessory belts. 

• Tires: Undcrinflatcd tires wear faster 
and must be replaced frequently, so keep 
tires inflated to tire manufacturer’s recom¬ 
mended pressure. Check for worn treads; 
they indicate an alignment or replacement 
is needed. 


Examine V-belts regularly 

You should periodically check the 
engine V-belts for proper tension. Pay 
close attention to the belt going to the 
air conditioning compressor. Look for 
signs of wear, fraying, separation, 
glazing, and so on. 

Replace the belts as required. Re¬ 
gardless of visual condition, if the car 
is four years old. replace the belts. 
Gates says. If they are twin belts (two 


The next step requires a thermom¬ 
eter. Start your engine and air condi¬ 
tioner. After it has been running lor 
10 to 15 minutes, close all the doors 
and windows, and check the 
temperature. 

Put your thermometer as close to 
the evaporator as possible. It is usu¬ 
ally in a vent on the right side of the 
car near the glove box. It should reg¬ 
ister 34° to 44°E. If the output is too 
warm, have your mechanic test the 
system. 

Other than running it weekly and 
periodically adjusting the V-belts. 
your air conditioning system does not 
require routine maintenance. You can 
check it. but should not attempt to fix 
problems. 


• Spots: Check the ground under the car belts on the same pulleys) replace 
for telltale spots such as oil and coolant, them as a matched set. 


These are early warning signals for leaks. 


When checking belt tension, use a 
gauge made for that purpose. This 
handy tool is not expensive and can 
be found at most auto parts stores.

Clogged Carburetors Cause Trouble 



When ihe car accelerates 
sluggishly or bucks at cruis¬ 
ing speed, the carburetor 
obviously is running loo 
lean, frequently an indica¬ 
tion that the fuel filter is 
clogged with dirt and is 
preventing the fuel from 
reaching the carburetor. 

Routine preventive main¬ 
tenance for the fuel system 
is critical, according to Car 
Care Council. 

Dirt in the carburetor, a 
condition found most often 
when car owners fail to 
have fuel filters replaced or 


when they buy substandard 
fuel, can cause clogging of 
carburetor jets and ultimate 
failure. 

Another area of trouble 
is the needle valve and seat 
which, when sticking or 
otherwise leaking, can per¬ 
mit excessive fuel to enter 
the carburetor float 
chamber. 

The action is similar to 
the shut-off valve con¬ 
nected to the float in a toilet 
tank: When it fails to shut 
off, the water keeps on run¬ 
ning. In the case of a car¬ 


buretor, the fuel continues 
to run into the carburetor, 
causing excessively rich 
mixture and possibly 
flooding. 

A symptom not unlike 
the one mentioned above 
can come from a sticking 
choke or dirty air filter. 
When the choke fails io 
open, an excessively rich 
mixture of fuel gets into the 
engine. Rough running, 
smoking and eventual foul¬ 
ing of spark plugs occurs.

Pre-Vacation Car Care A 


Every summer, millions of motor¬ 
ists hit the highways to visit beaches, 
the mountains and other attractions. 
If you arc among them, you want to 
he sure your car is in good condition 
before setting out. 

Step 1 Clark Under the I loud: Look 
at the fluid levels, such as the oil. 
Consult your maintenance schedule to 
determine if it's time for a change. 
This past winter's condensation and 
low-speed driving was hard on your 
engine’s oil. 

Make sure the battery has adequate 
water. Check the air filler—a clogged 
filler can reduce gas mileage and de¬ 
crease car performance. 

The radiator coolant level and con¬ 
dition should be checked. Rust sig¬ 
nals that the cooling system should be 


flushed and the coolant replaced. Tor 
that matter, why not give the entire 
cooling system a tune-up? 

A minor tune-up should include the 
following operations: 

• Drain, refill the system with new 
coolant. 

• Inspect all hoses and tighten all 
clamps. 

• Inspect and adjust all V-belts. If 
the belts are over four years old. Gates 
recommends they be replaced. 

• Test pressure cap. 

• Inspect fan and clean radiator 
fins. 

A major tune-up should include: 

• Flush and refill the cooling 
system. 


• Replace the thermostat. 

• Replace all hoses and clamps. 

• Replace V-belts. 

• Inspect all core plugs. 

• Replace pressure cap. 

• Clean excess grease from motor. 

Step 2. Clark Underneath the Car . 

Look underneath the car. An exhaust 
system that has developed pin holes is 
dangerous because exhaust fumes arc 
toxic. 

Look into the wheel wells for packed 
mud and salt left from the past winter. 
This mixture can eat away at the 
metal, causing severe rust problems 
later on. 

An old broom and a garden hose at 
full force directed at those areas will 
clean out a winter’s accumulation of 
rust-causing debris. Also make sure

that tires arc properly inflated. 

Step J. ('lark the Exterior of the C \ir 
Work on the exterior of the car. Wash 
and wax away road grime, and spot- 
paint where necessary. 

Step •/. Him Does the Car Kan'.’ 
Start the car for the fourth and final 
step. If the car is hard to start, has a 
rough idle, or if gas mileage has been 
sullcring, you should consider an en¬ 
gine tune-up. 

While idling the car, make sure the 
air-conditioner is working properly. 
Take the car out and pay attention to 
how the brakes and steering feel. 

If you notice any problems during 
your four-step check, don’t put oil' 
iaking the car in for service. Give it 
proper care now, and it will keep run¬ 
ning right in any weather—and get 
you through your summer trip safely!

Although most people know 
motor oil helps an engine run bet¬ 
ter and last longer, many don't re¬ 
alize how important it really is or 
how to choose the type of oil best 
suited for their driving needs. 
Booth said 

Motor oil lubricates the hun¬ 
dreds of moving parts in an engine 
to keep them from wearing out be¬ 
fore their normal lifetime. Oil also 
helps to cool your engine by 
dispersing water, soot, carbon and 
other impurities that can reduce 
the life span of your engine. 

"There are different types of oil. 
and you need to select one based 
on how you use your car and the 
outdoor temperature you're driv¬ 
ing in." Booth said. 

Years ago. it was complicated 
to decide which oil was right for 
your car. Booth said. But in 1970, 
the API established a new classifi¬ 
cation system making it easier for 
consumers to select the proper oil 
for their cars. 

“If your car manufacturer re¬ 
commends any of the old classifi¬ 
cations SC, SD or SE, you’re safe 
using oil that is classified SF, the 
latest API specification which de¬ 
fines oils for 1980 and newer cars." 
Booth said. The SF classification 
oil even can be used in antique 
cars, he added. 

Outdoor temperature is another 
concern motorists should take into 
consideration when choosing a 
motor oil. When it's cold, the oil 
will be thick. If it’s too thick, it 
may not allow the engine to turn 
over and start, so as the tempera¬ 
ture gets colder, you should use a 
thinner oil. Booth said. 

“Think of the oil in your engine 
as being like molasses in a bottle," 
he explained. "If you keep a bottle 
of molasses in the refrigerator, it's 
very thick and moves slowly. Bui 
if that bottle of molasses is kept in 



warm temperatures, it becomes 
.thinner and flows easier." 

To tell how thick or thin an oil 
is, the Society of Automotive En¬ 
gineers has established a viscosity 
classification that appears on the 
top of oil cans. The numbers go 
from SAE 5W, which would be 
very thin oil used in extremely 
cold weather, to 50. which would 
be a very thick oil best suited for 
very hot conditions. 

Today, most people use a multi 
grade oil designed to protect en 
gines at both the high and low 
temperatures that may be encoun 
tered. Booth said The tempera 
ture change may be seasonal or it 
can occur geographically such as 
during a winter trip from the cold 
northern states to the warm South 
Where these temperature changes 


are experienced, the engine’s vis¬ 
cosity requirements are most gen¬ 
erally covered by SAE 5W-30. 
10W-30 or 10W-40 oils. 

"The general rule is to go no 
lower in SAE grade, that is to a 
thinner oil, than is required by the 
lowest temperature to be encoun¬ 
tered." Booth said 

Booth recommended that oil be 
changed at reasonable intervals, 
never going longer than the mile¬ 
age recommendation of the cur 
manufacturer "And when you do 
change your oil, change the oil 
filter, too." he added. "The filter 
holds about 1 quart of oil. If you 
just change oil, and not the filter, 
you wiil be leaving 1 quart of 
dirty, used oil to mingle immedi¬ 
ately with the clean new oil "

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Car Care Improves Resale Value 


All factors being equal—the make, 
model, yearand mileage—aearthat has 
been routinely maintained can have a 
resale value $200 to $500 higher than a 
ear that has been neglected by the owner. 

While many sellers will spend time 
and money to li\-upor "detail" a eat at 
trade-in or resale time, quite often sea¬ 
sonal maintenance is the best in¬ 
vestment 

I he lirst warm Saturday this spring is 
a good time to preserve the appearance 
and value of your ear. and rejuvenate it 
from the ravages of winter. 

You cun perform the following main¬ 
tenance right in your,own driveway: 

1. A thorough two-step washing is 
necessary after winter driv ing. The lirst 
wash with cold spray water will remove 
the dirt build-up and road salt without 
scratching the paint finish. 

The second wash with a mild deter¬ 
gent will complete the job. Don't do it in 
the hot sun. anil be sum you’ve rinsed oil' 
all the detergent. 

2. After your wash job, give your ear a 
close examination for surface rust and 
chipped paint. Cover them with wax or 
clear nail polish until you can repair 
them properly with primerand touch-up 
paint. 

3. Wax your ear whenever the paint 
begins to show dulling from the ele¬ 
ments. Twice a year is a good practice. 
Use a good cleaner or mild rubbing 
compound before applying wax. 

4. Give the ear a thorough interior 
cleaning. This should include vacuum¬ 
ing of carpets and wiping ofTthe uphol¬ 
stery with vinyl cleaner or mild 
upholstery cleaner, depending upon the 
type of interior. 

Clean all glass with a product that 
leaves no film. Just as with a house, a car 
tends to accumulate dirt to a point where 
infrequent cleaning is much more diffi¬ 
cult than if it had been performed on a 
regular basis. 

5. Keep your vinyl roof clean. Be¬ 
cause of the grain pattern, vinyl lends to 
collect dirt and road film, and should be 
scrubbed with a soft brush and vinyl or 
leather cleaner. Then apply a vinyl pro¬ 
tective coating available at automotive 
supply stores. 


6. Don't forget the engine compart¬ 
ment. Wipe any excess dirt or oil off the 
engineand accessories. If there isa lot of 
oil. have the engine cheeked and replace 
any leaking gaskets. 

( hungc the coolant at least every two 
years or 30.00(1 miles. Replace it with a 
50/50 mix of antilree/e and water. I Ins 
is cheap insurance against corrosion and 
overheating this summer. 

Check the engine V-belts for wear and 
cracks. If the car or the belts arc over four 
years old. replace all the belts. 


Inspect the radiator lor leaks or see¬ 
page. Check the cooling system clamps 
and hoses. Replace any hoses that arc- 
leaking. have cracks, or are soft 
and mushy when you squeeze them. 

7. Thoroughly clean out the trunk, 
and remove unneeded tire chains, snow 
scrapers, boots, protective clothing, etc. 
Hit has a carpet lining, vacuum it. If the 
lining is rubber or vinyl use a good 
cleaner or mild detergent. Check around 
the lid for leaks. You can get new rubber 
gaskets from your auto dealer. 

8. Pay particular attention to signs of 
rust formation. Use chrome cleaner to 
remove surface rust. Then apply liquid 
wax. Advanced rusting, usually first in¬ 
dicated by bubbling of the paint, may 
have to be treated by remov ing the paint 
from the metal in that area, and doing a 
spot prime and paint job. 

I f you or the previous owner were wise- 
enough to have invested in a quality 
rustproofing job when the car was new. 
you may not have to be concerned with 
more serious rusting from the inside. 

If your car is fairly new and has not 
been rustproofed, you may want to in¬ 
vest in this service to prevent future de¬ 
terioration of the body. 

9. Don't delay collision repairs. The 
longer you postpone having the damage 
taken care of. the more expensive it will 
be. because of the rusting of adjacent 
parts of the car. 

All it takes is a little time and energy 
to keep your car like new. And. the in¬ 
vestment will pay olfat resale time.

Important features 

Here’s what to look for 
when you shop for a seat: 

•First, check to sec that 
it meets federal regula¬ 
tions. It does if Motor Vehi¬ 
cle Standard 212 is printed 
on it. If you see this 
phrase, you can be sure 
that the seat has passed 
the crash tests required of 
all seats made after Jan. 1, 
1981. 

•Select a seat model 
that fits the size of your 
child and that fits in your 
car.

Check to see that your 
scat belts are not too big to 
fit through the frame of the 
child seat.

How To Protect 
Your Vinyl Roof

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Car Cleaning Includes. Under-the-Hood

Most people realize that there s 
more to maintaining a car than a 
run through the nearest automatic 
car wash. Cars require tune-ups. 
alignment checks, oil changes, etc 

But many people may not real¬ 
ize that there's more to cleaning a 
car than a run through the car 
wash. And, according to John 
Gaither, director of engineering 
lor Champion Laboratories Inc. of 
Albion, Ill., manufacturers of au¬ 
tomotive filters, "it may be a 
surprise for most people to learn 
that one of the best places to start 
cleaning is under the hood." 

Begin by wiping, or scraping, 
off any heavy deposits of oil and 
grime that may have built up 
around the engine. Start the en 
gine and let it idle for five to 10 
minutes until it is warm. With the 
engine off, remove the air-filter 
housing and cover the top of the 
carburetor, distributor and coil 
with a thick cloth to guard these 
parts from moisture. Liberally 
spray engine degreaser on the 
rocker arm cover(s), head(s), in¬ 


take timing cover, inner fenders 
and battery, as well as on the und¬ 
erside of the hood if it is not insu¬ 
lated. Wait 15 minutes and hose 
off the degreaser completely. 
Prior to replacing the air-filter 
housing, thoroughly clean the inte¬ 
rior surfaces. If the air filter is 
dirty, replace it with a new one 
Then start the engine once again 
to dry everything under the hood. 

“These simple steps are so im¬ 
portant for a healthy car and take 
very little time to do,” says Gaith¬ 
er. “Removing grease buildup 
from your engine and surrounding 
casings makes your car engine run 
cooler. A clean engine also makes 
it far easier to detect oil or fuel 
leaks.” 

After cleaning under the hood, 
it’s time to focus on the outside of 
the car. For those who prefer at- 
home washes to automatic 
washes, start by rinsing the car 
completely, including under the 
fenders and inside the bumpers. A 
strong stream of water will wash 
off road grime, dirt buildup and 
rocks.

Wash the car with mild dish 
washing liquid using a large, soft 
sponge. Do not use strong laundry 
detergents. 

Use tar remover as directed on 
stubborn oil and tar stuck to the 
sides and rocker panels. Gaither 
suggests transferring the tar re¬ 
mover to an empty pump-spray 
container, such as a window- 
cleaner container A spray appli¬ 
cation is more efficient and dis¬ 
solves tar in less time. 

Bug residue easily is removed 
from the front painted surfaces, 
grill and bumper with a home 
remedy consisting of baking soda 
and water. Mix the two for a thick 
paste, rub the mixture over the 
entire area, let the paste dry and 
hose it off. The mild, abrasive 
paste neutralizes acid in bug resi¬ 


due to free it from surfaces. 

Wash the car again and dry it 
with a terry-cloth towel or a large 
chamois cloth. An old toothbrush 
is perfect for cleaning around em¬ 
blems and trim. 

If the car's paint has chips and 
nicks, purchase a small container 
of paint. Match original manufac¬ 
turers’ colors with your paint. 
With brush-on paint, follow manu¬ 
facturer’s directions. With spray 
paint, spray some paint into the 
lid of the can and with the torn 
end of a paper match, fill each 
chip or nick with paint. Large 
chips may require several appli¬ 
cations. 

Then, it’s on to waxing. For best 
results, purchase a paste wax with 
a mild cleaner. Gaither recom¬ 
mends applying the wax in the 


shade, regardless of the instruc¬ 
tions on the container. Polish out 
the wax with a terry-cloth towel, 
old T-shirt or other soft, pliable 
cloth. To bring the shine back to 
chrome, use a chrome cleaner and 
then wax. 

Clean car tires with a bucket of 
water and some fine steel-wool 
soap pads. On neglected raised 
white letters, use sandpaper. After 
the tires dry, apply rubber protec¬ 
tant. 

“Though it may sound like a lot 
of work, it’s really only one day 
spent taking care of your car so it 
will perform reliably for you all 
year long." concludes Gaither.

A Roman Catholic priest whose 
dilapidated Water st. house has been 
the object of his neighbors’ ire said 
Tuesday he was '‘extremely disap¬ 
pointed” that town officials had fail¬ 
ed to tell him about plans to seize the 
building for subsidized housing. 

The Rev. Robert Costello, who 
recently rejoined the priesthood after 
lit months’ sabbatical, said he thought 
officials showed “a lack of considera¬ 
tion for my civil rights." 

The priest said he had not finish¬ 
ed (he reconstruction work on the 
house, which has been in his family 
for 75 years, because he ran out of 
nvonev. 

Costello began the repairs several 
years ago, and neighbors have com¬ 
plained that the site has been 
neglected for too long.

However, Costello told Selectmen 
Monday he will use a $40,(MH> loan he 
was granted recently by the South 
Boston Savings Bank to fix up the pro¬ 
perly by early Ibis summer. 

Costello’s lawyer, Thomas 
Sullivan, who is also the priest’s 
cousin, said reconstruction work 
could begin on the house as early as 
next week. 

Sullivan named four contractors 
for the work on the house, three of 
whom live in Winchester. One of the 
contractors, Fred Walsh, lives on 
Water st. 

Costello met with Selectmen Mon¬ 
day, hoping to forestall a Town 
Meeting proposal to seize his house by 
eminent domain, government’s right 
to take private property for public 
(Please See Pg.

Tenant Gets To Keep Cat 
While Board Digs Into Laws

Cat lover Marion Hatch expected 
that Monday would be D-Day for her 
and her feline friend, Maggie, 

That was the day that she feared 
the Winchester Housing Authority 
would tell her to get rid of Maggie — 
or face eviction from the town's elder¬ 
ly housing. 

Instead, the authority agreed, by 
a :J to 2 vote, to give her a month's 
reprieve. 

After nearly an hour’s haggling, 
the board agreed to try to sniff out 
possible loopholes in state laws which 


ban pets in elderly housing. 

At a jammed Monday night hear¬ 
ing, attorney Robert Graves told the 
authority that a clause in the law 
allows boards to grant waivers in 
cases of possible hardship. 

Hatch has asked the hoard to let 
her keep 15-year-old Maggie, a house¬ 
bound eat that has been her longtime 
companion. She has said Maggie does 
not endanger other tenants because 
she does not go out and is not be a 
hazard in the complex's stairwells or 
halls. 

"The community of Raynham has 


allowed such a waiver, in an instance 
where an elderly gentleman was 
allowed lo keep his pet," said Graves. 

"1 think if you will look into this, 
you will find that other communities 
have granted waivers in eases where 
the person involved was likely to suf¬ 
fer great mental stress and anguish 
over parting with the pet," he said. 

Graves, who suggested the board 
delay its decision until it digs deeper, 
said that he had become involved in 
the case as a concerned resident and 
that he was not hired by Hatch. 

Hatch, who said little during the 


hearing, had presented the board with 
a pile of petitions signed by more than 
500 supportive town residents. 

While numerous residents at the 
hearing urged Hie board togive Hatch 
a break, a few seniors bitterly criticiz¬ 
ed her. 

"I think this has gone a hit further 
than just the matter of animals," said 
an angry Margaret Pullo. 

"We all signed the lease — we 
knew exactly what we were signing 
and so did she," complained Pullo. 

The authority bans all pets, except

Selectmen said Monday they hope 
to convince a Vinesl. developer to in¬ 
clude Subsidized housing in his pro¬ 
posed 23-unit apartment building 

The developer, Richard A 
Johnson of R. A. Realty Trust, has re¬ 
quested variances that would allow 
him (o alter parking and grounds 
regulations normally required by the 
town. 

Selectmen have said they would 
like to try to negotiate such variances 
in return for an agreement to include 
subsidized housing. 

Such action would lx? consistent 
with the housing agreement Win¬ 
chester signed with the state’s Ex¬ 
ecutive Office of Communities and 
Development last month. In the pact, 
the town pledged to "exercise their 
best efforts in their dealing with 
private developers to encourage the 
inclusion of component<s) of low-to- 
modcratc income housing in propos¬ 
ed developments." 

Selectmen Chairman Mark Lom¬ 
bardi said he had already talked to 
Johnson about including subsidized 
housing. He said Johnson was check¬ 
ing into available state and federal 
aid. 

"He's trying to figure out some 
way he won’t lose money," said Lom¬ 
bardi. “He would like to make every 
unit pay their way.” 

Lombardi explained that the state 
has ceilings on the maximum amount 
of rent it will reimburse in subsidies, 
and that he thought Johnson would 
charge a rate above that ceiling for 
'iis apartments. 

Meanwhile, Ferdinand S. Pacione, 
Chairman of the town's Board of Ap¬ 
peal, said Selectmen had apparently 
not contacted his board about 
negotiating on certain zoning 
variances in return for subsidized 
housing concessions. 


Town To Accuse 
New York Times 

Winchester will take on The New 
York Times in Woburn District Court 
on March 21 on charges that its 
newspaper boxes violate a town by¬ 
law requiring a permit for sidewalk 
obstructions. 

The town lost the most recent 
round of its court fight with the USA 
Today newpaper company over 
similar charges. Although Winchester 
won the case in district court, Town 
Counsel Douglas Randall said the 
decision was reversed in Superior 
Court. He said the town still could 
decide to appeal the case. 

Randall added, "I think there’s 
means to believe The New York 
Times case might be slightly dif¬ 
ferent" than the USA Today case, 
however he declined to elaborate on 
the distinction. 

Selectmen went into executive ses¬ 
sion Monday night to discuss the case. 

The three New York Times boxes, 
which appeared in early March, are 
located on Main st. at the corners of 
Mt. Vernon st.. Laraway rd. and 
Church st. 

Town Looks At 
Liquor License 

Selectmen voted to accept — hut 
not approve — a restaurant liquor 
license application submitted by the 
company planning to open a Win¬ 
chester Terrace eatery. 

The board said they plan to review 
the application and then discuss it in 
more detail later this month. 

The president of the 6 Winchester 
Terrace restaurant firm, Lester 
Kaplan, said "If we were approved 
tomorrow, we would probably be open 
June 1. Obviously we can’t begin con¬ 
struction until we get approved." 

I le said he cannot sign a lease un¬ 
til the liquor license is passed by 
Selectmen. 

According to the license applica¬ 
tion. remodeling work costs are 
estimated at $150,000 for the Win¬ 
chester Terrace building, formerly a 
Filene's department store. 

Plans call for seating of up to 180 
customers, with a main dining room, 
banquet room and terrace.

Public 
safety needs and water and sewer re¬ 
quirements are just a few of the vital 
town services that can best be studied 
with accurate population data 

With better than 80 percent of Win¬ 
chester's households heard from, the 
Census Office is now making early 
evening and Saturday telephone calls 
to gather the missing information.

Local Man Spots Fire, 
Saves West Side Home 


A sharp-eyed Winchester 
carpenter who alerted fire officials to 
a small blaze at 7 Sheffield rd. is be¬ 
ing credited with saving a local doc¬ 
tor’s spacious home. 

Jack Maclnnes. who had arrived 
at a nearby contracting job, said he 
ran to a neighbor’s house to call the 
Fire Dept, when he saw smoke and 
flames. 

No members of Dr. Joel Bleier’s 
family were home at the time of the 
blaze, which destroyed the back 
porch, blackened a rear door and 
charred a section of the wooden 
siding. 

Maclnnes, 26, of Oak st. said he 
was sitting in a truck across the street 
when the blaze began. “I just looked 
over and the porch started to burn," 
he said. 

He said he tried to get the atten¬ 
tion of the residents by pounding on 
the door; he knew the family had 
young children. 

"That's why I kept banging on the 
door. I've got two kids of my own," 
he said. 

Fire Chief Robert McElhinncy 
said the Bleiers were "very for¬ 


tunate" thut the fire didn't destroy 
more of the building. 

"Five more minutes and it would 
have been up on the roof," said 
firefighter John Farrell. 

Chief McElhinney said the house 
was apparently ignited by smoldering 
fireplace ashes that were disposed of 
in a bin under the porch 

The fire spread quickly in the old 
wooden house, McElhinney said. As 
the flames licked up the sides, the in¬ 
tense heat broke a second-floor 
bedroom window. 

Firefighters tossed smoldering 
children's jackets from a kitchen win¬ 
dow' as they hosed down the flames. 

McElhinney said the home had 
beep painted recently, and that a 
flammable oil-base paint could have 
fed the fire. 

All of Winchester’s firefighting 
equipment responded to the fire, in¬ 
cluding three pumps and a ladder 
truck. Pumps from Arlington and 
Lexington filled in at the local station, 
said the chief. 

No injuries were reported as a 
result of the blaze.

ASK THE KDUCATOKS 

Sex Ed, Sports Are 
Reader Concerns

QUESTION: What is the status oflhe 
new Human Development <sex 
educationi program lor the demon 
I ary schools? 

ANSWER: The IiikiI steps for the 
implementation ol an updated human 
development program for the elemen¬ 
tary schools are now being taken 

A decision to review the original 
sex education program had its im 
pel us when the relevancy of the film 
being used for the sex education pro 
gram at the fifth and sixth grade was 
questioned 

The department formed a commit 
tee ot teachers consisting ol Mary 
Scharch ol Lincoln, James Ferry, 
then ol Muraco now ol Lincoln, and 
Carol Lynch ol Vinson-Owen, to 
review the materials used in the pro¬ 
gram and to make recommendations 
for revision 

The committee’s goal was to 
create a supportive attitude in the 
classroom so students would be en¬ 
couraged to ask questions and ex 
press feelings. The group feels that 
the films and filmstrips are very el 
feetive vehicles to lead into those 
discussions which would satisfy the 
needs of most young people in the 
area of human development. 

The committee's work finally 
focused on the selection of a film to 
replace the original film. "Human 
Growth," For its time, the film was 
correct in context and highly creative 
in presentation. The problem with the 
him. however, was one of style for the 
present generation Students, forex- 
ample, could not identify with the 
short haircuts ol the boys in the films 

After reviewing a variety of sex 
education films and selecting several 
as possible alternatives. I asked the 
president of the Lincoln School 
Barents Assoc., Donna Ixmdry, to 
bring together a group of Lincoln 
School parents to review the films. 

We agreed that the one most wor 
thy of consideration was "Human 
Growth III." a revision ol the film 
presently being used. The new I dm 
provides a faster pace and greater 
complexity ol design in an effort to 
leach today's students about their 
own growth and development in ae 
ceplable terminology, with accurate 
information, and in an appropriate 
style. 

It presents adolescent sexual 
development as part ol an overall 
physical, emotional, and social pro 
cess Biological facts ol puberty and 
reproduction in attractive animation 


are alternated with live comments, 
questions, and interviews with fifth 
and sixth graders, junior and senior 
high students, and young married 
couples concerning their own 
feelings. 

In September of 1984, I scheduled 
the film for showing to parents of fifth 
and sixth graders throughout the 
town. I then met with the president of 
CSA, Cathy Gatto, and the presidents 
ol the parent associations of each 
school for their recommendations on 
the program. 

As a result of the input gained 
through this process, I have recom¬ 
mended to the Superintendent of 
Schools, Dr. Charles Mitsakos, that 
we purchase the film. "Human 
Growth III." 

I have also recommended that the 
film be shown to boys and girls 
separately; that the film be shown to 
parents at each school at an evening 
session prior to showing it to 
students; and that parental permis¬ 
sion slips Ire returned to school clearly 
staling that parents give permission 
for the child to see the film. 

On Feb. 27,1 met with elementary 
principals and 5th and 8th grade 
human growth teachers to discuss the 
kinds of class discussions that might 
take place after students view the 
audiovisual materials. At that time 
we drafted a timetable for the im¬ 
plementation of the program at each 
school

QUESTION: Is it true that the long 
hours and vigorous exercise of a stu¬ 
dent who participates on a varsity 
sport team do not qualify for credit 
against physical education re¬ 
quirements':’ It so, would you recom¬ 
mend a change in that regulation? 

I would not recommend a change 
in that regulation for two reasons. The 
regulations ol the Department of 
Education of the Commonwealth re 
quire "Ihut instructional physical 
education be provided and taken by 
all students in all public schools." The 
regulations recognize interscholastic 
sports but in addition to. rather than 
as a substitute for, instructional 
physical education. 

The second reason is more to the 
point. Students at Winchester High 
School participate in a physical 
education program which is design 
ed to provide opportunities for skill 
development in life-time sports and 
recreational activities.

Construction of the town's new 
police and fire station means (hat 
American Alarm Co has had to 
rewire its cable system. 

And that, say alarm company ol 
ficials, will cost around $15,000 for 
tearing up and rewiring interim 
cables to connect the system to llte 
Winchester Police Depl alarm circuit 
hoard and then putting them hack in 
the completed station 

About 10 years ago. the company 
w as chosen as low bidder from among 
a field of contractors lo hook up local 
customers lo the Police Dept. 

About 65 Winchester customers, 
residences and businesses, subscribe 
lo direct service, according In 
American Alarm Co spokesman 
Robert Ziegler There are at least 
l.ooo American Alarm customers in 
all in town, lie said 

Those whose alarm systems are 
not hooked into I he police station are 
not affected by the switch over, said 
Ziegler 

Ziegler said that being a private 
business, his firm is forced to pass the 
rewiring costs on lo those customers 
whose systems are directly linked lo 
the police alarm board 

"The town doesn't own the equip 
nicnl. we do." said Ziegler " Thai's 
the reason why the costs were not in 
eluded m the town's building commit 
lee projections 

Ziegler said Ins linn has spent 
"literally hours and hours running 
new cable " The new station, now 
under construction, is loented at the 
Mount Vernon st silent llte former 
Imddiug 

The police hoard, which is 
munitored by the company as well as 
police, is hooked up to accommodate 
the temporary trailer in which police 
dispatchers work. 

"We had lo pull up cable from the 
old building and rewire it for the tern 
porary trailer 

"When the new building is sot. 
we'll have to pull up the temporary 
cable and honk up (lie new station." 

Ziegler said tin* 60-65 customers 
who have opted for direct alarm lines 
into the police station are being 
charged about $100 lor the swit 
cliover 


The cost is in addition to the $70 fee 
charged In customers receiving direct 
service 

Still, said Ziegler. I haven't had 
any complaints, directly Obviously, 
il there w ere more people involved in 
the service the cost would he lower 
But that s just the base we're al now 
Each direct customer is also 
charged $l.Y25 monthly to rent the 
telephone company lines that go into 
the police hoard. The direct service, 
which is an opt ion. is "greater securi 
ly. hut costlier." lie said 

Meanwhile more than one town 
department head has complained that 
the company is charging town depart 
incuts (inenllii'ial. w ho preferred to 
remain anonymous, said last week 
that llu* cost should not be charged to 
tow n departments that are hooked ill 
lo the system. 

It should not in any way be the 
responsibility ol lowndepartments.' 
said the official "Something just isn't 
right somewhere 

Itui Wally Tonaszuek. chairman ol 
llu* police lire building committee, 
said he "didn't even realize what was 
going on until gist recently 

I spoke with the i |xillcci chief, 
and all I know is that lie said it's a 
private company that has the right lo 
run Us business the way il wants ” 
Tonaszuek added. ''It's not a town 
si rvice they're just providing a ser¬ 
vice II somclmdy Inn a problem with 
il. they don't have lo lake the ser¬ 
vice." 

The committee chairman said that 
"Nobody called Ibis lo our attention 
before. We never even heard anything 
about moving cables belore the fai l 
al all " 

One town official, however, com¬ 
pared the eosl assessment In a com¬ 
pany that would charge its customers 
in make improvements to tile 
business 

Just beeau.se a company wants to 
improve Us lot. said the official, that 
eosl shouldn't necessarily be the 
customer's burden 

Meanwhile, Police t'hiel John 
McHugh said last w eek that he had no 
complaint w ith American Alarm, ad 
ding that he feels the company should 
lie allowed lo run ilsell as others are 
"It's a business proposition as far 
as American Alarm is concerned." 
said McHugh "It's up customers to 
make their own decisions about 
whether lhey waul to pay for it or 
not

Winchester has a rich tradition of 
educational excellence, and the 
maintenance of this tradition is still 
possible for our town. For a number 
of reasons I am committed to public- 
education in Winchester. My first and 
most obvious reasons are my three 
children, who are in grades :i. 7. and H. 

But beyond this immediate con¬ 
cern I have committed my time for 
the last six years to support our 
system. I have worked extensively at 
every level of the school system and 
have attended school committee 
meetings consistently for six years. 
This involvement over a number of 
years gives me an understanding ol 
the personalities and concerns of the 
system. 

The Winchester Public Schools 
have a strong foundation. I feel 
positive about the current direction of 
our educational programs.

We cannot achieve this goal by using 
only the old solutions ol closing 
schools, reducing faculty, and 
limiting course offerings. 

We must examine creative solu 
lions, such as sharing teachers and

In addition to creative leadership, 
the school committee must he made 
more accessible to all of us I plan to 
create an outreach effort by holding 
monthly meetings by school district. 
These meetings will continue tin- 
dialogue that my campaign has 
created among all Winchester 
citizens who care about our schools.

We must protect the rights 
of the abutlors and neighborhoods ad¬ 
jacent to the loop. 

While increasing the tax base of 
the town, we can offer to the abutlors 
valuable acreage at a fair and affor¬ 
dable price that will enhance the 
value of their property.

are returned by the advisory commit¬ 
tee, then a determination of the use 
of the Fells can best be reached. 

LIQUOR LICENSES/PACKAGE 
STORE: Winchester Center will soon 
be home to three restaurants offering 
fine cuisine and a selection of 
alcoholic beverages to their patrons. 
In additon to these restaurants, the 
Selectmen have been busy reviewing 
applications for the establishment of 
Winchester’s first package store. The 
package store has set an historical 
precedent for the town and town 
counsel has been busy studying all the 
legal ramifications involved in 
establishing a package store in Win¬ 
chester. 

Not only must we find an ap¬ 
propriate location for the package 
store, but the issues of appropriate 
parking, as well as potential zoning 
problems must be fully addressed. As 
a member of the Economic Advisory 
Committee, I am acutely aware of the 
complexity of this issue and I will con¬ 
tinue to work toward establishing a 
package store that relfects Win¬ 
chester's commitment to excellence 
and to economic growth and 
development.

After Costello spoke to the board, 
I telch jibed,“the carrot and stick ap- 
roach is working pretty well." 

He added that the eminent domain 
reat has given Costello incentive to 
;et the work under way before the 
ouse faces Town Meeting judgment 
April. 

Selectmen said that if Costello im- 
roves the condition of the duplex by 
own Meeting, they will likely recom¬ 
end that the eminent domain pro- 
osal be indefinitely postponed. 

Monday evening, Selectman Ed- 
ard O’Connell urged the board to re- 
uire periodic updates from Costello 
bout the repairs.“I think we need to 
30 kept up to date," he told Costello. 

Welch said he sympathized with 
oth Costello and his incensed 
eighbors. “It’s a family home,” he 
lid. “I hate to have to take it. But the 
eighborhood has been more than pa- 
ient." 

Neighbors have complained for 
ears about the condition of the va- 
ant house, calling it "a shambles” 
ind “an eyesore.” 

In October, a group of Water st. 
esidents asked the town to lower 
heir property assessments due to 
their proximity to the run-down home. 

Costello's neighbors said they 
feared their houses would sell for a 
lower price because of the dilapidated 
duplex. 

Assessors, however, refused to 
grant the tax breaks, claiming that a 
single run-down house could not affect 
property values. 

Meanwhile, Costello said he has 
consistently upgraded the house, 
making many improvements that he 
claimed went unnoticed. 


“An incredible amount of work 
has already been done on the house,” 
he said, adding that cosmetic work is 
virtually all that remains to be done. 

He compared the Water st. house 
to a person getting ready for a party: 
"You get all set to go out, but it isn't 
until you put your tie and your jacket 
on that you really look done.” 

Several major improvements 
have been made on the house, he said, 
many of them his own handiwork. 
"All the basic plumbing has been 
done," Costello pointed out, and “one 
whole chimney has been replaced.” 

The priest said the duplex has a 
new roof and "the whole rear of the 
house has been torn down and rebuilt 
with steel I-beams.” 

Costello said he has received 
“dozens and dozens" of offers to buy 
the house, which was originally own¬ 
ed by his parents, but he said he docs 
not want to lose his family home. 

Costello stated, "1 want to keep my 
house simply because it’s my house. 
Period.” 

The priest explained that the house 
had been rented since the mid-1950s, 
when his mother died. 

During the past 10 years, he said, 
he had trouble collecting rent from his 
tenants, and never received money 
even after he took them to court. 

In 1982, the last tenants moved out. 
At that point, he decided to remodel 
the home, he said, and planned to do 
the work himself. 

He said he expected to complete 
the refurbishing by the summer of 
1980, but that pressure from the war¬ 
rant article convinced him move up 
the completion date. 

Despite Costello's promises to 
bring the property up to snuff, at least 
one Selectmen maintained a degree 
of skepticism. 

Welch said, “If progress starts and 
all of a sudden stops, there's always 
the next Town Meeting."

fish and birds, from being kept by 
tenants in the town’s two elderly hous¬ 
ing complexes. Each prospective te¬ 
nant must sign such a lease 
agreement before being accepted. 

“We've all had to give up 
something to come into these two- 
room apartments, and I don't see win 
Miss Hatch should be treated any dif 
ferently," blasted Pullo. 

Another woman said she thought 
the board should stand up and "do 
your duty" by enforcing the law. "I'm 
very upset about this," said the 
woman in a loud, angry tone. 

Last week, Hatch said she had 
signed the lease knowing that she still 
had the cat. However, she said she 
had expected she would be able to find 
another home for Maggie before she 
actually moved. 

When an authority member asked 
her Monday night if she would now Ik> 
willing lo get rid of the cat, Hatch said 
respondeo with a quiet "No, not now." 

She explained that she first tried 
to find a home for Maggie before her 
closest brother died. After he died, 
she said, Maggie "was the only thing 
I had left." 

Hatch, the youngest of eight 
children, is a lifelong Winchester resi¬ 
dent who worked for 28 years in the 
local School Dept. With all of her 
family gone, she says having Maggie 
has grown significantly more im¬ 
portant. 

“She’s helped me through some 
rough times and I just can’t see put¬ 
ting her to sleep," said Hatch. "I just 
can’t do it." 

At the hearing, Housing Authori¬ 
ty member Randolph L. Kazazian 
said while he sympathysizes with 
Hatch, lie feels the board is bound by 
lough state laws. 

"I feel bad; I’ve known Marion 
Hatch for more than 5() years and I 
wouldn’t want to do anything that 
would hurt her. 

"But standing up here tonight, 1 
can’t in goixl conscience agree to 
something that would mean we would 
be breaking the laws we’re supposed 
to be enforcing," said Kazazian. 

Authority member Mary Mender 
echoed Kazazian’s comments, saying, 
"I don’t think there’s anybody on this 
board who wants to intentionally 
cause Miss Hatch suffering. 


"This is a very emotional case for 
me. I believe in rules; in this case I 
think it’s a very special situation," 
she added. 

Still other authority members 
were unyielding, saying that Hatch 
had broken the rules and had to be 
held responsible. 

Chairman John J. Regan and 
Joseph L. Riga stood firm on their 
stance to demand Maggie’s ouster. 

"In fairness to those who have lost 
pets to get into here, I just can’t grant 
a waiver after the fact," said Riga 
adamantly. 

"Had she come to us iK'fore she 
signed the lease, maybe it would be 
different," he said. 

Meanwhile, Sunset rd. resident 
Patricia Bargowski offered to help 
the board dig for more information on 
the pet laws, saying she had taken a 
few law courses and “would bo more 
than willing to help out." 

Bargowski told the board and 
nearly 40 residents at the hearing that 
she is concerned that both the town 
and Hatch get fair treatment in the 
case. 

"I’m concerned for both sides," 
she said. "I hate to see people put pets 
to sleep. It’s a hard thing for anyone, 
and studies show that many a pel has 
saved the life of its owner in an 
emergency. 

"I’m not a lawyer, but I do know, 
that pets are very supportive to peo¬ 
ple, especially seniors. I'd hate to sec 
the town make her I Hatch I get rid of 
the cat and then find out months down 
the road that we should have let her 
keep it," she added. 

State officials are now haggling 
over two pieces of legislation regard¬ 
ing animals and pet ownership. 

Several people at Monday's hear¬ 
ing urged the board to delay its deci¬ 
sion until legislators act on the bills. 

The board, howver, finally agreed 
to defer its decision until the board's 
next meeting on April 8.

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Appropriate Makeup 


Sunday’s Celebrations Honor 
Ireland’s Great Patron Saint

Regardless of the fashions and 
accessories you wear this spring, 
your look will be incomplete with¬ 
out the appropriate makeup. 

Like an artist, once you have 
applied your foundation, you have 
prepared your canvas for a beau¬ 
tiful picture. 

Debbie Howell, creator of 
makeup for dark-skinned women 
and president of Debbie Howell 
Cosmetics, suggested using water- 
based foundations for oily skin and 
older people. Cream base works ! 
better for dry skin and for people 
with discolorations. 

Regardless of which formula¬ 
tion you choose, apply foundation 
evenly all over the face, including 
the eyelids. If your lips are disco¬ 
lored, be sure to apply foundation 
over your lips to balance out your 
lipstick color. 

To cover freckles that may be¬ 
come more pronounced as the sun 
becomes brighter, use a sheer 
foundation in your natural skin 
tone, not the tone of your freckles, 
and another foundation a shade 
between your freckle color and 


your skin tone, said Howell. She 
said to apply the darker founda¬ 
tion in the areas where the frec¬ 
kles are most prominent. The 
darker color should blend in your 
freckles with your skin tone.

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For black skin, too, foundation 
shades must be changed from sea¬ 
son to season. Because of the sun’s 
ultraviolet rays, women should 
use darker base colors as spring 
and summer approach, Howell 
said. 


Blush often is difficult to apply. 
It can be used subtly to comple¬ 
ment all other makeup. However, 
if misused it will destroy the ef¬ 
fect makeup colors create. Too 
much blush is harsh and aging. 

Howell said that if you have ap¬ 
plied too much color, don’t rub it 
off. Rubbing will disturb your 
foundation. Instead, add a spot of 
foundation to the area, blending to 
tone down the blush color. Then, 
dust translucent powder over the 
application to soften the entire ef¬ 
fect. 

Use lip color to enhance the 
color of your teeth. Howell said to 
avoid white-, orange- and yellow- 
toned lipsticks if your teeth are 
yellow. Instead, go for pinks, blue- 
reds and clear red. 

If teeth have a bluish tinge, try 
rose or pink shades. If teeth are 
pearly white, go wild this spring 
with hot-hot reds and corals.

Whether you’re Irish by birth — or 
by adoption, as many folks are on 
March 17 — there is plenty to 
celebrate on the day which honors the 
patron saint of the Emerald Isle. 

St. Patrick is traditionally credited 
with civilizing and converting all of 
Ireland to Christianity, more than 
1,500 years ago. 

Technical points of St. Patrick’s 
history are debated by scholars. Some 
say two bishops did the work that 
legend attributes to Patrick the 
Briton. And accounts disagree where 
Magonius Succetus Patricius 
(Patrick) was born in Roman- 
occupied Britain: Scotland, Wales, or 
Cumberland. 

From Patrick’s own writings, 
scholars know he was kidnapped by 
Irish raiders from his father’s farm 
when he was 16; spent six years in 
slavery, tending sheep in Antrim; 
escaped and returned to his family. 

But he dreamed he was called to 
teach the Irish about God, and spent 
many years in France studying 
before returning to Ireland as a 
bishop. 

Exactly when he lived and work¬ 
ed has never really been resolved. 
Dates range from 385-461 to 386-493. 

Still, his legendary gifts of faith 
and learning are honored by the Irish. 
And scholars agree he brought 
literacy to the land which was the 
European center of learning for four

centuries following his death, and is 
still known as “the isle of saints and 
scholars." 

There is lots to do to celebrate the 
great man. 

You could head across the sea to 
celebrate as the Irish do. 

March 17 is a national holiday 
there — but observances might not be 
what you’d i 



"Certainly, you wouldn’t have 
what you have here,” says Patrick 
Curran, the Irish Counsel General in 
Boston. “Traditionally, in Ireland, it 
is a religious day — people went to 
mass simply because it was 
associated with a saint.” 

However, Curran acknowledges, 
there has always been some quiet 
celebration, too, because St. Patrick’s 
Day falls in Lent — and, as a holiday, 
allowed the faithful to relax a bit on 
Lenten restrictions. 

“You got a dispensation on St. 
Patrick’s Day, so if you’d given up 
alcohol, you could have a bit to 
celebrate,” he explains. 

And most Irish would wear a 
shamrock — a three-leafed clover — 
in their lapel or on their cap, Curran 
adds. 

“But, again, that’s a religious 
symbol, because St. Patrick used the 
shamrock to teach the Irish about the 
Trinity,” Curran explains. 

(Tradition says St. Patrick con¬ 
verted the Irish to Christianity by go¬ 
ing after the chieftains first. He used 
the shamrock to explain the Christian 
belief there are three persons — the 
Father, Son, and Holy Spirit — in one 
God.) 

“That’s pretty well it; it’s only in 
recent years that we’ve had parades 
take place in Dublin, Cork, and the 
larger cities,” Curran says. “We 
started getting planeloads of 
American tourists going back to 
Ireland for St. Patrick’s Day.” 

Many of the several million 
Americans who claim some Irish 
heritage also want to march in an 
Irish parade, Curran adds. The 
Emerald Society of the Boston Police 
Dept, will be in the Dublin parade this 
year. 

The biggest difference in the 
celebrations is style, Curran says. 

“We're just not as flamboyant in 
Ireland as you are here, even allow¬ 
ing for the American influence," he 
allows. “We’d never have green beer, 
for example. 

"But, for the record, I must say 1 
like the way things are done here; I 
like a bit of flamboyance,” Curran 
says. “Even if it is the busiest day of 
the year for us at the consulate." 

On this side of the Atlantic, there 
are big parades in New York, Boston 
and elsewhere, and celebrations at 
churches, clubs and universities 

The New York parade down Fifth 
Avenue is may be the biggest in the 
country. You can go down there for 
the day (if you care to brave the 
boisterous, overflow crowds) or 
watch it at home, if your cable system 
offers WPIX, New York’s Channel 11 

Closer to home, South Boston’s 
parade steps off at Andrews Square 
at 1 p.m., and includes marching 
bands, color guards, military units 
and floats. 

But if you want to get a good spot 
for watching the parade, better show 
up around 10a.m., says Mary Baker, 
secretary to the parade committee. 

“The streets are shut down at 11; 
you’re best off taking the Red Line to 
Broadway or Andrews Square,” 
Baker advises. "It’ll be a good 
parade: this year, the Quaker City 
String Band mummers are coming 
from Philadelpia, and we’ll have 
clowns and floats, too.” 

Later in the day, Boston Universe 
ty will offer a free St. Patrick’s Day 
concert at 8 in the university's main 
ballroom. And restaurants and pubs 
in the area, like Boston's Black Rose. 
Houlihan’s and Purple Shamrock, are 
sure to be packed to the rafters. 

But, if you’re the more quiet sort, 
you might sit home with a few good 
friends, and just lift a glass in honor 
of the great man. 
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Buying Clothes Is An Important Investment

Buying clothes to add to your 
wardrobe is an important invest¬ 
ment in your appearance that 
may affect both personal and busi¬ 
ness success. 

Clothes can be expensive, so 
hard-earned dollars should be in¬ 
vested in clothing that is both ser¬ 
viceable and durable. In other 
words, you should feel confident 
that whatever you buy will give 
you good and reliable service for 
years to come. 

Following are some guidelines 
from a booklet. How to Buy and 
Care for Your Clothes. The book 
let is the result of tests conducted 
by the Neighborhood Cleaners’ As¬ 
sociation, a trade association that 
provides information to ccn 
sumers. 

Before you purchase e. garment, 
try it on to be sure it fits properly 
If it doesn’t fit, don’t bey it. 

But it may be unwise to pur¬ 
chase garments that just fit. Even 
if clothes fit when you buy them, 
shrinkage and stretching can 
make them useless, so chocse fab¬ 
rics carefully. 

A fabric is subject to shrinkage 
if t was not preshrunk or if the 
fabric was stretched to get more 
yardage. Common examples of 
fabrics that shrink are soft wool¬ 
ens, angora and some leathers and 
suedes. 

Knits and open-weave garments 
are susceptible to stretching. Gar¬ 
ments made of acrylic fibers also 
will stretch easily. For this rea¬ 
son, wool knits may be a better 
investment. When not being worn. 


knitwear should be folded — hang¬ 
ing knitwear will result in stretch¬ 
ing. 

Other problems to watch for: 

— Fading. Fading occurs when 
fabric is exposed to sunlight or ar¬ 
tificial light. The color loss is 
gradual and it often goes unde¬ 
tected because the fabric is at the 
same time gradually accumulat¬ 
ing soil. Dyes used on silks, leath¬ 
ers and suedes are most suscepti¬ 
ble lo color loss or discoloration. 
Fading that occurs in home clos¬ 
ets aid on retail store racks be¬ 
cause of confined space is known 
as fume fading. 

— Surface prints. Some gar¬ 
ments are made of fabric with a 
design, pattern or color that is 
merely painted on or glued to the 
fabric surface. The beauty of these 


surface prints can be adversely af¬ 
fected or even lost with the 
gentlest care in dry cleaning or 
home washing. An easy method to 
identify a surface print is to see 
whether the color or design has 
totally penetrated the fabric. If it 
has not, don’t buy it. 

Additional helpful hints: 

Save the hang tags that come 
with garments you buy. Show 
them to your dry cleaner for his 
guidance — and take note of in¬ 
structions that have to do with 
home care. 

When a garment has been 
stained, tell your dry cleaner 
about the staining substance. It is 
important for successful stain re¬ 
moval. 

Don’t press a garment if it’s 
stained. The heat of pressing will 


set the stain and likely make its 
removal impossible. 

Don’t wear decorative pins — 
especially on knit garments. If the 
garment has a snag, use a crochet 
hook to pull the loop through the

underside to avoid further dam¬ 
age. 

Don’t use nail polish remover to 
remove nail polish stains from a 
garment. You may damage the 
garment's dye or create a hole.

Color. Pastels, staples for 
spring, are the newest colors to be 
associated with wool fabrics. 
Peach, lemon and white give sheer 
wool gabardines and crepes a soft, 
fragile look that belies their 
strength and durability. Pastels 
mix well with neutrals such as 
khaki or beige. 

Bright colors are exploding onto 
lightweight coats, tank dresses 


and casual wear. Cobalt and fus- 
chia are "safe," while the daring 
shade emerging from the bright 
palette is neon coral. 

Navy, white and red continue to 
be classic spring color combina¬ 
tions.

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Local Candidates Air

More than 125 people packed the 
.leaks Senior Center Sunday after 
noon to assess town candidates at (he 
League of Women Voter’s annual 
forum. 

During the2' • hour session, the at¬ 
mosphere was lively but mud-slinging 
was kepi to a minimum. A total of 14 
candidates read from prepared 
speeches; another candidate sent a 
representative, while two others were 
not represented at all. 

For the March 26 election, seven¬ 
teen candidates are vying for the 
following ten openings: two select¬ 
men, an assessor, two planning board 
members, two school committee 
posts, a housing authority member, a 
library trustee and regional school 
committee member. 


At the forum, moderator John 
Sullivan's wit kept the audience on its 
toes. In honor of St. Patrick’s day, 
Sullivan wore a green suit and tie, and 
four candidates sported green car¬ 
nations 

Commercial tax rates, Proposition 
2' _• and women in politics drew strong 
opinions from the candidates. 

Roth incumbent Mark Lombardi 
and Robert Peering said they favor 
charging businesses a higher tax rate 
than residents, despite a decision this 
year to tax both at the same rate 

Lombardi claimed developers 
would he willing to pay higher taxes 
in Winchester, where, he said, "every 
piece of property available for com¬ 
mercial/industrial development is be¬ 
ing built on." 


Me said absentee landlords are 
taking advantage of Winchester’s tax 
rates. 

Judith Muggia took a different 
tack. She said would delay raising the 
business lax rate, to give small 
businesses downtown a chance to get 
a foothold. 

"If we want stabilization in our 
center, we ought to hold off," said 
Muggia. 

From the audience, Selectman 
Michael Saraco claimed Muggia’s 
post on the Chamber of Commerce 
board could pose a conflict ol interest 
for a selectman. The Chamber, 
Saraco said, has long opposed a high 
commerical tax rate. 

Muggia said she would step down 
from the Chamber's board of direc-

tors if elected, but would nonetheless 
remain a member of the business 
group. 

Lorna Tseckares declined com 
ment on the taxation issue, saying she 
preferred to research the issue before 
taking a stance 

Joseph tieary Jr of Ridge St 
brought up a sensitive issue: women 
candidates and their right to woo the 
votes of other women 

Asked to comment on the impact 
of having two women in the race, 
I feering said he was running as an in¬ 
dividual and saw no conflict with the 
other three candidates 

Lombardi quipped. "I have no pro¬ 
blem with how many women are on 
the board, as long as there's one man.

Wanted: Strong, Sensitive Principals

School officials have appointed 
two search committees that are ex¬ 
pected to pick by mid-May candidates 
for principal jobs at two Winchester 
elementary schools. 

Each committee consists of five 
parents and two teachers from both 
the Vinson-Owcn and Lincoln schools, 
as well as three administrators. 

The search groups are expected to 
give their recommendations to Supt

“I hope we can recommend by 
then, but it really defends on the 
search committees.

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Sen. Kraus Helps Draft School Bill

Winchester Sen. Kichard Kraus is 
among State House legislators 
developing a new education bill, due 
out ol committee within two weeks. 

The bill is a greatly amended ver¬ 
sion of a Dukakis administration 
education bill which died last year 
with the end of the legislative session, 
was resubmitted this year and is cur¬ 
rently in the House-Senate Education 
Committee. 

"Our feeling is that we're moving 
m the direction the governor hoped to 
take with his bill, but we're making 
it more responsible, more focused and 
more likely to bring about improve¬ 
ment.'' said Kraus, who is vice chair¬ 
man of the Education Committee. 

"Our guess is that the governor 
will see it as an extension of what he 
was trying to do." 

According to Kraus, the gover¬ 
nor's bill asks school boards to sub¬ 
mit five-year plans to the state, which 
the state would then evaluate. 

"We're moving away from central 
dictates, which only antagonize peo¬ 
ple at the local level," Kraus said. 

Rather than requiring five-year 
plans, the Education Committee bill 
asks communities to set up educa¬ 
tional councils, mostly of teachers, 
Init also consisting of parents and ad¬ 
ministrators. Guided by results of 
state evaluations of each school 


district, the councils would ad¬ 
minister a per pupil hand-out from the 
slate. The committee's House chair¬ 
man, Nicholas Paleologos of Woburn, 
has proposed a $50 per pupil sum, but 
Kraus thinks the amount is too high 
to be funded in the first year of the 
bill. 

"We want to ensure that teachers 
have control over some funds likely 
to improve education in each 
building,” Kraus said. "The point is 
to light some fires of creativity and 
concern in every classroom in the 
Commonwealth." 

The council idea is part of a plan 
to give teachers more opportunity to 
control classrooms and curricula. 
Teachers are less enthusiastic, 
however, about other changes in the 
education bill. 

Eor instance, the governor's bill 
proposes across-the-board raises for 
teachers: $400 in the first year of the 
bill, $000 in the second year and $800 
in the third. 

"That's unlikely to be in our bill," 
Kraus said, adding that one of the 
reasons the governor's bill died was 
that it was perceived as being a Mass. 
Teachers’ Assn. (MTA) bill 

"People believed that there would 
be money going into teachers' 
salaries and very little coming back 
from that,” the senator said. 

Instead, the Education Committee

bill sets aside money for in-service 
training, some sabbaticals and to 
designate “Horace Mann teachers" 
who will help develop curricula, coor¬ 
dinate educational projects and take 
on other duties in addition to plann¬ 
ing and teaching classes. 

The MTA is not happy about the 
change and wants to see more money 
in the pockets of its members. But 
Kraus says government-funded raises 
— which he says would amount to less 
than $10 per week for each teacher 
would never pass the legislature. 

"For heaven's sake, anyone will¬ 
ing to lie down in front of bulldozers 
for less than $10a week, something's 
wrong." Kraus said. 

"If we create the local excitement 
we want and have success, the 
teachers will be better off," the 
senator said. "This is long-range help 
for the MTA, not a quick fix." 

The governor's bill would also give 
direct hand-outs to poorer com¬ 
munities to equalize educational op¬ 
portunity around the state. Kraus 
said. 

The Education Committee bill, on 
the other hand, allows communities 
spending less than 85 percent of the 
statewide per pupil average to apply 
for grants in six or seven different 
categories. "We're trying to reorient 
it from 'Here’s$3 million' to 'OK. you 
can apply for a large amount of 
money if you are willing to put in 
place a program that has been shown 
to work,’" Kraus said. 

Some of the grant programs might 
he for early education, lowering the 
drop-out rate “ which is as high as 5(1 
percent in some communities," he 
said, and nutrition. "A lot of com¬ 
munities have had to cut back on their 
lunch programs due to federal cuts, 
and the research is very clear that 
hungry kids can't learn," Kraus said. 

Another proposal of the Education 
Committee bill is an "educational 
tournament." One year, the stale 
would award school systems which 
are shown to be the best in 


Massachusetts by the state's evalua¬ 
tion, Kraus said. The next year, the 
state would award those communities 
that have shown the most improve¬ 
ment over two years. 

The awards would be "cash, and 
very large," Kraus said. Under the 
current proposal, nine school districts 
would be awarded $l million apiece. 
The tournament would be broken up 
into three "leagues” based on in¬ 
come, "so that a Chelsea would not 
have to compete against a Lex¬ 
ington." 

“The money would not go to the 
school hut to the community, and the 
community would decide how to use 
it," the senator said. “They could en¬ 
dow a scholarship, or fix up a park in 
the name of a school." 

The idea was designed to get com¬ 
munities at large to become concern¬ 
ed with education, Kraus said. "We 
want this to be exciting. . One ol 
the thrusts is to try to get the same 
enthusiasm for athletic teams focus¬ 
ed on the whole school." 

Once out of the Education Com¬ 
mittee. the bill will probably move to 
the House floor, then to the Senate, 
then the governor. 

The governor's staff has been 
monitoring changes in the bill while 
it is in committee, Kraus said, and 
their response has generally been 
favorable. 

A pricetag of less than $loo million 
is attached to the Education Commit 
tee bill, the senator said. The gover 
nor’s bill would cost between $150 
million and $300 million, he said, "but 
there were too many amendments on 
it last year to really figure out the 
cost." 

That bill "died of its own weight," 
Kraus said. By the time it reached the 
Senate Ways and Means Committee 
from the House floor, it had over 80 
amendments tacked onto it The 
legislative term ran out before the 
committee acted on it, Kraus said, 
"but it was too big for us to even get 
our arms around it."

Boston Bridge Is Rebuilt; 
Commuters To Save Train Time

Sighs of relief will be heard soon: 
the long, patient wait of Winchester 
rail commuters is almost over. 

Train service direct to North Sta 
lion will restored on Saturday, April 
20, for the four rail lines serving 
suburbs north and west of Boston 
including the Winchester line. 

It's been more than a year since 
the trestle bridge leading into North 
Station was destroyed by an early 
morning fire on Jan. 20,1984, disrup¬ 
ting the daily routine of about 12,500 
commuters. 

And. for the last 14 months or so, 
riders boarding commuter trains at 
the center and Wedgcmere station on 
Bacon st. have endured longer, more 
complicated trips to work. 

Most commuters have been very 
patient, says Mary Jane O'Meara, 
spokeswoman for the MBTA’s com 
muter rail division. 

• We’ve been taking trains from 
the Lowell line I which serves Win 
Chester 1 in to a temporary site near 
the Science Museum, and shuttling 
them back and forth to North Station 
by Inis." explains O'Meara. 

It's complicated, hut by this time 
most commuters are used to the 
routine, she says. That system is the 
second one the MBTA tried, though 

Bight after the fire, the MBTA 
began sending trains toa Cambridge 
freight yard, across the Charles River 
from North Station. 

From there, passengers were 
shuttled by bus to the Lechmere sta 
lion of the Green Line subway. 

"But we took a survey, and found 
out most commuters wanted to come 
back and forth to North Station, so 
they'd have a choice of picking up the 
Green Line or Orange Line, or walk 
ing to work," O’Meara says. Ad¬ 
justments were made as quickly as 
possible. 


However, in spite of the MBTA's 
efforts to make the makeshift ar¬ 
rangements as smooth as possible, 
adding a shuttle bus to the daily trip 
boosted commuting time by 1.") to 20 
minutes, and made rail travel less 
convenient 

Many commuters just found 
another way to get to work. 

"We've lost some ridership pro¬ 
bably 15 to 20 percent," O’Meara 
acknowledges. 

Commuters switching from trains 
to cars added to the strain on Boston's 
parking facilities which are limited 
as part ot a federal environmental 
ban to help clean up the city's air. And 
the extra traffic only aggravated an 
already bad rush hour. 

So the MBTA did its best to speed 
up the repairs to the bridge. 

"We got a special waiver through 
the | MBTA I Board of Directors, so 
we could get the I $11 .3 million I bridge 


repairs under contract in one month 
instead of the usual three months." 
O'Meara says. "Otherwise, d would 
have taken three or four months 
more." 

The MBTA is hoping some of their 
erstwhile riders will return when the 
trains start rolling into North Station 
again, O’Meara says 

For the first two days the trains 
are back in full service Saturday, 
April 20, and Sunday, April 21 
they're even offering free rides 

"We're having a ribbon-cutting at 
North Station, with the Governor, at 
10 ::to or so." O'Meara says. "And 
maybe some of the commuters would 
like to bring their families in for the 
day. and go to Quincy Market or 
something. 

“They deserve it," site says. 
"They've been through a lot, and 
they've been very good about it

Model Behavior And Creativity 


There comes a stage in 
childhood when kids start 
wanting to build models. 

When I was a kid, boys 
were the ones that built the 
models, ears and airplanes, 
generally. They spent hours 
assembling teensy in¬ 
distinguishable parts, spent 
the whole winter at it. hidden 
away in rooms festooned with 
combat helmets and catcher’s 
mitts, in rooms where yester¬ 
day’s socks draped 
themselves over the lips of 
fish tanks, while the fish in¬ 
side them swam in numb in¬ 
credulous circles, eating 
every fifth day when 
somebody remembered about 
them and breathing, like 
everything else in the room, 
the pungent, the elevating 
whiff of contact cement. 

Winters were given over to 
constructing these plastic 
creations; springs were 
dedicated to destroying them. 
Horrific backyard crashes 
were carefully staged and 


choreographed before all the 
models were piled high, dous¬ 
ed and then ignited in spec¬ 
tacular fashion with kitchen 
matches and lighter fluid 
sneaked from pantry 
drawers. 

This is how all boys pass¬ 
ed the years between bedwet¬ 
ting and Little League. It was 
the standard thing. 

Well, I wasn’t a hoy in 
those years; I was a girl. And 
in that peculiar decade, 
dominated by Father Know¬ 
ing Best and Mrs. Cleaver’s 
impeccable necklaces, girls 
didn’t build model cars. 

Instead, in my house at 
least, we built model 
vertebrates. 

The Visible Man had just 
come into being then, a tall 
transparent fellow whose in¬ 
sides gleamed luridly out at 
the chance passerby, twinkl¬ 
ing through a latticework of 
skeletal matter. My sister 
built one ol these. 

Myself. I built a Visible 


Frog. I spent hours on those 
winterbilten days, holed up in 
the cellar with little eyeballs 
and tiny brains. 

It was a fascinating 
business. I was always work¬ 
ing away at it down there, for 
hours now it seems, and 
emerging only rarely, clut¬ 
ching innards as a general 
rule, eager to show what I’d 
learned to the waiting world. 
My mother would squirm ex¬ 
quisitely over the teacups as 
I fetched up colons and blad¬ 
ders to show visiting 
clergymen. 

It was wonderful stuff, 
meant to shimmer forever in 
memory. 

It’s the shimmer. I gues-s, 
that led me down the model- 
toy aisle with my own little 
girl, some quarter of a cen¬ 
tury later. We brought the 
Visible Woman home that 
very day. 

We laid out the instruc¬ 
tions and assembled our tools. 
We cemented and filed and 


painted and clamped. We 
worked on her in lair weather 
and foul, indoors and out. 

It turned out to be a more 
complicated project than I’d 
remembered. 

Her skeleton wouldn’t 
cooperate, for one thing. Her 
kneecaps got glued where her 
elbows should have been and 
it was weeks before we 
discovered our mistake. 
When we tried to correct it, 
we’d lost the little knees. She 
has none, consequently; she’ll 
walk stiff-legged on the Day of 
Judgment. 

Then too, her jaw tends to 
tall open in a horrible grin, no 
matter what you do to it. And 
we couldn’t get her feet on 
just right, so she does a kind 
of inadvertent tap-dance all 
the time. 

She’s a rainbow of colors, 
though; you have to grant 
that. The whole family pitch¬ 
ed in painting her organs. She 
has fusehia kidneys and a ge¬ 
nuine gray brain. Her lungs 


are mottled a heavenly blue. 

We colored in her cir¬ 
culatory system and screwed 
in her heart. 

We lay her skeleton inside I 
her shell and jammed it full of 
organs. 

And finally, on a sunny 
afternoon last week, we com¬ 
pleted our task. 

It took us a year- 
and-a-half. 

She’s held together with 
tape just now and stands pro- 
dly, if a bit tipsily, on my 
daughter’s desk. Every now 
and then her tummy falls oil 
and her liver pops out, hut 
altogether we consider her a 
success. 

It took us three tubes of ce¬ 
ment and miles of patience to 
create our little human. It 
took us 548 days. 1 wonder it 
someone can tell me now: 
How did God ever do it in 
seven?

Goes Too Far 
Reader Says 

KIMTOK OF THE STAK: 

In the March 7 issue ol the Win¬ 
chester Star. I found the position ol 
one ol the candidates for Selectman 
concerning land-use and the rights 
and sensibilities ol abutters quite 
disturbing. 

As a town meeting member, the 
candidate received a copy, as did all 
town meeting members, ol our 
neighborhood position paper and 
weekly eyewitness observation ol 
playing-field usage, covering essen¬ 
tially the entire playing season We 

I outlet that existing Holds in Win¬ 
chester are in use lor less than :t. r > per 
cent ol the time during spring and fall 
weekends, and less in the summer 
months. The heaviest usage occurs 
only on Saturday mornings in the fall, 
and even then empty fields can he 
found. 

Clearly, the town does not need 
new fields, hut il needs Inadequately 
maintain its existing fields. The issue 
at hand is not the usage ol present 
playing-fields by tax-paying citizens, 
hut (lie huge expansion that was pro 
posed by the Field Study Committee 
in the Lynch area, encompassing up 
lo seven soccer fields and well as up 
lo 300 parking spaces in one small 
residential neighborhood. iFor size 
comparison, Purity Supreme lias on¬ 
ly approximately 12;") parking 
spaces i. 

To my knowledge, nobody over 
questioned the rights ol the citizens, 
children and adults alike, lo enjoy and 
freely use the town's playing fields 

However, usage by out-of-town 
groups should he regulated in such a 
way that usage by our citizens be 
given priority. And at no time should 
any out-of-town group disturb the Sun¬ 
day morning peace in any given 
neighborhood! 

Now. concerning abutter's rights 
As abutters, we have the right to peti¬ 
tion the Hoard of Selectmen, hoping 
that they are sensitive to our views 

II is not a question of abutters or a 
neighborhood being sensible, but a 
question of democracy working. 

A group of abutters, therefore, as 
this candidate certainly recalls, spon¬ 
sored an article on the warrani at Iasi 
fall's Town Meeting This was our 
constitutional right and I hope we 
preserve that right and to imply 


that we are not sensible is a very 
callous position. 

I was also disturbed by Ibis can¬ 
didate's position concerning schools 
and education.

Would Allow 
Elders’ Pets

Last November, a law became el- 
feciivc which permitted elderly and 
handicapped tenants in federally 
assisted housing to keep pets wit! 
certain restrictions. 

Now, hills are before tie 
Massachusetts Senate and lloise 
which, it passed, would alow 
residents in state-subsidized ap»rl- 
ments the same privilege, tin Win¬ 
chester. Noonan Glen has . few 
federally-assisted rentals white the 
complexes on Palmer and Vest ley 
streets are state-subsidized 

In recent years, specialists in 
geriatrics have come to rouize that 
pet ownership is very hey/licial to 
lonely and depressed older people, as 
we all know Irom articles'frei|uently 
appearing in newspapers and 
magazines and prese'ilations on 
television 

Happily, there are many elderly 
people, who are blessed with close 
relatives spouse children, grand¬ 
children, brothei asters so it is 
doubtful they lave need of 
substitutes. Others simply do not 
want the bother and expense of pet 
ownership and arecontent with their 
lives iis then are or, perhaps, are 
unable physically or financially to 
care for animal*. 

But there are still many lonely 
seniors without close family ties, who 
yearn lor tin companionship and 
comfort pets an offer and who are 


able to care for them properly. 

Everyone recognizes that there 
mud he very stringent regulations to 
coitrol pet ownership, but to deny 
responsible people the opportunity for 
a happier life in subsidized housing 
-eems unreasonable.

Here we have a classic example ol 
the age-old conflict between the "let¬ 
ter" of the law and the "spirit" 
thereof. 

The “letter" deprives Marion of 
the companionship of her quiet, 
harmless, aged cat, a creature with 
warmth, intelligence, friendliness and 
affection, tit never leaves Marion's 
apartment, hence will neither bother 
nor annoy a single fellow tenant in the 
entire complex.) 

The "letter" does permit pets, 
however, provided that they are 
"birds in cages" or "fish in ae- 
quariums." No doubt this was intend¬ 
ed to mean canaries or budgies on the 
one hand, and goldfish or guppies on 
the other. (I submit that, in my opi¬ 
nion, even a mouse would prove to he 
a better companion than either a 
canary or a goldfish. > 

Speaking still about the "letter” of 
this regulation, a strict interpretation 
thereof does deprive Marion of her 
beloved cat, but it also permits her to 
have a dozen or more noisy, scream¬ 
ing macas or parrots, if they are kept 
in a cage or an equal number of man 
eating piranhas if kept m aquariums 
Seen in this light, does this regula 
tion make sense? A quiet friendly old 
cat must go. while a number of 
screaming noisy parrots may stay? 
And the vicious little tropical fishes, 
too, may stay i let us hope that no 
well intended friend or guest tries to 
pick one out of the water and loses a 
finger in the attempt.) 

Certainly, the intent of ttie regula¬ 


tion was not to permit a tenant to have 
a I lock of noisy parrots or a school ol 
vicious little fishes in Ins or her apart 
ment but there it is. in black and 
white! 

By the same token, the original in 
tent was not to deprive a lonely, elder¬ 
ly, tenant of the companionship of a 
beloved pet, especially in view of a 
doctor’s recommendation that her 
mental and physical health would he 
affected adversely if the cat were to 
he taken from her. 

Why, I ask, can we not solve this 
dilemma with a bit of common sense? 

I submit that the authority would 
soon enough discover a way to get rid 
of the noisy parrots, in spite of the ex 
press permission of the regulation. 

Why. then, if it really wanted to do 
so, can it not with equal ease and 
expedition discover a way to help 
Marion keep her pet, and at the same 
time save Maggie’s life?

The Winchester Housing Aulhori 
ty has received funds under a lions 
mg program established by the state 
to make il possible for low-income 
families to afford adequate housing 
Eligibility is based on household in¬ 
come and assets Winchester has 
many households which meet the 
guidelines. When administratively 
organized to do so, the Housing 
Authority will accept applications. 

Funds awarded under Ibis 
"scattered-site” housing program are 
to be used by a Housing Authority to 
build, buy or adapt property, which 
is then rented to low income families. 

“Scattered-site" means that no 
more than a few units may be at any 
one location The money received by 
Winchester will provide a maximum 
of seven units. As available space is 
a consideration, these will very pro¬ 
bably not be all at one site.

Meeting Veteran: We’re A Dying Breed 


By ERIC W. BI.OM 

When Vincent Carroll drove his Model T Ford to the 192(1 Town Meeting, 
gasoline was selling for about 12 cents per gallon. A trolley ride from Win¬ 
chester to Boston cost 5 cents. 

In those days, he arrived early because Town Meeting drew a crowd 
late comers were regularly turned away. 

“If you weren’t there by quarter past, 20 past 17 p in. 1." Carroll recalls, 
“forget it, you couldn’t get in.” 

Now, he says, Town Meetings are in danger of becoming extinct. 

A rampant lack of enthusiasm, and a lack of knowledge, threatens to kill 
that type of political roundtable forever. 

At the open Town Meetings, where all citizens could vote, the participants' 
knowledge and interest about the issues was strong. 

"Town Meetings of old were so interesting you wouldn't leave until it was 
over,” explains the 54-year Town Meeting member, "Today, 15 to 20 minutes 
after the Town Meeting, you'd never know there had been a meeting." 

Carroll, 77, remembers the meetings as a high point in the town’s social 
calendar. Residents would stand outside discussing issues long after the town 
hall clock had struck in the new day. 

“Today, interest in town government is only at Town Meeting lime," he 
notes. “It used to be year-round. You have to nourish your body 365 days a 
year." 

In 1928, residents realized that town hall could not accommodate all those

who wished to attend the annual meeting, so Winchester adopted a represen¬ 
tative (limited) form of Town Meeting. 

“Interest was the same after they adopted a limited Town Meeting as it 
was before," Carroll says. 

In fact, "keen competition” for the Town Meeting seats increased interest. 
It was “comparable to running for school committee or selectman, Carroll 
recalls. About 40 people would run for the 10 available spots. 

"Being on the finance committee was a real honor," he says, “and people 
stayed for many years. Now, they’re in for two years, and they’re gone. It s 
not long enough for them to get their feet wet." 

Carroll’s feet are so wet by now, they must be wrinkled. He has been a 
Town Meeting member for 20 years longer than his nearest rival, Michael 
Saraco. Carroll says the inexperienced Town Meeting member is the greatest 
hindrance to the limited Town Meeting system. 

He says people now know far too little about their own town govern¬ 
ment."They want to get in, but they don’t do their homework," he says. 

"We could accomplish more then [years ago I in one meeting than we can 
in two or three now. We got more done because people went in with a lull 
knowledge of the warrant articles. 

“Wljeo those people went into the Town Meetjqg, boy v ttjey knpwjth^ir 
stuff.” 

Now, he says, residents seem to take more of a special-interest approach 
to Town Meeting. Community members come for the issues that concern them, 
he says, but they seldom stay for other matters. 

Often, he says, members show up only to vote for their pet interests. “What 
is the sense of being a Town Meeting member if you don’t go?” Carroll 
wonders. 

“They get so upset when things don’t go their way. You have to take the 
bitter with the sweet." 

Carroll says interest in town government began to decline about 20 years 
ago — when the town began to attract more transient families. 

Also, changes in the format of the Town Meeting, some specified in the 
1975 charter, have made the body's work more difficult. 

“A reason we accomplished more years ago," he says, "is that when so¬ 
meone began talking about another subject [ than the matter on the floor] you 
weren't ruled out of order. You had the floor and that was it.

“Now, you are either on the subject or out of order. These rules are ruin¬ 
ing town government. Related topics are now regulated too much, he says. 

Discussion rules about time limits and what can lie talked about frustrate 
many Town Meeting members, he says, and that causes good people to drop 
out. 

"This I the rules I is one of the things Town Meeting members get disgusted 
with," he says, “and they drop out It's sad. He I the moderator I runs the 
meeting according to the rules, but the rules are too rigid. 

"Today there are so many rules in tiling warrant articles that most peo¬ 
ple won’t bother." 

And although he supported the very charter he now has problems with, 
Carroll now feels it may actually have hurt the town. 

"They | Town Meeting members] get tired. They get frustrated. When they 
get up to'speak, they are particularly vulnerable. They get up there and have 
people take pot shots at them all the time. They feel frustrated that they can’t 
accomplish anything, so they gel out. 

“All the true Town Meeting members are deceased," he says "Either 
deceased or resigned." 

Carroll worries that the type of government he loves so dearly is in danger 
because of a lack of interest and dedication on the part of most townspeople. 

In New Hampshire, several communities have opted to do away with Town 
meeting, because of residents’ waning interest 

"The way we are going," he warns, “the handwriting is on the wall This

form of government will soon be extinct, The basis for its extinction is 
frustration. 

"This form of government will soon be out the window," he says. And that, 
he adds, would be a shame. 

Even at its worst, he stresses, it’s better than putting a small band of 
bureaucrats at the helm. 

It will not be possible to maintain Town Meeting government "unless the 
attitude and interest of the people of town change for the better," Carroll says. 

He suggests placing town budgets, currently sent only to Town Meeting 
members, in a public place such as the library or town clerk’s office. Seeing 
how often it was referred to could guage interest, and "it might break ground 
to gel them I residents I interested in town government,” Carroll says. 

As for himself, even after all these years of service, the lifetime Winchester 
resident is still enthused about his avocation. 

“I’m as interested now as when I started,” he states. “My frustration is 
not to the point where I'm going to say the hell with it and leave." 

He visits town hall at least twice a week to keep tabs on town matters, but 
his dedication is not because of unqualified success as a Town Meeting 
member. 

For each victory he has had, such as the 1974 leash law referendum that 
won by a 4-1 margin (thanks in part to his year ol research), he seems to speak 
of-two defeats. 

Still, he thinks he has probably won more battles than he has lost 

"I didn't center my interest on one thing," he recalls. “I'm interested in 
town government, period. I believe in the town as a whole. My interest is town- 
wide. That is the way it was years ago.” 

Carroll believes interest and dedication are the most important 
characteristics a Town Meeting member can possess. 

Such dedication is costly, but it's worth it, he says. 

Throughout his 54 years in the political arena, he has often dropped his 
own business to attend to town matters. 

Often, he would close shop at his car dealership to attend Town Meeting. 

“I’d lose a deal now and then," he remembers, “but the hell with the deal. 
The Town Meeting was more important. Forget the monetary thing." 

After all, Carroll says, Winchester is home, and it deserves all the energy 
and determination he can give

Supporters said the $82.8 million 
increase would result in communities 
actually receiving the 40 percent of 
fiscal 1984 growth revenues which 
they were promised. 

They noted that all the final 
figures are now in and that the higher 
figure is 40 percent of actual growth 
revenues, while the lower figure was 
based on estimates which actually 
have shortchanged communities by 


$82.8 million. 

Some opponents said when in¬ 
direct aid like court rentals is includ¬ 
ed, communities have already 
received close to 40 percent.

Memories Are Good

The last relay has been run, the 
last hurdle jumped, the last mile con¬ 
tested. Now, all that remains are 
memories-good memories. 

There are memories of the Lex¬ 
ington field house, where little Win¬ 
chester High School, represented by 
a group of gutsy boys and girls, thrili- 
ed spectators and parents by 
defeating more powerful opponents 
with its Cinderella-like track heroics. 

There are memories of those 
grueling interval sessions on the 
track, where the athletes toiled in pur 
suit of personal achievements and in 
dividual best’s. 

Finally, there are the fond 
recollections of which there was shar¬ 
ing in each other’s joy in victory and 
celebration in defeat. 

Every track meet, each event, 
tested the tolerance of the athlete’s 
capacity for pain and suffering - the 
limits of the will and the extent ol his 
or her capacity to endure. 

The Winchester High School in¬ 
door track team is a group ol boys and 
girls molded of courage and deter 
mination. They held together - 
despite fatigue, discomfort and short¬ 
ness of breath. 

It the athlete comes to the track 
with less than his or her perfection, 
the track will search it out. The track 
is a lonely and painful and beautiful 
place. And it must be run to the 
"depth and breadth and height a soul 
can reach." 

The track also seeks out truth - a 
moment of truth. Ernest Hem¬ 
ingway’s moment of truth was the act 
of running with the bulls at 
Pamplona: to test oneself against the 
most demanding of experiences. 


For Richard Bach's, Jonathan 
Livingston Seagull, the moment of 
truth is about people who say that lik¬ 
ing what they do is reason enough for 
doing it. Seagull found his way to a 
community of fliers like himself, all 
bent on raising flight to the level of 
art. 

Ilere were gulls who thought as he 
thought. For each of them, the most 
important thing was to reach out and 
touch perfection. They were magnifi¬ 
cent birds, all of them, and they spent 
hour after hour each day practicing 
flight, and testing advanced 
aeronautics. 

Because he flew best. Jonathan 
was the teacher. He spoke of simple 
things - that it is right for a gull to fly, 
that freedom is the nature of their be¬ 
ing. He stressed that whatever stood 
against that freedom must be set 
aside; be it ritual, superstition or 
limitation in any form. He concen¬ 
trated on expanding his student's 
awareness of what flying was, beyond 
most of their imaginations 

The running world has its J.L. 
Seagulls in the search for truth; the 
track athletes at Winchester High 
School. They are expanding the con¬ 
sciousness of what the activity is and 
can be. They are pushing back the 
psychic limits of traditional athletics. 

The Winchester track athletes go 
beyond the physical act of running 
with the bulls at Pamplona, for they 
lay on the lineal each meet and each 
practice the complete unvarnished 
reality.

Search committee member Alice 
I McCarter, whose children have al- 
iended Lincoln for more than 10 
| years, said she is especially concern¬ 
ed with finding a principal who can 
I address the needs of the town's 
| largest elementary school. 

"Lincoln is the largest elementary 
school in town, and I think it has some 
special needs and differences that 
aren’t the same as at other schools in 
l own. 

"I'm hoping we can find someone 
who will In- particularly responsive to 
our needs, and who will develop as 
close a rapport with the kids and staff 
as possible, considering our size." 
said McCarter. 

"I'm not so sure we, as a town, 
have looked enough into the special 
needs of handling such a large school 
That is one thing I 'd like to see done 
with a new principal," she added. 

McCarter also said she hopes the 
new principal will delve into alter¬ 
native programs, such as tapping the 
resources of the nearby town library 


and McCall Junior High. 

“Being down near the center, 
there are resources that we could use 
that I personally would like to see 
looked into. 

"I'd also especially be interested 
in someone who has ideas about how 
to handle 'free time' in the kids' 
school day," she added. 

Meanwhile. Mitsakos said school 
officials are "looking for someone 
who has experience in either a job 
simillar to the principal jobs or so¬ 
meone with some kind of ad¬ 
ministrative experience." 

According to a job description in 
the school department advertisment 
run in area newspapers, candidates 
must have a minimum of 5 years of 
teaching experience, as well as ad¬ 
ministrative experience. and must ex¬ 
cell in human relations and writing 
skills. 

"We need someone who is going to 
lx 1 sensitive to the special needs of the 
students, teachers and parents at 
these two schools. There have been 
major adjustments, and principals at 
either school will need to address 
that." said Mitsakos. 


Assistant Supt. Fitzgerald also 
said he favors leadership for each 
school that "is sensitive to the needs 
of the people — to the kids, the 
teachers and the parents." 

He said that beyond the ad¬ 
ministrative skills required for each 
job, the posts require someone with 
a acute ability to handle the sensitive 
atmosphere at the schools. 

Kamal Misra, a Vinson-Owen 
Parents' Association member who 
was chosen for the search committee, 
said she is expecting to find someone 
who will continue that school's stan¬ 
dard of excellence. 

"We want to find someone who will 
maintain the school's standard of ex¬ 
cellence," said Misra. "We have a 
good school and we want to keep it 
that way We want to make it good for 
Winchester children in the future, 
too." 

Nicholas Bankson, also a Vinson- 
Owen parent and member of the 
search group, echoed Misra's sen¬ 
timents. 

"We're looking for the best possi¬ 
ble candidate - someone who can be 
sensitive to the needs of the children.

attendance at Planning Board 
meetings and scattered site housing. 

Hardy claimed that, according to 
library records, Kenney had not been 
present at a single Planning Board 
meeting since last November. 

Kenney denied the charge. "First 
of all." he said, "I have been to a 
meeting since November." However, 
he said he has taken frequent business 
trips for a six-month job assignment 
he began in September. 

When he decided lo take the con 
suiting job. Kenney said he resigned 
chairmanship of the Planning Board 
and asked the board if he should 
resign entirely. 

“Everybody on the Planning 
Board felt that my contribu¬ 
tion was substantial enough! 
and significant enough! that they urg¬ 
ed me to Slav on the board even il I 


bad to resign the chairmanship." said 
Kenney 

I le said lie had missed an average 
of three to lour meetings per year 
during bis three-year term on the 
Planning Board 

Meanwhile. Crandall said she 
missed three or four meetings during 
her six years on the board. 

Chane quipped. I hope I will be 
able to have an attendance record." 
adding he believes elected officials 
are "under obligation to attend 
meetings." 

Hardy says he could attend "easi 
ly nine out of ten" meetings if he were 
elected. 

Asked to define scattered site 
housing, both incumbents. Crandall 
and Kenney, said they thought sub¬ 
sidized housing should ideally be 
spread throughout the town. 

However, they said, they were 
sceptical that Town Meeting would 
allocate sufficient funds to buy pro¬ 
perty in each precinct. 

Chane seemed to have more faith 
in Town Meeting generosity. "Town 
Meeting will have to take it upon itself 


to vote funding" for subsidized hous 
ing in each precinct, he said. 

Hardy claimed the present board 
did not have an adequate definition of 
scattered site housing. He said there 
should be one unit of sul>sidized hous¬ 
ing per precinct, or two at most. 

During his three-minute address. 
Chane reviewed his education and 
family history in Winchester, where 
be w<is born in 1940. He graduated 
from Winchester High School in 1958 
and earned degrees from the Museum 
of Fine Arts School, the Boston Ar¬ 
chitectural Center, and the Not¬ 
tingham. England College of Art. 

"I am concerned with the long- 
range character of Winchester," 
Chane said. He said the Planning 
Board “must be the heart and soul of 
our town government as it plans for 
the future of a better Winchester." 

Crandall emphasized her ex¬ 
perience in town government and her 
six years with the Planning Board. 

She said she hud worked to make 
the town’s industrial zone "more com¬ 
patible to the residential area it 
abuts." She added that she had focus¬ 


ed on downtown renovations and the 
multi-use development of Winchester 
center. 

“All change must be carefully con¬ 
sidered in the context ol its effect on 
the people, neighborhoods, property 
value and character of the town,” 
said Crandall. 

Her goal, she said, “is lo preserve 
the basic residential character of 
Winchester while meeting the town’s 
needs." 

Crandall also said she would work 
to preserve Winchester’s open land. 

Hardy said he can contribute the 
perspective of a recent arrival to Win¬ 
chester. having moved to town last 
August. 

A Harvard graduate, Hardy said 
be holds a management position with 
a regional car rental firm. 

He explained that his family came 
to America before the Revolution and 
fled back to England when the British 
lost. “My ancestors apparently 
had trouble accomodating change," 
be said. "I don’t plan to make the 
same mistake.” 

Kenney, a planner and urban 


designer by profession, outlined his 
credentials for the job. He holds 
master's degrees in architecture and 
city planning, he said, and works as 
a consultant for cities and towns 
throughout the country. 

"I believe my professional plann¬ 
ing experience is unique in Win¬ 
chester." Kenney said. 

He said he has participated in 
many Planning Board projects, mak¬ 
ing a stricter site plan review process, 
planning a new multi-use district 
downtown, working toward low-to- 
moderate income housing, and advis¬ 
ing selectmen about the Woburn 
Loop.

She said the high school has allow¬ 
ed underqualified students into top 
courses, which has lowered the level 
of advanced classes. 

Edward O’Connell, a selectman 
now running for School Committee, 
disagreed. I le said all students should 
have the right to take any class, even 
if it’s over their heads. "Students 
should have the right to fail." said 
O'Connell. 

Winchester's low enrollment in the 
Northeast Regional Vocational School 
was also debated. 

Gatto suggested students should 
tour the school at a young age to see 
vocational school alternatives. 

O’Connell said students should be 
free to pursue their own interests, 
rather than be pushed into college. 


About 85 percent of Winchester High 
School students go on to higher educa¬ 
tion, O'Connell cited, yet he fears 
many may not succeed in college. 

"i would like to know how many of 
those youngsters become casualties 
in those post-secondary school 
years,” he said. 

Curran said he approves of voca¬ 
tional training to give students a 
"foundation in academics." He said 
students al a vocational school must 
not simply learn a trade, but “learn 
how to learn" by masterinng reading 
and writing skills.” 

During his forceful three-minute 
speech, Curran said he felt education 
is at a turning point. Ail children, in¬ 
cluding those with learning 
disabilities or handicaps, now have a

right to a “free, appropriate, least- 
restrictive education," he said. 

Curran, who has been an educator 
since 1949, said he believes in educa¬ 
tion “from the womb to the tomb.” I le 
also stressed the importance of basic 
reading and writing skills. 

Gatto said she is "committed to 
education in Winchester" and has at¬ 
tended School Committee meetings 
for six years. 

She emphasized "a new approach 
to problem-solving" as school enroll¬ 
ment declines and Proposition 24 
limits the budget. 

Gatto said she disapproves of clos¬ 
ing schools and cutting out classes. In¬ 
stead, she said, the School Committee 
should try sharing teachers and 
resources with other towns and en¬ 
courage cooperation from both 
universities and industry.

Also, Gatto said the School Com¬ 
mittee "must be made more accessi¬ 
ble." II elected, she said she would 
host monthly meetings for each 
school district. 

O’Connell emphasized his l(i years 
of experience in public office and in 
education.

Education. 

"I live education. I breathe educa¬ 
tion, I know education. I love educa¬ 
tion," he said. 

If elected, he said he would work 
to “expand the horizons" of education 
for till Students, regardless of intellec¬ 
tual applilude.

Muggia responded that a can¬ 
didate's capabilities, not a can¬ 
didate's sex. should decide the race. 

• I think all of us . . . are campaign¬ 
ing on our qualifications, she said. 

Tseckares drew applause when 
she slated. "II you get hung upon the 
fact that I'm a women and you don't 
vote for me. that's your problem, not 
mine." 

Asked to address the Proposition 
2* tax ceiling, none of the candidates 
said they would overturn the 
restriction. 

Muggia. however, said that it 
citizens voted to override the 
measure, she would "go along with 
it She said she thought the issue 
should be tackled in the state 
legislature rather than at the town 
level. 

During the lorum, the candidates 
also gave three-minute campaign 
speeches. 

Deering stressed Ins background 
as Town Meeting member, town 
study committee member, and cur¬ 
rent chairman of Town Day. By pro¬ 
fession, he said, he is an electrical 
engineer in management 

Deering said a good selectman 
must never let personal preferences 
interfere with town decisions. He 
must understand all aspect of issues. 
Deering added, and work toward 
••good, objective governing." 

He said he joined the race because 
•| have a desire to see the town grow 
and propser and move forward 
again.” 

Lombardi, meanwhile, cited his 
experience in town government as a 
plus. 

Lombardi said the town “must 
maintain strict control" over plans to 
sell the Woburn Loop, an undeveloped 
strip of land parallel to Main St. 
recently purchased by the town. 

The rights of abutters to the pro¬ 
perty, he said, must be protected. 

On the Winchester Fells, Lombar¬ 
di said he would await a town study 


committee report to evaluate use of 
the land, which surrounds Win¬ 
chester’s reservoir. 

He said selectmen have worked 
toward approving liquor licenses for 
three restaurants in the town center. 
He also said "selectmen have been 
busy reviewing applications for the 
establishment of Winchester's first 
package store." 

Muggia, rather than discuss 
specific issues, opted for creating 
broad policy guidelines. 

"Decisions are best made in a 
framework of goal-setting and policy¬ 
making," she slated. She suggested 
a land-use policy for evaluating open 
acreage, the Fells nature preserve 
and the Woburn Loop property. 

She also suggested establishing a 
"policy framework" for management 
personnel. 

Muggia said selectmen should pro¬ 
ject “a very strong feeling of mutual 
respect” to people addressing the 
board, regardless of their position or 
background. 

She also cited her two-year ex¬ 
perience on the Finance Committee 
and her 20 years with the League of 
Women Voters. 

Tseckares outlined several 
specific goals for the town during her 
address. 

If elected, she said she would work 
toward "a clean Wedge Pond; litter- 
free and attractive open space; well- 
planned playing fields; public 
buildings with handicapped access" 
and "a refurbished downtown.” 

Tseckares also said she would 
work to ensure residents’ rights to 
meet with Selectmen. "1 think that 
people should have a board of select¬ 
men that puts citizens at ease,” she 
added.

Elements For 
Pleasing Room Design 


No matter how wonderful, sleek, 
stylish or eyecatching your furniture 
might be, it simply isn't going to look 
as smashing as it should if it isn’t ar¬ 
ranged properly. 

To be quite frank, having lovely 
funiture but paying no mind to its ar¬ 
rangement is like spending $40,000 on 
a Mercedes and littering it with gooey 
hamburger wrappers from weeks of 
quickie lunches at fast-food factories. 

When getting ready to arrange 
rooms, Better Homes and Gardens' 
“New Decorating Book" recom¬ 
mends that you pay special attention 
to three things: convenience, comfort 
and composition. 

Ask yourself some basic questions 
before you get started. If you’re work¬ 
ing with the living room, for instance, 
how do you want it to work for fami¬ 
ly and guests? Do you do a lot of 
entertaining? Plan to serve dinner in 
the living room? How much seating 
is required and how much open floor 
space? Need a spot for music or hob¬ 
bies? Will the television have to go in 
the living room? 

Take into consideration the height 
of walls, architectural features, size 
of windows and doors, fireplaces and 
built-ins. They all have an impact on 
what you can do and how the room 
eventually will look. 

A room qualifies as being conve¬ 
nient if its arrangement promotes 
easy flow of traffic. For example, 
don’t block a shelf, built-in window or 
closet you need to get to from time to 
time. Keep traffic lanes at least 3 feet 
wide. Allow double a door’s width for 
its clearance. 

It’s a great help to design a room 
around a focal point. In a living room, 
the focal point might be a fireplace, 



a large window with a view or, 
perhaps, the television. 

If the room doesn’t have a natural 
focal point, create one. Hang a 
dramatic painting or lay a stunner of 
an Oriental carpet, then arrange the 
furniture around it. An imposing 
piece of furniture such as an armoire 
can work the same way. 

Once you’ve got your focal point, 
things should begin to fall into place. 
In a living room, seating pieces 
should go into place first because 
they’re usually the largest and most 
important. 

Keep in mind these other basic 
rules as you move along. End tables 
should be approximately as tall as the 
sofa or chairs they're serving. To en¬ 
courage conversation, chairs 
shouldn't be positioned more than 8 
feet apart. And don’t place chairs in 
a straight line. They should come 
close to facing each other to facilitate 
easy eye contact. 


Set a coffee table 14 to 18 inches out 
from a sofa so there’s enough 
legroom. And make sure all seating 
pieces have a table within reach for 
glasses, ashtrays and lighting. 

The elements of proper composi¬ 
tion include balance, scale, color and 
pattern. 

To be well balanced, a room 
should have a pleasing combination 
of large- and small-scale furnishings 
and accessories. 

Scale plays a major role in balan¬ 
cing a room. You’re not going to get 
the same feel of heft from a high-back 
wing chair. However, in a smaller 
room, where you probably won’t want 
a hefty feeling, the open-arm chair 
would work nicely, as would glass or 
acrylic tables. 

Color also can help balance a room 
visually. Make it dark and strong 
when you want to anchor part of a 
room and give it enough visual weight 
to balance off another area. Dark 
upholstery on an otherwise uninspired 
chair will give it character. 

Reverse the process and make a 
large piece of furniture seem to 
disappear. Try covering a chunky 
sofa in the same color or pattern as 
the wall covering the sofa rests 
against. Bingo. The sofa seems to flow 
into the wall and out of the cumber¬ 
some class.

The Impeccable Lacquer 
Finish — Oriental Style 



For centuries the Chinese have 
been using natural lacquer to finish 
their beautiful handcrafted rosewood 
furniture. Natural lacquer is an ex¬ 
udate from the “Lacquer tree" which 
is indigenous to China. It is collected 
in much the same way as latex, is 
partially evaporated in the sun, and 
is very expensive. 

After the final scraping and shap¬ 
ing of the first coarse sanding, a 
lacquer-based filler is applied to fill 
the characteristic open grain of 
Rosewoods.

The furniture is again sanded 
and a second application of the filler 
is made which is in turn sanded when 
dry, with successively finer grade 
abrasives. The first layer of lacquer 
is then applied to seal the grain. After 
sanding with flour paper, if the color 
of the wood is to be changed, aniline 
dye is painted on and rubbed down. 
Then the polishing begins with suc¬ 
cessive application of clear lacquer. 
This will be after a minimum of four 
coatings, a total of seven applications 
of lacquer. 

The finish that results from all this 
hard work has some remarkable pro¬ 
perties. Not only is it heat-proof, but 
it is not permanently marked by a wet 
glass or hot wet pan. The surface is 
not as hard as a Polyurethane lac¬ 
quer, but small scratches will polish 
out. 

Above all, the natural quality of 
the finish allow it to mature with age 
and wear, so that when the products 
of today become the antiques of the 
future, the sun-bleached gold of 
Rosewood will be enhanced by the 
patina of the natural lacquer.

Coromandel Screens 
And Other Furniture 


Understanding the differences bet¬ 
ween carpeting styles and their ap¬ 
propriate uses can help a consumer 
make a wise purchase and, conse¬ 
quently, the best carpet investment. 

“A smart shopper should learn as 
much as possible about carpeting 
before making a purchase,” said 
Marti Hill, creative director for 
Galaxy Carpet Mills Inc., a carpet 
manufacturer. 

One of the basic decisions to be 
made before buying carpet is the style 
of carpet you want. There are four 
major styles from which to choose, 
each with a distinctive look. They are 
cut pile, cut and loop, frieze and level 
loop. 

The most popular style of 
carpeting is cut pile, where all the 
tufts or ends of the carpet yarn are cut 
to the same height. Within the cut pile 
category are saxonies and velvets. 
Hill suggests saxonies for casual set¬ 
tings, but this versatile style can be 
used in almost any room. 

Velvets have a tighter, denser con¬ 
struction with a smooth, velvet finish. 
Each tuft is indistinguishable. 
Because they offer a broad sweep of 
color that shows off furniture 
dramatically, velvets are recom¬ 
mended for formal, elegant en¬ 
vironments. 

Cut and loop has both cut and un¬ 
cut looped tufts of varying heights. 
This carpeting often is multicolored, 
which hides dirt and traffic patterns. 
This style therefore is easy to main¬ 
tain and appropriate for casual living, 
Hill said. 

Frieze often has a nubby texture 
with tightly twisted tufts of yarn. 
Friezes come in a variety of pile 
heights and are very rugged, blending 
well in contemporary settings. 

Level loop is a tight, looped con¬ 
struction that’s perfect for hallways, 


kitchens, basements and other heavy- 
traffic areas that require extreme 
durability. 

“Level loops are the easiest style 
of all to maintain,” Hill said. “But 
there is a disadvantage. They don’t of¬ 
fer the warmth or comfort of a sax¬ 
ony, velvet or cut and loop.” There 
is a vast selection available within 
each style to suit your taste and your 
family’s lifestyle. Shop intelligently 
for the best carpet investment. 

Once you’ve made that invest¬ 
ment, care for it properly. 

Regular cleaning and 
maintenance are required to protect 
your investment. A clean carpet not 
only keeps a good appearance, it adds 
years to its life. 

There are three important factors 
to consider in carpet care - regular 
vacuuming, spill and stain removal 
and periodic shampooing. 

A carpet wears out from a com¬ 
bination of foot traffic and dirt par¬ 
ticles that get trampled deep within 
the pile. These particles scrape and 
cut away at the carpet fibers, wear¬ 
ing them away and dulling the color 
of the carpet. 

Regular vaccuming is the best 
way to protect your carpet, according 
to The Complete Book of Carpeting, 
a booklet published by the Du Pont 
Carpet Fibers Division. A light 
vacuuming twice a week and a more 
thorough job once weekly will keep a 
carpet in tip-top shape. A light 
vacuum is three passes of the 
machine. A thorough job requires 
seven passes. 

The vacuum used should have a 
strong motor to remove not only sur¬ 
face dirt but also the penetrating par¬ 
ticles that slowly wear out a carpet. 
A vacuum with a beater bar par¬ 
ticularly is effective for dirt that set¬ 
tles against the pile. 


A spill or stain left unattended can 
ruin a carpet. However, it is impor¬ 
tant to remember that most spills can 
be taken care of easily with prompt 
attention. 

The first step to take when a spill 
occurs is to blot it up gently. Do not 
rub or brush the spot, but use a blot¬ 
ting or dabbing motion. Use a spoon 
or the back of a knife for spills of 
semisolids or greasy substances. If a 
stain remains after these procedures, 
some special attention is required. 

Most carpets need shampooing 
every one to three years. When your 
carpet starts to look dull, it's time for 
a shampoo. Thorough carpet sham¬ 
pooing is best handled by profes¬ 
sionals, but there are a number of 
methods for do-it-yourselfers. 

For lightly soiled carpet, con¬ 
sumers can use a foam spray or a dry 
powder. Homemakers looking for a 
more professional-type job can rent 
a wet shampoo or a steam carpet 
machine. Care must be taken with 
this equipment to prevent possible 
mildew. 

If you’re looking for the services 
of a professional carpet cleaner, first 
check with friends and neighbors who 
have had a good job done. Get a few 
estimates to be sure the price is fair. 

Wall-to-Wall carpeting has to be 
cleaned at home. However, if your 
carpeting can be moved, it is best to 
send it out to be cleaned. In a carpet 
cleaning facility, your carpet will dry 
faster and there is no chance of 
damage to the backing.

Oriental furniture is quickly 
becoming more in demand in this 
country particularly since trade with 
China is opening up. One beautiful 
and popular item is the coromandel 
floor screen. Coromandel lacquer 
screens and furniture were a 17th cen¬ 
tury innovation in the art of Chinese 
lacquer. This art was dubbed ‘Cor¬ 
omandel’ after the name of the port, 
near Madras, where the screens and 
furniture were dispatched to the 
Western world by European mer¬ 
chants. The arrival of Coromandel 
lacquer works into Europe started a 
vogue for lacquer furniture which 
strongly influenced the work of 
British and French furniture makers 
of the period. 

THE ORIGINAL TECHNIQUE. The 
wood base was covered with jute 
paper which was mounted onto the 
wood by using a mixture of organic 
glue and finely powderd slate laid on 
with a spatula. When it was complete¬ 
ly dry, the surface was leveled by rub¬ 


bing down with a small hempan bag 
filled with ash, until a smooth finish 
was obtained. I the same manner, a 
total of seven layers of powdered slate 
were applied onto the wood. Then 
several layers of lacquers were ap¬ 
plied until about 1/8 of an inch 
thickness was built up. The glossy 
surface of the lacquer was then ton¬ 
ed down to a soft matt surface by 
polishing with a ball of human hair 
wetted with soap. 

A design, which was later to be 
carved, was drawn on the tissue 
paper and glued over the lacquer sur¬ 
face as a guide to the carving. 

Then the artist cut his design on 
the lacquer, gradually engraving it 
deeper and deeper, but with care not 
to cut into the wood. The incisions 
were made shallow and deep accor¬ 
ding to the effect desired. Finally, 
tempera colors were dropped into the 
sculptured recessed areas to com¬ 
plete the art work.

WASHINGTON — When New 
York architect Donna Goodman 
thinks of 21 st-century America, she 
sees cities afloat on the oceans. 

Designed like oil rigs, extending 
from the sea floor to several stories 
above the surface, the cities she en¬ 
visions house 20,000 to 30,000 
people, "There would be whole 
complexes with industries, univer¬ 
sities, even resorts, all connected by 
bridges and equipped with ports," 
says Goodman, whose study of 
philosophy guides her designs for 
the future. 

But her vision of floating cities 
is based more on practicality than 
philosophy. By the first half of the 
next century, some futurists 
predict, the sea's raw materials will 
be in heavy demand, and 
economics will require on-the-spot 
facilities for extracting minerals, 
manufacturing drugs, refining 
energy, and cultivating fish. 

Houston architect Larry Bell 
foresees steady movement of 
Americans to deserts, the Arctic 
and Antarctic regions, and outer 
space. ' As Earth's accessible 
resources are depleted, there will be 
more interest in hostile en¬ 
vironments," Bell says. 

Most experts agree that 
American settlements in space are 
only a question of time. The goal of 
the L-5 Society of Tuscon, Ariz., for 
example, is to hold a meeting up 
there someday. 

Other projections are more ear- 
thbound. One of them envisions 
housing for thousands, perched on 
gigantic, bridgelike structures span¬ 
ning waterways or overcrowded 
cities and accessible by super¬ 
elevators. 

The majority of Americans, 
however, will continue to dwell on 
the ground level of mainland LI.S.A. 
But several trends are pushing 
populations in new directions and 
scrambling traditional settlement 
patterns. 


During the 1970s, for the first 
time in more than a century, the 
rural areas of the United States 
grew faster than metropolitan 
areas. Today, for the first time in 
history, more than half of the U.S. 
population lives in the South and 
West. 

Divorces are at an all-time high, 
household sizes hovering at an all- 
time low. And the age distribution 
is odd — a bulge of people born 
during the post-World-War-ll baby 
boom sandwiched between smaller 
numbers of older and younger peo¬ 
ple. Aged baby-boomers will help 
raise the median age to 41 in the 
year 2030, compared with 28 in 
1970. 

But just when demographers 
thought they had established the 
country's new direction for the 
future — away from cities and 
toward rural areas — an old trend 
reappeared. Census Bureau figures 
for the early 1980s show 
metropolitan areas gaining faster 
than rural areas. 

"I suspect the move-to-the- 
country phenomenon was short¬ 
lived," says Richard A. Engels, 
assistant chief of the population 
division of the Census Bureau. 

But other deomographers say 
rural areas will continue to draw 
people at the expense of cities, for 
a variety of reasons. 

"If you ask in surveys where 
people would prefer to live, they ex¬ 
press a much greater preference for 
rural lifestyles than for big cities." 
says Dr. Larry Long of the Census 
Bureau's Center for Demographic 
Studies. Rising affluence, he says, 
will free some future Americans 
from the congestion, pollution, and 
crime that lower the quality of life 
in many big cities. 

The U.S. economy, in metamor¬ 
phosis from an industry-based 
system to a service-oriented one, is 
altering workers' living patterns. 
Densely packed Northern cities are 
less appropriate for today's society, 
in which more than half the jobs re¬ 


quire no regular supply of raw 
materials. 

"Today's workers don't have to 
gather around resources like coal, 
iron, railroads, or shipping lanes," 
Long says. "You can manufacture 
silicon chips almost anywhere." 

Sophisticated communications 
systems are helping spread people 
even more widely apart, just as 
transportation developments, chief¬ 
ly superhighways, helped create ur 
ban sprawl after World War II. 

"The information revolution is 
continuing what the car and elec¬ 
tricity did to spread the population 
out," says Dr. William Alonso of 
Harvard University's Center for 
Population Studies. "For example, 
call a company's 800 phone 
number, and the operator may be 
anywhere." 

Honeywell Inc. is typical of the 
fragmentation. Fewer than one-fifth 
of its 94,000 employees live and 
work in Minneapolis, the company's 
headquarters city. Its products — 
computers, automated control 
systems, and weapons — are made 
at plants scattered around the 
globe, and employees com 
municate by phone, electronic mail, 
and teleconference. 

"Telecommuters," people who 
work mostly at home, using 
telephone-linked computers, may 
take some of the sting out of future 
rush hours. They may live in "in¬ 
telligent" houses whose computer 
"brains" automatically control the 
interior environment, from ther 
mostats to stove burners. 

Today's family room may be 
tomorrow's "media room," where 
the family will gather to use 
telecommunications and 

electronic-entertainment devices, 
suggests Washington architect Roy 
Mason. As the room's walls change 
color — the computer's response to 
the resident's changing moods — 
another part of the house brain 
might be scanning computerized

lists of repairmen to fix a newly 
detected leak in the roof. 

Americans who leave the house 
for work or entertainment won't 
have far to go, according to the 
scenario outlined by Dr. Charles L. 
Leven, director of Washington 
University's Institute for Urban and 
Regional Studies in St. Louis. 

Future metropolises, he says, 
will likely consist of chains of small, 
compact residential and employ¬ 
ment centers. Some of the chains 
will be several hundred miles long. 
Much of the land between centers 
will be dedicated to rural uses such 
as farming. 

It's not so much that people are 
returning to rural life, Leven 
believes, but that the metropolises 
are displacing the countryside. 
Nearly all of the next century's 
farmers will live in these "urban" 
areas, and by 2020 the concept of 
suburbs will be obsolete, he pre¬ 
dicts. 

Some cities in the Southwest, 
the nation's fastest-growing region, 
already have the sprawling look of 
the future. Long of the Census 
Bureau sees hope for some of to¬ 
day's withering cities, but believes 
the disparity between declining 
Northern cities and boom towns of 
the South and West will continue in¬ 
to the 21st century. 

The Census Bureau forecasts 
that the West will still lead in 
population growth, followed by the 
South. Expansion of the Northeast 
and North Central regions is ex¬ 
pected to be negligible. 

California will still be the most 
populous state in 2000, the bureau 
says, but Texas and Florida are ex¬ 
pected to push New York from se¬ 
cond down to fourth place. Alaska 
will lose the distinction of having 
the nation's tiniest population; Ver 
mont is projected to be at the bot¬ 
tom in 2000. 

In terms of percentage growth, 
Nevada will expand fastest between 
now and 2000, followed by Wyom¬ 
ing, Arizona, and Utah, according 
to census projections. 

Is Nevada ready? “We welcome 
new industry, but we want to 
preserve Nevada's unique lifestyle 
and not end up with huge 
metropolitan areas and their ac 
companying traffic and smog," says 
Karen Galatz, executive aide to 
Nevada Gov. Richard Bryan. 

Population growth is already 
taxing some citiy services to the 
limit Phoenix, for example, swell¬ 
ed by more than 1,000 percent bet¬ 
ween 1940 and 1980, from 65,414 
fo 789,704. Pima County, Ariz., 
which includes Tuscon, is expected 
to triple in population in the next 
50 years. 

"No area can grow in the man¬ 
ner of many Southern and Western 
cities without taking on the disad¬ 
vantages of the North and East."

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Ancient Scene Belies 
Modern River Troubles

CHANGSHOU — Deep in 
China's Sichuan Province, the 
Yangtze River runs swiftly, crowd¬ 
ed in by hulking blue mountains 
and terraced orange orchards that 
climb skyward, then vanish in a 
chilling fog. 

Ducks and sampans bob in the 
rushing water, caught here and 
there by shafts of sunlight that stab 
through the swirling clouds. From 
the bridge of an "East Is Red" river 
steamer, a passenger takes in the 
scene, reminiscent of an ancient 
Chinese landscape painting. 

Then the ship rounds a bend, 
and the town of Changshou comes 
into view. It is a jumble of ram¬ 
shackle brick factories and 
smokestacks, perched high on a 
stone mountain. In the midst of the 
factories, a pagoda leans at an 
angle, a cultural derelict almost 
obscured by the haze of yellow 
smoke that envelops the town. 

Downstream, another factory 
dumps effluent from a pipe in the 
mountainside. The waste liquid 


steams as it meets the cool air, 
tumbles down the bank, and 
spreads into the Yangtze, forming 
great blobs of yellow foam on the 
current. As far as the eye can see, 
the foam clings to the Changshou 
bank of the river. 

The Yangtze, 3,900 miles long, 
is one of the worlds' mightiest 
rivers, flowing through the most 
populous region of the most 
populous nation on earth. But the 
river is also one of the worlds dir¬ 
tiest: Its waters serve as highway 
and sewer for one-third of China. 

People use the Yangtze, as they 
do the Grand Canal and Yellow 
River, for haulilng cargo, dumping 
trash, brushing teeth, washing 
clothes, rinsing food, catching fish. 

Though not as heavily silted as 
the Yellow, the Yangtze runs thick 
with sediment, a result of deforesta¬ 
tion: It carries more than twice the 
annual soil runoff of the Mississip¬ 
pi — about the volume of material 
it took to build the Great Wall. 

This same great current is a 
source of drinking water for

millions — and, for a number of 
others, a final resting place. 

"We see a lot of bodies in the 
water, nine or ten on the usual trip- 
from Chongqing to Yichange," says 
Xiong Weimin, a steamer captain 
who has worked on the Yangtze for 
more than 30 years. "Most of them 
drown when their boats turn over, 
or when kids try to swim in big 
water." 

Most drownings occur in sum¬ 
mer when heavy rains swell the 
river, raising its level by as much as 
100 feet in some sections. In 
autumn, when the rains subside and 
the water is lower, fewer people 
drown. 

China can do little to prevent 
such deaths. But after years of 
neglect, the country is mounting a 


major effort to cleanse the Yangtze. 
The cleanup focuses on the 
964-mile stretch between Chongq¬ 
ing and Shanghai. 

"That part is the most seriously 
polluted," says Fang Ziyun, who 
heads the anti-pollution program of 
the Yangtze River Valley Planning 
Office in Wuhan. Fang, an engineer, 
says that most pollution comes 
from industrial waste water. Some 
90 percent of all the industrial 
discharge flowing into the river is 
untreated. 

To correct that problem. Chino 
now requires new factories to in 
elude a pollution-control strategy in 
their construction plans. "We help 
them meet national standards of 
design, construction, and opera¬ 
tion," says Fang. "We also try to 
control their site selection. II the 


plans do not include pollution- 
mitigation measures, we can stop 
construction." 

To monitor pollution from ex¬ 
isting sources. Fang's unit takes 
monthly water samples from 215 
permanent stations scattered 
throughout the vast Yangtze 
drainage basin. China also uses 
specially equipped ships for mobile 
monitoring. 

Fang takes a visitor aboard one 
such vessel, the research ship 
Evergreen, moored at Wuhan. 
Evergreen plies the lower reaches 
of the Yangtze, measuring con¬ 
taminants such as human waste, 
heavy metals, and pesticides. 

"We have 20 scientists and 20 
crewmen," says Fang as he tours

cabins outfitted with spectrometers, 
fish tanks, and microscopes. 

When Fang's scientists identify 
a polluting industry, his agency im¬ 
poses a fine and a deadline for 
cleanup. Then the government 
returns 60 to 70 percent of the fine 
to the company to pay for new 
pollution-control devices. The rest 
of the fine, Fang says, goes to the 
municipality in which the industry 
is located. The municipality uses 
that money for treatment of 
sewage, which flows raw into the 
river from most cities. 

And what happens if an industry 
does not cooperate? 

"If an industry pollutes the water 
seriously, we can stop their opera¬ 
tions," says Fang. Asked how many 
industries had been forced to cease 
operations, he says his agency clos¬ 
ed a factory near the city of Guilin 
in 1983. Such action is rare. Most 
industries try to clean up. Fang 
says. 

Although China's pollution- 
control measures have been in 


practical effect only since the first 
of this decade, Fang already credits 
the program with improved water 
quality around the city of Wuhan 
and at nearby Lake Tai, which is 
linked to the Yangtze by the Grand 
Canal. 

The 1,100-mile canal, on an¬ 
cient engineering feat that links 
Hangzhou to Beijing, is now severe¬ 
ly polluted with industrial runoff 
and human wastes. One sees red- 
lettered signs warning people not to 
wash eating utensils, laundry, or 
night-soil buckets in the canal. 
Then one sees people doing all of 
those things. 

Gradually, however, the govern¬ 
ment is draining and cleaning the 
most severely polluted sections of 
the canal in tourist-oriented cities 
such as Suzhou and Yangzhou. And 
plans call for a cleanup of the en¬ 
tire canal. 

"For the future, we are very op¬ 
timistic," says Fang. "We have 
learned that the people who suffer 
most from pollution are those who 
work closest to its sources."

In Lexington 



Paul Revere's handwritten ac¬ 
count of his famous ride to Lex¬ 
ington, John Adams' draft copy of 
the Declaration of Independence, 
and Elbridge Gerry's copy of the 
Constitution are among the rare 
treasures that will be exhibited at 
the Meseum of Our National 
Heritage in Lexington for two days 
only in honor of Patriot's Day and 
the museum's 10th anniversary. 

On loan from the Massachusetts 
Historical Society, the exhibit will 
also include George Washington's 
handwritten text of his impassion¬ 
ed Newburgh Address and Colonel 
William Prescott's sword, worn at 
the Battle of Bunker Hill. 

The items, which have never 
been in Lexington, will be shown on 
Sunday, March 31, and Saturday, 
April 13, only. Hours are noon to 5 
p.m. March 31, and 10 a.m. to 5 
p.m. April 13. 

Historian Robert Middlekauff, 
director of the Huntington Library 
in California, will discuss "Legends 
of the Founders" March 31, at 3 
p.m. at the museum. The free lec¬ 
ture is cosponsored by the 
Massachusetts Historical Society 
and supported by a grant from the 
Lowell Institute. 

Middlekauff's 1982 book. The 
Glorious Cause: The American 
Revolution, 1763-1789, is the first 
published volume in the Oxford 
History of the United States. The 
library he directs has a large collec¬ 
tion on British and American 
history and literature. 

Also in honor of the 10th an¬ 
niversary of the Museum of Our Na¬ 
tional Heritage and Patriot's Day, a 
special celebration will be held 
April 13. 

Featured speakers will include 
Congressman Samuel Stratton of 
New York and James Morton 
Smith, former president of the 
Henry Francis duPond Winterthur 
Museum and a member of the Lex¬ 
ington museum's advisory board. 

The Lexington Bicentennial 
Bank will perform. The public is in¬ 
vited to share a piece of the 
museum's birthday cake. 

Also in conjunction with 
Patriot's Day. the museum is featur¬ 
ing a year long exhibit about Ben¬ 
jamin Franklin. "Useful Knowledge 
and Publick Good: Dr. Franklin 
Considered," highlighting the life 
and times of the Boston native, is 
the 100th exhibit to be mounted at 
the museum in its first decade. 


Revere’s Ride 

"Having a little leisure, I wish to 
fullfill |sicj my promise, of giving 
you some facts, and Anecdotes, 
prior to the Battle of Lexington, 
which I do not remember to have 
seen in any history of the American 
Revolution," wrote Paul Revere c. 
1798 to Jeremy Belknap, cor¬ 
responding secretary of the 
Massachusetts Historical Society. 

Three accounts of his famous 
ride on display include the letter to 
Belknap and two depositions he 
prepared about 1775. 

At that time, the Massachusetts 
Provincial Congress was gathering 
eyewitness accounts to prove that 
the British fired first at Lexington. 
On the morning of April 16, 1775, 
Revere first went to Lexington to 
warn John Hancock and Samuel 
Adams, who were hiding out there, 
about rumors that the British were 
about to attack. 

He returned to Boston that night 
and arranged for the lantern signals 
in North Church. 

On the 18th, Revere began his 
ride to Concord. 

He escaped capture near Med¬ 
ford and met Hancock and Adams 
in Lexington. 

Together with Dr. Samuel 
Prescott and William Dawes, they 
headed toward Concord. 

Midway between Lexington and 
Concord. Revere was captured by 
the British. 

After his release, he walked 
back to Lexington. 

Declaration Of 
Independence 

John Adams sent the exhibited 
copy of the Declaration of In¬ 
dependence to his wife Abigail in 
Quincy, Massachusetts, early in Ju¬ 
ly 1776. 

After Thomas Jefferson drafted 
the document on June 1 1. announ¬ 
cing American independence to the 
world, he showed it to Adams. 


John Adams proposed a few 
changes and sent this copy to his 
wife Abigail before showing the 
draft to Benjamin Franklin, who 
also made a few changes. 

Congress voted independence 
on July 2, 1776. 

Two days later they adopted the 
revised text of the declaration and 
ordered that broadside copies be 
printed and circulated. 

In mid-July, when the broad¬ 
sides reached Boston. Mrs. Adams 
wrote to her husband, commenting 
on the difference between the draft 
and the accepted version. She said 
she was "sorry that some of the 
most Manly Sentiments " had been 
deleted. 

Constitution 

1985 marks the beginning of 
the bicentennial celebration of the 
CJ.S. Constitution. 

On March 28. 1785, George 
Washington held a meeting at Mt. 
Vernon to resolve problems about 
commerce on the Potomac River 
and in the Chesapeake Bay. 

The Constitution was signed on 
September 17. 1787. 

After its ratification, the new 
federal government was 
established. 

Elbridge Gerry, among the 
Massachusetts delegates to the 
Constitutional Convention, refused 
to sign the newly-drafted Con¬ 
stitution. 

Though it is not clear why, it ap¬ 
pears that he believed that the Con¬ 
stitution was not appropriate to a 
republican people, according to 
Middlekauff in The Glorious Cause. 

The copy of the Constitution 
that will be displayed belonged to 
Gerry and carried his annotations. 

The first and second printings of 
the Constitution, of which Gerry's 
copy was one. were limited editions 
published for use by the members 
of the Constitutional Convention. 

Gerry's copies, dated August 6 
and September 13, 1787, respec¬ 
tively, and bound together, differ 
dramatically in language and intent 
in the oft-quoted introductory 
paragraph. 


Washington’s 
Newburgh Address 

I was among the first who em¬ 
barked in the cause of our common 
Country," George Washington said 
in his Newburgh address. 

One of the most moving 
speeches he ever made, the address 
was delivered to his officers at 
Newburgh, New York, on March 15, 
1783. in an attempt to squash the 
"Newburgh Conspiracy." 

The officers, angered by not be¬ 
ing paid for months and because 
Congress would not authorize pen¬ 
sions for them, wanted to revolt. 

Washington's speech made 
clear his opposition to military ac¬ 
tion against civilian authority and 
was a superb combination of leader¬ 
ship, timing, and drama. The of¬ 
ficers were persuaded to use 
moderate measures! 

Prescott’s Sword 

Colonel Prescott's sword, which 
he wore at Bunker Hill, was be¬ 
queathed to the Massachusetts 
Historical Society by his grandson, 
19th-century historian William 
Hickling Prescott. 

The sword is mounted in a 
crossed pattern with the sword of 
Mrs. W.H. Prescott's grandfather, 
Capt. Linzee of the British Royal 
Navy. 

Linzee commanded one of the 
enemy's ships during the Bunker 
Hill battle. 

Founded in 1975, the Museum 
of Our National Heritage is a 
museum and library of American 
history, featuring changing exhibits 
on America's growth and develop¬ 
ment from its founding to the 
present. 

It was the bicentennial project of 
the Scottish Rite of Freemasonry in 
the Northern Jurisdiction of the 
CI.S. 

The museum, located at 33 
Marrett Rd., Lexington, is open 
seven days a week. Admission and 
parking are free. Hours are Monday 
through Saturday, 10 a.m to 5 
p.m., April through October: 10 
a.m. to 4 p.m.. November through 
March. Sunday hours are noon to 5 
p.m. all year. Closed Thanksgiving, 
Christmas, and New Year's Day.

says Calvin L. Beale, head of the 
population section of the (J.S. 
Agriculture Department's 

Economic Research Service. 

Beale says the glow of the Sun 
Belt won't totally obliterate the 
North. "Indiana and Ohio aren't go¬ 
ing straight to hell," he says. 
"They're already working hard to 
develop alternate sources of 
employment and deal with their 
disadvantages." 


Even in Texas, one of the top 
three states in population growth, 
some residents are questioning the 
value of bigness. "People in 
Houston are saying that if they had 
wanted to live in L.A., they would 
have moved there in the first place," 
says Long of the Census Bureau. 
And the three-county area encom¬ 
passing Austin, Texas, a longtime 
resister of growth, is expected to 
double in population by 2000, 
reaching more than 1 million.

New Mexico might be near the 
top of the next century's growth list, 
when its wide-open spaces inherit 
the disenchanted overflow from 
neighboring Texas and Arizona, 
Long predicts. 

Water shortages are already 
casting doubt on the future growth 
of some Sun Belt states, especially 
Florida. But Long discounts 
forecasts that depleted water sup¬ 
plies will drive the population out 
of the region in the next century. 

"I don't adopt the gloomy 
scenario that one day in 2020, peo¬ 
ple in Arizona will turn on the water 
faucet, nothing will come out, and 
everyone will leave," he says. New 
management techniques will en¬ 
sure a steady, if expensive, water 
supply for the next century, he 
believes. 


New Mexico, Georgia, and the 
Carolinas will be destinations for 
the elderly, a growing segment of 
migratory Americans, says Dr. 
Jeanne Biggar, an associate pro¬ 
fessor of sociology at the Universi¬ 
ty of Virginia who follows the living 
patterns of the aging. The four 
states are among those making 
special efforts to build recreational 
communities for retired Americans. 

Elderly widows and other single 
people might make homes in 
"mingles" units, says Bruce Stokes, 
who made a global study of hous¬ 
ing for Worldwatch Institute. These 
dwellings, built for non-related peo¬ 
ple who can’t afford houses or con¬ 
dominiums of their own, would 
have two or more master bedrooms 
and a shared living room and 
kitchen. 


Condominiums still will be 
popular, but high-rise apartment 
buildings — the intended answer to 
a population crunch that never 
came — will be almost extinct, 
Stoke says. 

He and other housing specialists 
believe the 20th century's “dream 
home," with several bedrooms and 
multi-car garage, will be the 21st 
century's dinosaur. 

High prices of land, building 
materials, labor, and energy, they 
say, will make those new homes as 
undesirable as a gas-guzzler in an 
energy crisis. And falling birth rates 
may mean a dearth of buyers for the 
large homes already in existence. 

Some population directions will 
scarcely budge. The nation's 
population center is expected to be 
in eastern Missouri in 2000, only 40 
miles west of where it is today.

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Women Top Ticket In Three Big Races 

Muggia, Lombardi For Selectmen; 


Gatto, O’Connell For School Bd.

It was a good day for women can¬ 
didates. the top three vote-getters in 
Tuesday's town elections for Select¬ 
man, School Committee and Planning 
Board. 

In the selectman's race, Judie 
Muggia trounced her nearest com¬ 
petitor by a more than 500 votes, car¬ 
rying 2,225 votes. 

In the School Committee race, 
Cathy Gatto beat the runner-up by 
more than 700 votes. 

And, in the race for Planning 
Board, Marion Crandall came out 
almost 600 votes ahead. 

Incumbent Mark Lombardi won 
the second selectman's seat with 1664 
votes, edging past Lorna Tseckares 
by 55 votes. 

Selectman candidate Robert Deer- 
ing also made a strong showing, 
finishing 47 votes behind Tseckares. 

Former selectman Edward O’Con¬ 


nell won the second seat on the School 
Committee, defeating Francis X. 
Curran. 

With two Planning Board seals 
open, voters chose both incumbents. 
Crandall, with 2,395 votes, and Daniel 
Kenney, with 1,800 votes. 

Voter turn-out was 30 percent ac¬ 
cording to town clerk figures, up 
about five percent from last year’s 
election. 

Judie Muggia, celebrating at her 
Dartmouth St. home, said, "Winning 
is wonderful, and winning big is even 
better." 

Goals and policy are the ideas she 
plans to stress during her selectman’s 
term, she said. 

Only one other woman has served 
as selectman in Winchester, Barbara 
Hankins, who ended her tenure when 
she moved to Texas in the early 1970s. 

Meanwhile, Lombardi said in a 
midnight interview, "I came so close 


to losing I feel super that 1 won I 
know what a drowning man feels 
like." 

He said the conservative turnout 
was low. 

Lombardi said he doesn't plan to 
change his governing methods during 
his second term. "I only do it one 
way,” he said. 

lie based his campaign on his past 
performance, he said. "1 just had to 
run on my record. You either bought 
it or you didn't buy it." said 
Lombardi. 

Tseckares said of her loss. "I did 
not compromise my own integrity." 

She said she ran her campaign 
"the way I wanted to, and it that's not 
what the voters want, that's the way 
it is." 

"I would have won on my own 
terms and I lost on my own terms."

Assessor’s, Housing Race Upsets: 
Murphy, McCarthy To Take Seats

The Assessor’s Board race produc¬ 
ed one of election night's biggest 
upsets as John.). Murphy defeated in¬ 
cumbent Sherman R. Josephson by 
nearly 3(H) votes. 

As expected, James Blackham, a 
longtime library trustee, was re¬ 
elected to his post by a landslide. 

And, in a race without a clear 
front-runner, William McCarthy 
defeated Randolph Kazazian Sr. for 
a Rousing Authority post. 

Murphy received 1,95B votes to 
Josephson's 1.684; Blackham 
garnered 2,140 tallies to Beverly 
Itedegor’s 1,173 in the library trustee 
race; and McCarthy had 1,613 sup¬ 
porters to Kazazian's 1,416 in the 
Housing Authority contest, as of 3 
p.m. Wednesday. 


While victorious selectmen and 
School Committee candidates were 
celebrating Tuesday, the winners in 
these three races took the news in 
stride. 

A victorious Murphy said he felt 
“tired” and planned to take it easy 
after the time-consuming campaign. 

He said he had spent “every night 
and weekend" working on the 
assessor’s contest since he took out 
papers February 12. He has been sen¬ 
ding out cards, making calls and 
meeting voters. 

"I knew it would be tough fighting 
an incumbent and lifetime resident,” 
he added. "It was a lot of hard work. 
I was nervous all day.” 

His son John, 6, was the most ex¬ 
cited member of the family, he said, 
and asked Murphy Tuesday morning 


if he had won the election. 

Josephson, the defeated assessor's 
candidate, said ' a couple ot con¬ 
troversial abatements probably at 
fected” the outcome of the election. 

"I probably should have pul more 
time into the campaign." he added. 

Murphy said he faces a major 
challenge preparing the town for the 
1986 re-valuation. He said he will also 
work to elimininate existing ine¬ 
quities. 

Blackham, a library trustee for 15 
years, spent election night moving his 
possessions to a new home. 

"I was wondering how it came 
out," he said after being informed he 
had defeated Hedegor for the board 
position. “I really didn't have time to

Sewer Bills To Rise 


School Dept. Faces 
$19,300 EPA Penalty 


Paying For 

Water,

"Drip, drip" could mean "dollar, 
dollar” soon for local homeowners: 
water and sewer rates are going up. 

Winchester and the 59 other com¬ 
munities in the Greater Boston area 
are going to get much heftier hills for 
water and sewer services come 
November. 

And Winchester’s charges are go¬ 
ing up even more than the 28 percent 
average hike. Combined wholesale 
charges for water and sewer service 
are expected to rise 39 percent this 
year — and more every year. 

That means homeowners bills’ will 
go up, too. But not as much as the 
wholesale charges, officials said. 

And Winchester residents may not 
see the change in their water bills this 
year, says Jim Courchaine, the town's 
director of water and sewer services. 
No increase proposal was filed for the 
Town Meeting warrant. 

Arlington expects to increase its 
water and sewer rates by about 15 
percent; Belmont’s water and sewer 
rates may increase as much as 25 
percent. 

“We’ve only been in office 24 days, 
and we’re trying to get estimates done 
so the communities can go forward 
with planning their budgets," said 
Charles Lyons, an Arlington Select¬ 
man, and member of the Board of 
Directors of the new Mass. Water 
Resources Authority 

"But we tried for the highest 
ballpark figures we think we can ex¬ 
pect, so local officials won’t be sur¬ 
prised m November, when the bills 
come in from the Authority,” Lyons 
explained. 

“When we go over the budget line- 
by-line. the estimates should go down, 
not up," Lyons added. “Hut the fact 
is, water and sewer rates are going to 
go up for some time to come.” 

The new Massachusetts Water 


Resources Authority will take over 
ownership and operation of the 
Metropolitan District Commission’s 
water and sewer systems July 1. 

The (like in the wholesale price ol 
water and sewer service is one of the 
first acts of the Board of Directors. 

They voted Wednesday to raise 
sewer charges 36 percent, and water 
charges 18 percent, according to 
Lyons. 

That means Winchester will pay 
about $129,200 more for water and 
sewer services this year, for a total 
bill of more than $458,()<)<> 

But residents shouldn’t look at 
their own water and sewer bills for 
this year, and simply tack on another 
39 percent. 

"Those numbers are the wholesale 
rates the communities pay for water 
and sewer services,” Lyons cau¬ 
tioned. 


“In Arlington, for example, that 
only accounts for about 40 percent of 
the water and sewer rates," he ex 
plained. "The rest of what 
homeowners pay goes for labor and 
repairs to our system in town." 

Courchaine told The Star he is in 
the process of analyzing (lie actual 
costs of delivering water and sewer 
services to residents, hut does not yet 
know exactly what proportion ol 
homeowners' bills stem from the 
wholesale charges. 

"The average family of four in 
Arlington can expect to see about a 
$30 increase in their bills," Lyons 
said. “That breaks down to 60 cents 
a week — less than 2 1 _■ cents per per 
son, per day." 

This year's increase will not l>e tin- 
last, Lyons warned. 


"1 can sec il going up an average 
of 15 percent a year thereafter,” In- 
observed "When you build a sewage 
treatment plant ttiat adequately gets 
rid of human waste, instead ol dum 
ping it in someone’s front yard, il 
costs.” 

The Authority's interim stall 
estimated the increases lor the next 
five years at 15.2 percent, 12.87 per 
cent. 11.12 percent, 13.32 percent, and 
21.08 percent 

Those projected figures could go 
even higher il the federal Kn 
vironmental Protection Agency 
(EPA) refuses to extend Boston's 
waiver which runs out this mouth 
and requires the Authority to build 
a secondary sewage treatment plant 
EPA regional head Michael 
Deland indicated Saturday that he 
would reject the waiver application 
He compared the request to Inuld 
a pipe to earn sewage nine miles mil 
into Massachusetts Bay to 1970s pro 
jeets which allowed Midwestern in 
dustries to build "tail stacks" to 
disperse emissions higher into the at 
mosphere The tall stacks only ag 
gravated the acid ram problems of 
the Northeast 

"In elfect, if Mike Deland denies 
tiie waiver, and we have to build a 
secondary treatment plant, it could 
have cost implications into the year 
2030," Lyons said 

Metropolitan Boston is virtually 
the only East Coast city that has no 
secondary sewage treatment 
facilities 

The Mix' has been providing 
regional wholesale water and sewer 
services for nearly oo years. There 
are three primary sewage treatment 
plants, on I Jeer, Nut and Moon islands 
in Boston Harbor In lu-avy rains, the 
overburdened. outdated plants cannot

Edison Tax Rebate Riles Board, 
Prompts Memories Of ’82 Uproar 


BY ANNK MARIK RKIDY 

A 2-to-l vote by the Board ol 
Assessors to settle an appeal out ol 
court raised questions and hackles at 
two different meetings Monday night 

The extent of the settlement cans 
ed dissension among Ihe Assessors 
And the need for a settlement caused 
Selectmen lo revive criticisms of the 
firm that did the town s 1!)H2 revalua¬ 
tion. Pullen Associates. 

Assessors Sherman Josephson and 
George Andersen agreed to a com 
promise worked out with Boston 
Edison for four appeals dating back 
lo 19H1-B2. reducing the assessment ol 
the utility's Winchester property from 
$13.8 million to $>! million. 

That means Boston Edison will gel 
hack more than $493,000 of the taxes 
paid on their conduits, wires and light 
poles in budget years 1982. '83, '84 and 
'87. 

But Assessor Frank Mahoney 
voted against the agreement, because 
the proposal offered by Boston Edison 
also set this year's assessment at $3 
million. 

"We told him we’d do the other 
lour years, because he didn't have Ins 
depreciation figures ready. 
Mahoney insisted. "And I'm not sign 
ing any of those until we gel this 
straightened out. He's agreeing to 
live years, and I think we agreed to 
lour " 

Josephson and Andersen told 
Mahoney the fifth year was simply 
part of the agreement with Edison, 
and that it was not the lirst time the 
board had set an assessment early. 

"We’ve done I John J. I Riley’s '88 
assessment already." Andersen 
noted. 

Josephson urged the full agree¬ 
ment ; Mahoney wanted to wait until 
Edison provided this year’s deprecia¬ 
tion figures; Andersen argued the

through a memo by assistant assessor 
James Doherty lo Ihe Selectmen 
i Town t ’omptroller Joseph Bonner 
told the- Selectmen al that lime that 
the town accounts held aside lo pay- 
tor abatements and exemption will 
fall approximately Sino.ortn short of 
tlu- amount needed 

'That could boost the lax rate by 
12' • cents, costing the owner ol a 
$ 100,000 home an extra $12.70 in taxes 
The actual tax rale, however, 
depends oil the budget Town Meeting 
approves.' 



Josephson presented a short chart 
to the Selectmen, showing Edison's 
personal properly assessment in Bill I 
- less Ilian $3 9 million. Edison paid 
almost $225.(MH) m taxes 

' The 1982 revaluation increased 
(hat by a factor ol 4 77. lo $13 8 
million. Josephson pointed oul 
1982 was also the lirsl year the 
town was allowed lo elassily" tax 
businesses at a dillerent rale Ilian 
homeowners which caused 
Edison's fixes to increase by 07 per 
cent, to alinosl $372,000. Josephson 
said. 

I.asl year. Josephson said, the 
Assessors dropped Edison's assess 
ineiil lo $9 million arbitrarily 
"The reason we voted to reduce it. 
quite I rankly. un because we came 
lo Ihe conclusion llial >43 million 
figure was substantially loo high." 
Josephson told Hie Selectmen 

"And the Appellate Tax 
Board! \TB> was favoring Boston 
Edison in its decisions | in appeals ol 
oilier communities' assessments, I" 
Josephson added 

Moreover, the ATI’, bad been ban¬ 
ding down assessments elosei lo the 
net book value the cost of the equip¬ 
ment. minus depreciation. Just plison 
said "That would be closer lo $n 
million than $9 million 

Former 'town Manager Tom 
Groux was iiilortni d ol the cut in $9 
million. Josephson said. 

' We couldn't sec taking money in 
with one hand, am I handing it oul will i 
the other I in Ihe event the town lost 
its appeal. I" In- added 

The town also revel led to a single 
tax rale Ini both residences and 
businesses last year, causing I la- 
taxes paid by Edison to dip lo just 
over $2(19.000 

"And we slill had lour unresolved 
ATB ease,." Josephson observed. 
"We tried to settle with Edison, 
because Edison was winning case 
after case, and Robert I ’alien I ol fal¬ 
len Assoc I informed us that he would 
not qualify us nil expert w itness in Iliis 
case, despite his contractual oliliga- 
lion lo defend his as ;esonenl 

The Assessors would hav e had to 
spend nearly $ 100,000 lo hire an expert 
witness in the very specialized field 
of utilities assessments, pay for legal 
counsel, and pay 8 percent interest il 
they Insi the case. Josephson said 


.Selectman Wade Welch challeng¬ 
ed Josephson for culling the Edison 
assessment by $4 million, "with no 
concessions from Edison, and an open 
court ease." 

Selectman Michael Saraco blasted 
the Assessors for unanimously hack 
ing a single tax rate, wlu-n they knew 
Edison's tax payments would lx- drop 
ping substantially.

school hoard has to comply with the 
rule. I've got to make them do that 

"The question about the money is 
to some extent negotiable. We’re not 
doing this to make money," he said. 

Mitsakos called the KPA an¬ 
nouncement a surprise. 

He said the schools had received 
no communications from KPA since 
the agency investigator came last 
September. The KPA had been in- 
formed by letter of Winchester’s later 
compliance, Mitsakos said. 

Under KPA rules, asbestos 
contaminated-schools must: 

• Post notices in faculty, ad¬ 
ministration and custodial offices. 

• Notify employees of the 
presence of asbestos. 

• Distribute a one-page guide to 
custodians about reducing exposure 
to asbestos. 

• Notify parent-teacher associa¬ 
tions of investigations and analyses of 
asbestos done in the schools. 

Ciampa emphasized, "We get very 
excited about the requirement to 
notify people." 

Notification, he said, "is the guts 
of this whole regulatory program." 

Ciampa said the deadline for infor¬ 
ming school employees and parents 
was June 28. 15)83. 

Kor nearlv a vear after the 


deadline, he said his agency sent 
"nasty letters" to schools failing to 
comply. 

After that period, however, he said 
the agency decided to crack down on 
offenders with heavy penalties. 

Mitsakos blamed the school ad¬ 
ministration's state of flux during the 
summer of li)8:t for the communica¬ 
tions breakdown.

DPW Director Dominic Serratore 
said that once asbestos was found on 
school grounds in June. 15)83, it was 
covered or grounded to prevent 
flyaway particles. 

At Muraco School, he said, the 
DPW “encapsulated” the asbestos 
fire-proofing in a boiler room ceiling 
by spraying it with a sealant that 
prevents fibers from coming loose. 

In other local schools, he said, 
boilers and pipes that had been 
covered with asbestos were pasted 
over with a bonding agent similar to 
the one used at Muraco

Junior High Dances, 
Course Cuts Explained 


David B. Ackerman 
Ass’l Superintendent for 
Curriculum & Instruction 

Question: In general, how are high 
school graduation requirements 
established? How are (lie particular 
course contents determined? 

Answer: Graduation re¬ 

quirements are established by vote of 
the School Committee and then 
reviewed periodically. Such a review 
took place over the past two years. 

Developments at the regional, 
state, and national levels were ex¬ 
amined and weighed against our ex¬ 
perience with the high school's 
current set of requirements. 

After considerable discussion, 
several options were drafted by the 
administration. These were debated 
by the faculty and a sense-of-the- 
faculty vote was taken 

Meetings were also held with 
students and parent groups to ascer 
lain their ideas and reactions. The 
Winchester "Commission on Ex¬ 
cellence," appointed by the 
Superintendent of Schools, also con¬ 
tributed suggestions. 

The outgrowth of this entire pro¬ 
cess was a formal proposal from the 
administration to the School Commit¬ 
tee of requirements representing 
what ought to lie the minimum course 
requirements for any further 
graduate of Winchester High School. 

The contents of particular courses 
are determined by curriculum 
development teams of teachers and 
curriculum directors, based on a 
number of important factors, in¬ 
cluding: textbook content and em¬ 
phases; professional standards in 
each subject area; departmental and 
school goals; preparation for college 
admissions tests; reading ability and 
cognitive level of students; general 
understanding of subject matter, stu¬ 
dent needs and community expec¬ 
tations. 

In the Winchester Public Schools, 
course content is kept up-to-date 
through an active professional 
development program which involves 
the entire faculty, through updating 
of texts, and through periodic cur¬ 
riculum review and evaluation.

Question: How are the Junior High 
dances chaperoned and (if necessary I 
disciplined?

For minor disciplinary problems, 
one of the adults mentioned above 
speaks to the student concerning his 
or her behavior. If a major problem 
arises, parents are contacted and the 
student is sent home 

The major behavioral guidelines 
for all students are the following 

•Arrive at 7:30 p.m. and stay un 
til 10:30 p.m , unless special permis¬ 
sion has been granted to arrive later 
than 7:30 and unless the student is 
picked up by a parent Indore 10:30. 

•No running in the gym. 


•Stay oil the balcony and the top 
level of the bleachers. 

•Seventh and eighth graders living 
in Winchester but attending other 
schools may attend the dances but 
must be the specific responsibility of 
a McCall student.

A Horror Worse Than Imagination 


A kind of film is cir¬ 
culating just now that sounds 
more horrid than anything 
Hollywood could conjure up in 
its most grisly imaginings. 

It’s called “The Silent 
Scream”. 

In this film, which is no 
conventional film at all, but a 
series of ultrasound images 
made in a doctor’s office, a 
12-week-old fetus is shown be¬ 
ing pulled apart, as its chief 
promoter puts it, by the 
surgical instruments of an 
abortionist. 

The fetus seems to shrink 
from these instruments, ac¬ 
cording to this doctor. Then it 
opens its mouth in the 
soundless cry for which the 
piece is named. 

"The Silent Scream” is be¬ 
ing taken around by “Pro- 
Life” people and shown to 
legislators and other key 
figures in an attempt to 
outlaw once and for all in this 
country the practice of 
abortion. 

I haven’t seen the film, but 


I did hear the Moral Majori¬ 
ty’s Jerry Falwell debate its 
contents with Judy 
Goldsmith, President of the 
National Organization of 
Women. 

Though the debate was in¬ 
structive, I found myself 
growing angrier and angrier 
as I listened to it. 

Mr. Falwell suggested that 
women who find themselves 
with an unwanted pregnancy 
should simply arrange to 
have their babies adopted. He 
made little of the complica¬ 
tions involved in such a pro¬ 
cedure. Nor did he seem to 
know how many thousands of 
children each year go unplac¬ 
ed because they are regarded 
as undesirable, either 
because of their race or 
general health. 

Ms. Goldsmith, for her 
part, said that a 12-week-old 
fetus could feel neither fear 
nor pain. She said without the 
words to define such emo¬ 
tions, there could be no 
registering of them, that a 


fetus this age is not sentient, 
and can’t be described as hav¬ 
ing what we think of as con¬ 
sciousness. She speaks a 
medical truth, I suppose. I 
read later that some learned 
body of doctors maintained 
the same thing: the baby’s 
spasms were only animal 
reactions, they said. 

This is the place where my 
anger overwhelms me. 

I have been a “Pro- 
Choice” woman all my adult 
life — since I first became 
aware of the power of my own 
fertility, and the responsibili¬ 
ty 1 had to channel it. 

Now I discover that I’m all 
“Pro-Life.” 

I have seen four babies 
begun in this body since my 
marriage. I loved each one 
from the earliest weeks of its 
residence deep within me — 
the three live children who 
richen our days now, and that 
little fourth one who couldn’t 
quite take hold. 

I know that nothing on this 
earth is more sacred than the 


gift of life. We all know this, 
don’t we? 

Then why don’t we act that 
way? 

Why do we consent to live 
in a culture that leers at and 
preys upon and exploits our 
sexuality? 

The Falwells and the 
Goldsmiths could make com¬ 
mon cause, perhaps, and easi¬ 
ly, if — instead of debating 
what’s to be done about un¬ 
wanted pregnancies in this 
society — we directed our ef¬ 
forts at preventing them. 

Where is the birth control 
information for our young 
people? 

Where are the forums in 
which they can discuss and 
deal with their emerging sex¬ 
uality? Millions of teens, even 
in this advanced society, have 
regular, casual and un¬ 
protected intercourse. Where 
is the guidance that will help 
them to know better? 

More than that, where is 
the reverence for love and for 
the miracle of passing it on? 


Sex is a dirty joke in our 
society. It’s used by 
characters in movies and TV 
shows to gain control over 
others, to wield power, to en¬ 
chain. We have taken, in the 
twilight of this strange cen¬ 
tury, the most powerful force 
there is and used it to sell pan¬ 
tyhose. 

Sex is what we have in the 
face of death, it’s the ultimate 
hieroglyph, it’s God talking 
poetry. One minute — just the 
two of us; the next — the 
dawn of a life. Creating Adam 
out of the dust is no more 
miraculous. 

Let’s realize what we’re 
talking about here, and 
remake the culture from the 
ground up. 

Sex isn’t dirty; it’s as 
clean as the constellations. 
Let’s talk about it with our 
children; let’s respect it in out¬ 
lives. 

And make an end to the 
necessity for films like “The 
Silent Scream.”

From Bleak To Chic 


Hard Work Takes Rough Edges Off A Corner Bar

When .John Fallon bought Igoe’s Depot in Somerville three years ago, he 
had a vision of what he wanted the peeling old watering hole al the corner of 
Teele Square lo become. 

Fallon, a Manchester road resident, owns the now popular and successful 
"Rudy’s Cafe." And when he purchased what he described as "your local 
neighborhood sleaze bar," he had planned to turn it into a moderately priced 
“Tex-Mex” type of reslurant. 

Teele Square regulars and local merchants assured him that Rudy's would 
flop. 

Rut Fallon, in the restaurant business lor more than a decade, wanted a place 
of his own. And he had already looked all over the Boston area before he pur¬ 
chased Igoes. 

Ignoring all dire predict ions, Fallon rolled up his sleeves and went to w ork 

Slowly, the old Igoes began to Idl with ferns, trained paintings and a small 
service bar 

And in the midst of Teele Square, a decidedly untrendy setting in a working 
class, blue-collar city lined with rows and rows of triple decker homes and empty 
storefronts, Fallon began to create his vision 

"1 bought this location I think it was intuitive," Fallon says now. in a week 
day morning interview at Rudy's. "I tell that once the Red Fine extension to 
Somerville (in nearby Davis Square) was complete, there might be some 
changes in the neighborhood." 

Those changes did not take place overnight in either the restaurant, or 
Teele Square But soon the locals who used to frequent the bar, drinking tap 
beer and watching sports and MTV on a huge screen, were ousted 

Slowly, the crowd from Igoes was replaced by a well-dressed group ol 
Margarita drinkers and nacho nibblers, whom Fallon delicately refers to as 
"baby boomers'." 

"I don't like the word 'Yuppies'.” Fallon insists, glancing around the now 
empty restaurant. 

But the previous night, a suspiciously young and professional looking crowd 
had lined up outside the door waiting to be seated at a table. 


And Fallon himself, who at :$2 is in perfect physical shape, wears a neatly 
trimmed beard and simple, well tailored clothing. 

He looks a lot more at home with the crowd at Rudy's than he might have 
with the burly bunch who frequented Igoes 

Calm and collected on a recent busy weeknight, Fallon gracefully weaved 
his way in and out of the crowds, while carrying trays ol dishes, fixing a broken 
toilet, pouring drinks and seating customers. 

Fallon was so calm and assured that it seemed hard to believe that he had 
once struggled so much to see tiis project through. 


Slowly, the old Igoes bar 
filled up with ferns and 
framed paintings. 


The beginning was rough. Shortly after he first bought Igoes, it was robbed 
twice, Fallon had to work seven days a week, at a non-stop pace, trying lo make 
the physical changes and set tilings up the way he wanted them to be set up 
lie removed the floors and even parts ol the ceiling, lie painted the walls, 
but did not decorate them for several months. He took out the taps and cut the 
bar down to five stools. 

It took a while for the crowds to come. Many were skeptical about going 
out fora meal in Teele Square, where the only other restaurant. I he Teele Square 
Cafe, boasts "Food from the pan, not from the can," on a decaying sign 


It look an entire year ol backbreaking work, often fit) hours per week, before 
Fallon even drew a salary tor himsell 

Compounding Fallon's problems were groups ol lovnIs, some upset that their 
former watering hole was gone, who sometimes hung mil defiantly in front of 
Rudy's or pressed their noses in the windows, lo Hie chagrin of diners. 

Rut alter that lirsl year, the word was out Rudy's naehos were spicy, gooey 
and belter Ilian average, the "< 'himichangas." deep tried and stuffed with meat, 
beans or cheese and topped with sour cream, were inexpensive, tasty and filling 
Rudy's seemed like the kind of place where von could go for a quick, inex¬ 
pensive meal, or hang out with a group of friends alter a softball game, chom¬ 
ping naehos washed down with a bottle ol Dos Kquis or \nchor Steam Beer. 

II was lhe kind ol place lo bring a dale, your mother or an entire hungry 
family It even ollered a kiddy menu with reduced prices 

The lines began si retching out onto sidewalks once frequented only by 
adolescents on bicycles 

And what bad been "your basic neighborhood slee/.e bar." was on its way 
to becoming a popular restaurant where more than g.uno people per week 
are willing lo wait on long lines for naehos, burgers, frozen Margaritas and 
a choice ol 2H imported bottle beers 

Rudy's has been praised by The Boston Cilobc. The Phoenix, and Boston 
Magazine Alter the Globe's ('alendar magazine named Fallon's beef tacos "the 
best in Boston." I he crowds really started to grow. 

"Tins lias beyond my wildest expectations." he acknowledges 
But rtow, Fallon, who has a wife, I.aurie, and two young children, just wants 
to make sure that I he restaurant continues lo run smoothly 

"We don't want lo expand, except perhaps Hie wailing area he said. "Rut 
I am thinking ol opening another Rudy s i lo did not say where he would locate 
the new restaurant. 

Fallon would also like lo work a little bit less, and have more lime for work 
ing out, riding his motorcycle, and being with his la mi ly A ll hough lie still puts 
at least (ill hours a week into Rudy 's. Fallon is currently enjoy ing his success. 

"It's very gratifying to see something you started and built that is still grow 
ing and continuing to grow," he said.

Voter League Briefed 
On Legislative Issues 


Patriots' Trail Girl Scout Council, 
which includes Winchester scouts, 
has topped the $1 .(> million mark in its 
$2.r> million Capital Campaign. Funds 
raised in the campaign are being us¬ 
ed to restore and renovate council 
campsites and scout houses. 

The campaign was publicly laun¬ 
ched in March l(»H4 and is scheduled 
to run through January 1986. It is the 
first such campaign in the 70-ycar 
history of Girl Scouting in 
Massachusetts Funding support has 
come from large corporations, foun¬ 
dations. small businesses. Girl Scout 
families and friends. 

"We're very pleased with our pro¬ 
gress." said Jan Verhage the coun¬ 
cil's executive director. "The support 
that we've seen from eorporlions to 
Girl Seoul families has been tremen¬ 
dous." 

Construction has already liegun on 
Camp Virginia located in Bolton, 
which is the first campsite to receive 
campaign dollars.

Over 200 members of the League 
of Women Voters of Massachusetts 
met with their legislators to brief 
them on the League's l!)Hr> legislative 
priorities. League lobbying efforts 
during the coming year will concen¬ 
trate on four areas: elimination of 
discrimination against women in in 
surance. protection of the environ¬ 
ment through the safe disposal of 
hazardous and radioactive materials, 
sentencing reform, and mail in voter 
registration. 

The League supports two bills con 
corning women and insurance. One 
would prohibit discrimination against 
women in all types of insurance in 
areas of coverage, premium pay 
inent, and benefits. Another bill would 
require coverage for dependents for 
pregnancy and childbirth related 
benefits. 

With respect to environmental 
legislation, the League has supported 
and continues to work for a bill to per¬ 


mit the Department ol Environmen¬ 
tal Qualify Engineering to levy fines 
againsl polluters who violate en 
vironmenlal laws and regulations 

League members will also work 
for legislation that would create a 
statewide system for household 
hazardous waste collection programs 
in local communities. The League 
also expects to take action on legisla¬ 
tion concerning siting for a facility for 
safe disposal of that waste which will 
he introduced by the Special 
Legislative Commission on Low 
Level Radioactive Waste Disposal. 

The League ol Women Voters will 
continue to work for a presumptive 
sentencing package which would 
create uniform ranges ol sentences, 
and which would encourage 
rehabilitation, and the use of alter 
native sentences. 

Consist an! with ils perennial goal 
of increasing the numbers of 
registered voters, the League of 
Women Void's supports the establish¬ 
ment of a system for mail-in voter 
registration" The League believes 
that such a system would ease dil 
ficulties in registering due to limited

Reading Between The Lines 


James Fiore Says Palms 
Are A Mirror Of The Mind

Traditionally, people consult X- 
rays, I.Q. scores and stock charts for 
tips abou! the future. 

James Fiore looks at people's 
hands. 

Yet Fiore doesn't believe in 
predicting disasters, downfalls or 
death. He says hands reflect thoughts 
and feelings, not destiny. 

Palms, he believes, are the body's 
indicators, and there's nothing super¬ 
natural about it. 

"The hand doesn't reflect a 
fatalism," heexplains. "These hands 
are determined by the mind.” 

Marigrace Filtzer of Swan road, a 
nurse and one of Fiore’s students, 
says, "He’s not one who's going to tell 
you awful stuff. He won't tell you 
you're going to get meningitis at the 
end of the month.” 

“Palmistry is a mechanism for 
helping people, not scaring them," 
Fiore says. 

Every Wednesday, Fiore imparts 
his palm-reading knowledge to adult 
Winchester Extension students at the 
local high school. 

Nine women are enrolled in the 
course, and there’s nary a sceptic 
among them. Fiore has convinced 
them. 

He seems to see the past, the pre¬ 
sent and sometimes the future etch¬ 
ed on people's palms. 

“After being home for 14 years, I 
just started a real estate course,” 
says Karyl Jacobs of Winslow rd. 

When Fiore read her palms in 
class, Jacobs recalls, “He asked if I 
had just started something involving 
more independent thinking. He pinn¬ 
ed it right down to real estate. I nearly 
fell through my chair." 

"I’m just dying to analyze the 
hands of the people I know,” Jacobs 
says. “It's really scary how accurate 
this is." 

A native of Northumberland. 


England, she avows, "1 took this for 
fun, but it's turning into much more 
than fun.” 

In class, Fiore often uses inked 
palm prints enlarged on a projector 
to show every line clearly. 

As an exercise, he shows the palm 
of an opera singer who requested ad¬ 
vice from palmists before his all- 
important audition with the New York 
Metropolitan Opera. 

Fiore points to the man’s life line 
— a downward arc across the hand. 
"He has a lot of physical energy,” 
says Fiore. Next he points to the 
singer's head line, cutting deep and 
crisp across the middle of the singer's 
palm, sign of a powerful intellect. 

Added to strong communciator 
lines, the opera singer's palms were 
those of a star. "Was it easy to predict 
he was going to make it?" Fiore asks 
his students. “Sure.” 

Yet palm reading, Fiore explains, 
involves more than just looking at a 
life line sketched across one’s inner 
hand. 

A palmist also analyzes the size 
and shape of fingers, lumps a id 
bumps on the palm and the shape )f 
the entire hand. 

A big thumb indicates a forceful 
will. People with long index fingers 
love to give orders. 

Someone with big, long fingers 
relative to the palm has an "air 
hand." the mark of an intellectual. 

Well-padded areas of the hand in¬ 
dicate different strengths, Fiore says. 
If the base of the pinkie is well- 
padded, that indicates a quick, 
shrewd mind. If the base of the foref¬ 
inger is thick, that indicates leader¬ 
ship and ambition. 

Another of Fiore's students, Pam 
Jervey of Stone avenue, said her 
mother sparked her interest in palm 
reading. As a child, she couldn't ig¬ 
nore her mother's palm reading 


tracts, found all around the house. 

Since she enrolled in the class, 
Jervey has tested her new skills on 
her own two children. "I think you're 
always fascinated by what you can 
see in their developing personalities." 
she says. 

Jervey says her children have op¬ 
posite personalities and, sure enough, 
they "couldn't be more different in 
their hands." 

But Jervey is no stranger to parap¬ 
sychology. Once, she even hired a 
psychic to gaze into her past and 
future. Such knowledge fascinates 
her, she says: "It lends order to what 
goes on." 

As for Fiore, an engineer by pro¬ 
fession, he discovered palmistry 
when he broke his arm. “1 was in th»* 
hospital," he recounts, “and the only 
things around were a sports magazine 
and a palmistry book. 1 couldn't take 
looking at tennis." 

Now. besides his classes, he has 
started teaching a blind man to read 
palms. Fiore says the man "has great 
sensitivity in his fingers." 

The way Fiore views it, palm 
reading should be a tool for 
counselors, teachers and doctors who 
need insight into people's character. 

A teacher, for example, could read 
a child's palms to see his degree of in¬ 
tellectual interest. 

"If a teacher is agonizing over the 
fact that she can't get the message 
across, she should realize that the kid 
isn't concentrating: his head line 
splits," Fiore explains 

Whatever palm reading’s prac¬ 
ticality, Fiore readily admits it 's also 
a lot of fun, and welcome relief from 
the hard facts of his engineering 
career. 

His students agree. Jervey, an ex¬ 
perienced computer programmer, 
calls palm reading "a wonderful way 
to have a touch of the unreal. It's my 
one chance to be a little strange."

The MBTA is celebrating Satur¬ 
day’s opening of the $84 million 
Alewife terminal for passenger ser¬ 
vice, with free passage lor all — in¬ 
bound from Ihe station - on both 
Saturday and Sunday. 

The station's 2.000-car garage will 
also open on Saturday; daily parking 
fees will be $3. 

The only access to the garage, for 
the time being, is from Alewife Brook 
parkway. MBTA officials did consider 
phasing Ihe opening of the garage, as 
a means of traffic control. 

i iowever. the entire garage will be 
opened, according to MBTA 
spokesman Listo Fisher. 

Winchester residents will soon 
have direct access to the station via 
the 350 bus, which runs along Cam¬ 
bridge street, which will change its 
destination from Haymarket Square 
to the Alewife terminal 

But bus line changes for service to 
the Alewife terminal will nol lake 
place until summer schedules are put 
in place, and pedestrian and bicycle 
access routes from Arlington. Bel¬ 
mont and Cambridge are not yet in 
place. 

Trains from the Alewife terminal 
will be marked “Ashmont”; 
passengers wishing to go to Braintree 
will have to transfer at Davis Square 
or another Bed Une station, T of¬ 
ficials said. 

Passengers heading for Alewife 
terminal will also need to board trains 
marked “Ashmont," or transfer at 
Porter or Davis Square stations 

The opening of the Alewife ter¬ 
minal marks the end of a six-year, 3.2 
mile extension of the Bed Line rapid 
transit system, T officials said.

As you enter The Bon Vivant Cafe, located 
at 383 Main st., in Woburn Square, you feel 
as though you have transcended the Atlan¬ 
tic and are suddenly in a cozy French cafe. 

Amidst the less-than pleasant setting of 
Woburn Center, The Cafe Bon Vivant sur¬ 
prisingly, miraculously, and refreshingly, oi¬ 
lers an ambiance which is quiet, elegant, 
exotic and romantic, while authentically 
French-like. 

Co-owners Barbara Thomas and her son 
and head-chef Marc, have achieved this 
realistic atmosphere with a characteristical¬ 
ly simple decor accented by candlelight, and 
topped off with a dedication to create a plea¬ 
sant, French cafe setting. 

While atmosphere is important to any 
restaurant, the food is, of course the most im¬ 
portant factor. Here again The Cafe Bon Vi¬ 
vant strives for and has achieved excellence. 
They offer cuisine that is described by co¬ 
owner Barbara Thomas as “Country 
French.” 

What this translates into is cuisine that is 
not quite as rich as traditional French food 
and portions that are larger than one might 


expect at a French Restaurant. 

"Country French” is also a mixture of old 
and the new and the prices of Country French 
are less expensive than traditional French 
cuisine. 

This in no way implies that the exotic 
dishes we associate with French restaurants 
are eliminated. There is something to please 
the most discriminating palate. 

A typical menu might include such dishes 
as Troute Almondine ($7.95), Shrimp Scam¬ 
pi ($8.95), Rack of Lamb Dijonaise ($13.95), 
Duck with Raspberry Sauce ($10.95), Steak 
Alfredo ($9.95), Split Veal ($12.00), Pheasant 
au beurre blanc ($12.75) or the specialty of 
the house, Scallops and Fettucini ($11.95). 

You might begin your meal with another 
specialty of the house which has received 
rave reviews by area chefs and food critics 
along with customers — Seafood Chowder. 
During my recent visit to The Bon Vivant 
Cafe I had time to sample it while taking in 
the atmosphere of the cafe. 

1 found it to be everything it had been built 
up to be and more. The tureen ($2.25) was a 
good size portion and the chowder was 
smooth and delicious with an evidence of 


cream which complimented (lie chowder's 
already mouth-watering flavor. 

Or, the soup du jour may be your choice 
to begin your culinary experience at The Bon 
Vivant. You will find this daily special writ¬ 
ten on a chalkboard in the Restaurant. On 
this day it was Country-chicken soup 
($.95/$l.35) for a cup or bowl. 

Actually all the entrees and desserts for 
the day are listed on the chalkboard and vary 
from day to day. The bill of fare depends on 
the availability of fresh meats, fish, and 
poultry. 

“Everyday our menu is fresh and new.” 
explains chief Marc. “People enjoy well 
prepared food and have shown us they’re go¬ 
ing to go for it." 

Marc appears to be correct. Cafe Bon Vi¬ 
vant has been open for five months and their 
reputation through word of mouth business 
hits made the restaurant a name which im¬ 
plies quality and good food. 

Chef Marc’s compulsion for turning out 
great dishes is by no means a small contribu¬ 
tion to the restaurant’s success. By his own 
ambition Marc is “a fanatic for garnishes

Marc is a graduate of the Culinary In¬ 
stitute in Hyde Park, New York, considered 
the best school in the country. More recent¬ 
ly he served as assistant pastry chief at the 
Hotel Meridien. 

His specialties are pastries and desserts 
and on display in the pastry case are many 
masterpieces with which to finish your eating 
experience at Cafe Bon Vivant. Among these 
desserts one might find anything from 
French apple pie, and light and dark 
chocolate mousse, to caramel creme custard 
and cheesecake. Other specialties include 
chocolate Grand Marnier cakes & tortes, and 
fresh fruit flans.

Thank you for your letter The 
following is the essay I delivered.

"Simply by being herself and 
himself, the athlete makes a state¬ 
ment that has profound 
psychological. philosophical, 
physiological and spiritual mi 
plications 

an activity that starts with the body 
a healthy and well working body. A 
body that is till that it can be. 

"This implies dedication, hard 
work, desire and discipline and re¬ 
quires a self-renewing motivation 
that occurs only in sports. 

"What I savoto the track team goes 
out to till athletes, non-athletes and 
■ even parents. 

"Rise to the challenges ol life with 
the same intensity as hitting a 
crucial lay-up, pinning an opponent to 
the mat or running the mile. 

"Live your own life. 

"And remember that success is 
not something that can he measured 
or worn on a watch, or inscribed on 
a diploma, or a school letter or bar

Unfortunately, recognition was ab¬ 
sent for a special group of people. 
There was no trophy or award, not 
even a simple thank you, extended to 
them. 

This forgotten group of people 
were the athletes' parents. 

In this era, everyone seems to be 
going their own individual way while 
doing their own thing. Much leisure 
time is spent separated from others, 
focusing on work from the office, 
television and home computers. 

In fact, with the emergence of 
television screens in the home, fami¬ 
ly members often retire to their own 
space and turn on their own private 
programs without the old family 
fights over which channel to watch 

The amount of social interaction 
between family members has dwindl 
ed so low as to leave many children 
and teenagers genuinely neglected 
emotionally and socially within their 
own families. 

The community and school sports 
programs are two of the few remain¬ 
ing activities that involve several 
family members, even as just spec¬ 


tators and chauffeurs. 

The simple act of observing one's 
child at play on the track or on the 
court raises positive feelings ol pride. 

It is no accident that high school 
athletes usually rank high in 
classroom studies. The positive self- 
image gained from parental attention 
on the track is a big plus towards the 
development of mature and responsi 
ble young adults. 

Student attendance at school spot 
ting events may he dwindling, hut 
parental support and attendance is as 
high as ever. 

There may he some instances of 
overly critical parents putting too 
much pressure on their children, hut 
this type ol attention is far better than 
none at all. 

Further, the social and personal 
growth and cooperation with team- 
males. schoolmates and friends is a 
major benefit to \ tiling people im olv 
ed m sports. And the benefit to 
parents, in feeling good about their 
families and doing something 
together, is immeasurable Although 
this is a week or so late, I say "Thank 
You" to parents, on behalf of the other 
coaches, the athletic director, and the 
principal ol Winchester High School

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‘Pop’ Goes The Fun 

Folksinger Wagner Visits 
Belmont's Schools

About half a dozen young Belmont 
songwriters had their songs 
premiered Friday night by a national¬ 
ly known folksinger. 

A mighty impressive debut, 
especially considering the face that 
the songsters are still in elementary 
school and the singer was Pop 
Wagner. 

Wagner, a songwriter and fre¬ 
quent guest on National Public 
Kadio’s "Prairie Home Companion," 
was the caller at a Community Folk 
Dance at Belmont High School. 
Despite his credentials, Wagner was 
unable to persuade the reluctant 
musicmakers to come up on stage 
with him und sing before the crowd of 
several hundred. 


Wagner encountered no dif¬ 
ficulties, though, in conducting an 
evening of fun for an audience made 
up mainly of adults and their young 
children. 

"Basically, it was a family affair," 
said William McManus who went with 
his three children. It was a family af¬ 
fair that was also, McManus said, a 
very fun affair. 

As part of Music in Our Schools 
Month in Belmont, Wagner spent a 
week visiting all four elementary 
schools and working with students in 
songwriting sessioas. The Folk Dance 
was the climax of Wagner’s visit. 

Wagner opened the evening by 
teaching the basics of square dancing, 
circle dances, and the Virginia Reel. 


“In about 10 or 15 minutes, he was 
able to get the basics across,” 
McManus said. 

Backed by a fiddle player, a ban¬ 
jo player and a guitar player, the 
guitar-playing Wagner called the 
dances. 

"It was a scene of parents dancing 
with their kids," said McManus, who 
said that at times he found dancing 
with a four-year-old rather difficult. 

Wagner then closed the first half 
of the two-and-a-half hour evening by 
singing the songs composed by Bel¬ 
mont talent, as well as songs written 
by youngsters from Minnesota. 

Wagner opened the latter half of 
the night with more folksongs and 
then entertained the crowd with lasso 
tricks before the dancing resumed. 


Friday’s festivities were coor¬ 
dinated by Sarah llauk, a music 
teacher at Winn-Brook and Burbank 
schools. Wagner's week in Belmonl 
was partially sponsored by a grant 
from the Belmont Schools Arts Coun¬ 
cil, the elementary schools PTAs and 
Folktree Concertmakers of Arlington

While Wagner spent his week m 
Belmont visiting youngsters and in¬ 
troducing them to folk music, Ins 
show Friday night was not tor- 
kids-only.

"New England Furniture: The 
Colonial Era," the first major inter¬ 
pretive exhibition devoted solely to 
New England furniture from the 
seventeenth and eighteenth cen¬ 
turies is open at the DeCordova 
Museum In Lincoln through June 2. 

Organized by the Society for the . 
Preservation for New England An¬ 
tiquities (SPNEA) to coincide with 
their 75th anniversary .“the exhibi¬ 
tion opened this week. 

This landmark exhibition 
presents both elaborate .examples 
of colonial craftsmanship and sim¬ 
ple forms with documented 
histories. 

Approximately 100 objects are 
featured: 70 from the society's 
.holdings, the remainder from 
outstanding public and private col¬ 
lections. s 

The exhibition is based on 
research by Brock Jobe, Chief 
Curator and Director of Museums, 
and Myma Kaye, former Consulting 
Curator of Furniture, for their book, 
"New England Furniture: The Col¬ 
onial Era" (Boston: Houghton Mif¬ 
flin Company, 1984). 

This publication contains detail¬ 
ed entries on furniture as well as 


essays on colonial craftsmen and 
their work. 

Four topics emphasized 
throughout the book provide the 
thematic framework for the exhibi¬ 
tion: design, craft techniques, con¬ 
sumer taste, and regional variation. 

The design section of the ex¬ 
hibition features nearly 40 pieces of 
furniture ranging in style from a 
decorative red oak cradle 
(1665-1685) to a Boston chest-on- 
chest (1754-1775) based on a 
design in Thomas Chippendale's 
famous pattern book, “The 
Gentleman and Cabinetmaker's 
Director." 

Craft techniques such as 
joinery, turning, and cabinetmaking 
are explained and illustrated 
through the use of partially 
assembled furniture. 

Upholstery methods are also 
demonstrated by showing the 
. various stages of production of an 
easy chair and a full hung, high-post 
bed. 

Case studies illustrate the pur¬ 
chasing patterns and the quality of 
furnishings of two prominent In¬ 
dividuals whose possessions survive 
in quantity. 


Jonathan Sayward (1713-1797), 
a rural trader from York, Main, ac¬ 
quired both locally made furniture 
and fine English imports over a 
twenty year span. 

Boston merchant Josiah Quin¬ 
cy (1710-1784) patronized Boston 
craftsmen and also bought English 
furniture during a trans-Atlantic trip 
in the 1740s. 

The collections of both Sayward 
and Quincy demonstrate how each 
man assembled objects of various 
dates and styles in distinctly per¬ 
sonal ways. 

Special programs in conjunc¬ 
tion with the exhibition include a 
Furniture Workshop Series by five 
specialists on the construction and 
care of antique furniture on Satur¬ 
days, April 20, April 27, May 11, 
May 18 and May 25 from 10 a.m. 
to noon in the DeCordova Museum 
School Studios. 

A day-long symposium May 4 
features seven of the country's 
leading furniture scholars. It will be 
at Museum of Our National 
Heritage. 

Registration is required for both 
the workshop series and the sym¬ 
posium on early New England fur¬ 
niture.

Historian Robert Middlekauff, 
director of the Huntington Library 
In California, will discuss "Legends 
ofUie Fstindcra' - on Sunday. March

The 
free lecture is cosponsored by the 
Massachusetts Historical Society 
and supported by a grant from the 
Lowell Institute. 

In honor of the occasion, the

Middlekauff, director of the 
Huntington Library since 1983, is 
the author of "The Glorious Cause:

Oxford History of the United States, 
published in 1982. 

A 1952 graduate of the Univer¬ 
sity of Washington, he received a 
PhD In history from Yale in 1961. 
He taught at Yale University and the 
University of California at Berkeley, 
where he held several appoint¬ 
ments. Including the Margaret 


Byrne Professor of History and pro¬ 
vost and dean of the College of Let¬ 
ters and Sciences. 

Middlekauff also wrote "An¬ 
cients and Axioms", (1963) and 
"The Mathers," (Oxford, 1971), 
which won the Bancroft Prize in 
1972. His lecture is in conjunction 
with the year-loi.g exhibit at the 
museum, "Useful Knowledge and 
Publick Good: Dr. Franklin Con¬ 
sidered," highlighting the life and 
times of Boston-born- Benjamin 
Franklin, another legendary 
founder.

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Choosing Equipment 
For Camping Comfort

Weather can be both fickle and 
deceptive. Its unpredictable antics 
may be merely an inconvenience 
when you’re at home; however, the 
effects of weather can be disas¬ 
trous to an outdoor adventure. 

Yet, it is wholesome — and 
pleasurable — to respond to the 
call of the wild if you’re well pre¬ 
pared. 

Winnebago Industries, a manu¬ 
facturer of outdoor gear, offers 
some tips for outdoor camping, 
the first of which is to plan ahead. 

Planning frequently is done in a 
warm, comfortable living room. 
Some advice: Look around you to 
determine the basics which make 
your indoor life comfortable. They 
probably boil down to the basic 
needs of all humans; good food, 
warm and dry surroundings and a 
good night’s rest. 

Since the earth you hike on in 
fields and woods may be wet and 
sudden showers (or falling in a 
lake) are always a possibility, 
changes of clothes and a well-con¬ 
structed tent are necessary to re¬ 


main warm and dry. 


Some leather boots have remov¬ 
able felt liners so that while you 
wear one liner, the other is drying, 
if necessary, in camp. A poncho or 
other rain gear may protect you 
from constantly having to change 
clothes. 

While food is a necessary ele¬ 
ment for survival, few people 
want to spend their entire vaca¬ 
tion outdoors cooking. After all, 
there are forests to explore, moun¬ 
tains to climb and trails to hike. 

A suggestion: Prepare some 
foods at home in advance, freeze 
and pack them into a well-insulat¬ 
ed cooler to take into camp. Lamb 
stew with vegetables, potatoes or 
rice, for instance, will remain fro¬ 
zen for days in a good cooler. A 
propane stove will warm and cook 
with temperatures similar to your 
home range. 

The basic good night’s rest can 
be hindered by cold night air and 
cold hard ground. To avoid these 
complications, select a sleeping 
bag large enough to envelope 
completely whoever is going to be 
in it. An air mattress or pads en¬ 
sure more comfort than ground. 
An air mattress can add addition¬ 



al warmth if you inflate the mat¬ 
tress just enough to keep you from 
touching the ground. That way, 
you actually are lying “in" the 
mattress rather than “on” it. 

Another basic comfort of home 


is the toilet. You may still retain 
most of the modesty and comfort 
with portable toilets available. Fi¬ 
nally, add other tools such as 
cooking utensils, knives, a flash¬ 
light, lanterns, a small first-aid kit

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Backpacking Essentials Only

A backpacker’s pack should not 
weigh more than one-fourth his 
body weight, less if the hiker is 
inexperienceid, according to sever¬ 
al outdoor groups. 



This can present quite a dilem¬ 
ma in deciding what to take and 
what to leave behind on a hike. 
You may not have to cut the han¬ 
dle off your toothbrush as some 
backpackers have been known to 
do, but you should think twice be¬ 
fore including anything besides 
the bare essentials for life on the 
trail. 

However, don’t try to lighten 
your load by skimping on the "es¬ 
sentials” recommended by out¬ 
door groups: a topographical map 
of the area, a compass, flashlight, 
sunglasses, one day's extra food 
and water, a change of clothing, 
waterproof matches, candles or 


fire starter, a first-aid kit, insect 
repellent, a quarter in case a 
phone is available, Kleenex and a 
signal mirror. 

These survival items should be 
packaged separately in a water¬ 
proof bag so they won’t get mixed 
up with other gear. 

Although most equipment can 
be borrowed or improvised, there 
are a few pieces of gear which 
should be chosen with care, in¬ 
cluding a comfortable pack and 
boots. 

Lightweight nylon and alumi¬ 
num packs take nearly all the 
weight off your shoulders and put 
in on your hips where it rests com¬

fortably even on long hikes. A 
pack with an inside frame can be 
used for shorter trips and is more 
versatile. For longer treks, a pack 
with an exterior frame distributes 
weight better and holds more. 

Look for secure stitching rein¬ 
forced with leather at stress 
points and heavy water-repellent 
fabric. Try on the pack with 
weights in it before you buy to 
make sure it is comfortable. 

Most experienced hikers say 
boots are the most important sin¬ 
gle source of backpacking com¬ 
fort. For the average trek, you 
may be able to use study work 
shoes if they are broken in. How¬ 
ever, you probably will want to 
purchase a good pair of light¬ 
weight hiking boots. Don’t skimp 
on quality, but remember that the 
heaviest, thick-soled boots are 
made for only the most rugged 
terrain. Make sure to carefully 
follow the care instructions in¬ 
cluded with the boots, and break 
them in for a long time before the 
first hike. 

You also will want to include a 
brimmed hat and sun protection 
cream on your list of hiking essen¬ 
tials. Once you get to the camp¬ 
site, a hearty meal and sleep will 
be priorities. A good stove, sleep¬ 
ing bag and possibly a tent are the 
keys to happiness in this area. 

Everybody likes to sit around a 
glowing campfire but fires are not 
always the best way to cook food. 

In many parks they are prohibit¬ 
ed. A tiny backpacking stove 
cooks quickly on a minimum of 
fuel and will keep Smokey the 
Bear and his firemen out of the 
forest. 

A huge flannel sleeping bag 
with pictures of duck huts on the 
inside won’t make it for backpack¬ 
ing. Today’s lightweight sleeping 
bags, whether down or synthetic 
fill, are covered with nylon fabric 
and stuff into small duffle bags. 

Synthetic-fill bags are relative¬ 
ly inexpensive and retain their 
warmth even when wet. Duck or 
goose down bags are the ultimate 
in warmth and comfort. However, 
they are more expensive and lose 
their bulk if they get wet. 

A tent is not essential but it has 
advantages. If there are a lot of 
mosquitoes or if it is windy, cold 
or snowing, you probably will 
want a tent. 

Clothing selection also is basic 
to backpacking comfort. You may 
not have to buy any new clothing 
but what you take should be se¬ 
lected carefully. The best way to 
keep warm is to alternate layers 
of wool and cotton. Wool stays 
warm even when wet and cotton 
ventilates to keep you cool. 

Many people advise wearing 
two pairs of socks with boots to 
minimize friction, a thin cotton 
pair on the inside and a heavy 
wool pair on the outside. Test and 
see what is most comfortable for 
your feet, and be sure to take 
extra socks. Socks must be com¬ 
pletely dry to prevent blisters and 
other maladies.

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Gardening No. 1 Outdoor Activity

While most Americans prefer to 
watch television, listen to music 
or read books during their leisure 
time, for those who prefer outdoor 
pursuits, gardening is No. 1. 

Forty-two percent of 3,000 


households surveyed planted food 
gardens in 1983, according to re¬ 
sults of a Gardens for All-Gallup 
Organization survey. 

Based on the number of house¬ 
holds involved in each activity, 
gardening ranks sixth in overall 
leisure activities. More than 80 
percent of the households watch 


TV; 64 percent listen to music; 54 
percent read books; 44 percent 
take pleasure trips in their car, 
and 43 percent go to the movies. 

But gardening still is ahead of 
watching professional sports on 
TV, home baking, going on vaca¬ 
tion trips, general exercise and all 
other outdoor activities men¬ 
tioned, including: fishing (31 per¬ 
cent), bicycling (22 percent), 
camping (20 percent), jogging (19 
percent), hunting (16 percent), ten¬ 
nis and golf (12 percent each). 

Jack Robinson, president of the 
non-profit Gardens for All, says: 
“If the percentages from the sur¬ 
vey hold throughout the U.S. popu¬ 
lation, 35 million households gar¬ 
den — presumably to save money, 
to get fresh vegetables and for en¬ 
joyment. 

“During the 12 years Gardens 
for All has undertaken the nation¬ 
al gardening survey, we've ob¬ 
served a relationship between gar¬ 
dening and the nation's economy,” 
Robinson continues. 

“While there is a core group of 
dedicated gardeners who raise 
food every year, there is also a 
small segment of the gardening 
population that will garden one 
year and not the next depending 
on economic conditions. Garden¬ 
ing incidence rises in rougher eco¬ 
nomic times. When the economy 
shows even a slight gain, the popu-

larity of gardening decreases for 
this marginal group. The upward 
trend of our nation’s economy dur¬ 
ing 1983 combined with the weath¬ 
er problems experienced through¬ 
out the country probably account 
for the slight decline in garden¬ 
ing’s popularity from 1982’s sur¬ 
vey," Robinson says. 

In 1982, 46 percent of the house¬ 
holds surveyed were involved in 
gardening. 

The main reasons given for not 
gardening were: lack of suitable 
space (35 percent), lack of time (28 
percent) and too much work (13 
percent). 


Other trends emerging from the 
surveys: The Midwest consistently 
ranks as the nation’s No. 1 garden¬ 
ing region; gardening has been 
more popular in rural areas than 
in small towns, suburbs or cities, 
and gardening has had a greater 
following among married house¬ 
holds and people 50 years old and 
over. 

In addition to food gardening, 82 
percent of the households sur¬ 
veyed were involved in some form 
of gardening activity from flower 
gardening to lawn and houseplant

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Trekking Keeps Your Feet On The Ground

A trekking excursion keeps your 
feet on the ground — not only be¬ 
cause you’re actually walking 
yourself through a vacation, but 
also because many of your accom¬ 
modations will be down to earth. 

“Trekking is adventure travel," 
says Ben Wallace, president of 


World Wide Trekking Inc., which 
organizes treks through Europe, 
India, Peru and the United States. 

"Trekking is not seeing a coun¬ 
try through a blur in an air-condi¬ 
tioned bus or having lunch in a 
quaint’ village surrounded by 'lo¬ 
cals’ in colorful dress. 

“It is for anyone who wants to 
see a remote place in a different 
way,” he emphasizes.

A typical trekking day, consist¬ 
ing of three to four hours walking 
in the morning and three to four 
hours walking in the afternoon, is 
full of diversions such as tea 
shops, monasteries, waterfalls, 
wildlife, bird life and inquisitive 
villagers along the way, Wallace 
says. 

So, if a person comes ready to 
see the unknown, the tour can be¬ 
come a cultural as well as a physi¬ 
cal exploration of a country. 


Trekking differs from hiking 
and backpacking in that scenery is 
not the primary emphasis. Trekk¬ 
ing has as much emphasis on in¬ 
teraction with the indigenous pop¬ 
ulation as on nature, Wallace says. 

“This is possible because coun¬ 
tries such as Nepal and Peru have 
few or no road systems in the 
mountainous regions," he ex¬ 
plains. “As a result, villages are 
strung together by enormous trail 
systems. While trekking these 


trails, we encounter villages at the 
rate of one to five per day.” 

While most trek sponsors rec¬ 
ommend having a physical exami¬ 
nation before embarking on a 
trek, Wallace says it is possible 
for someone who is not in peak 
physical condition and who never 
has hiked before to go trekking 
and thoroughly enjoy himself. 

However, “to go directly from 
city desk to mountain trail can be 
both depressing and humiliating," 
he says. “Legs wobble, hearts 
pound, lungs heave. Far better to 
get in shape before you go, not as 
you go." 

Wallace says the best exercise 
to get in shape is hill walking, 
starting with short, easy walks 
and gradually increasing length 
and difficulty. However, any ex¬ 
ercise — including sports — that 
expands the lungs and toughens 
the feet, legs and stomach will get 
you in condition. 

Just as important as physical 
fitness is mental preparedness — 
for unusual situations, sleeping in 
tents and eating canned, dehydrat¬ 
ed and native exotic foods. 

But trekking is not without its 
luxuries and rewards, Wallace 
says. 

“My birthday meal on the trail 
last year started with onion soup 
with melted yak cheese on top, fol¬ 
lowed by sweet-and-sour chicken 
over a bed of mixed-vegetable 
rice. The dessert was a double- 
layer chocolate cake with pineap¬ 
ple rings doused lightly with rum." 

This meal, like all meals, was 
prepared by the trekking crew, 
which also pitches tents and car¬ 
ries baggage on most treks. This 
leaves the trekker free to wander 
for photography or to stop at vil¬ 
lagers’ homes doubling as tea 
shops. Wallace says a guide leads 
the trek and carefully marks the 
trail, while another porter stays 
with the slowest trekker.
